SYNOPSIS  OF  RAILROAD  COMPANIES'  REPORTS. 

The  total  mileage  of  main  line  of  railways  operating  in  the  state 
df  Minnesota  on  June  30,  1914,  was  9,002.27,  exclusive  of  terminal 
and  transfer  railways,  an_  on  June  30,  1913,  8,947.71.  showing  an 
increase  for  the  year  1914  of  54.56  miles. 

The  total  mileage  of  terminal  ar.l  switching  roads  for  1914  was 
121.90,  and  for  the  year  1913,  114.35,  showing  an  increase  for  1914 
of  7.55  miles. 

The  gross  increase  in  the  railroad  mileage  of  Minnesota,  exclusive 
of  terminal  and  switching  roads,  for  the  fiscal  pear  ending  June  30, 
1914,  is  67.04  miles,  with  a  decrease  of  12.48  miles,  making  a  net 
increase  of  54.56  miles,  which  is  made  up  as  follows :

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6  THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  increase  in  the  mileage  consists  principally  of  new  mining 
and  logging  spurs,  and  in  regard  to  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  & 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  Railway  the  increase  shown  is  partly  owing  to  an 
error  in  1913  report.  The  decrease  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St.  Paul  Railway  is  accounted  for  by  lease  of  line.  The  increase  in 
the  terminal  and  transfer  railways  is  entirely  made  up  of  additional 
trackage  on  the  lines  of  the  Minnesota  Transfer  Railway. 

CAPITAL  STOCK  AND  FUNDED  DEBT. 
The  amount  of  capital  stock  outstanding  for  railroads  reporting 
to  this  Commission  for  their  entire  lines  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1914,  was  $1,453,951,121.00,  and  of  funded  debt,  $2,325,241 ,349.00, 
making  a  total  of  capital  stoek  and  funded  debt  of  $3,779,192,470.00, 
as  against  the  total  amount  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  of 
$3,644,222,570.00  which  shows  an  increase  in  the  capital  stock  and 
funded  debt  for  the  year  1914  of  $134,696,891.00.

OPERATING  INCOME,  STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

The  total  operating  income  of  the  railroads  doing  business  in 
the  state  of  Minnesota,  derived  from  freight,  passenger,  express, 
mail  and  all  other  sources  of  revenue  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1914,  was  $106,360,418.15,  and  for  the  year  1913,  $112,606,977.07, 
which  shows  a  decrease  for  the  year  1914  of  $6,246,558.92. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES  IN  STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

The  total  amount  of  operating  expenses  charged  to  the  state  of 
"Minnesota  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  was  $61,757,156.25,  as 
compared  with  $61,252,746.34  for  the  year  1913,  which  shows  an 
increase  for  the  current  year  of  $504,409.91. 

NET  OPERATING  REVENUE,  STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

The  total  net  operating  revenues  for  the  state  of  Minnesota  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  was  $44,603,261.90,  and  for  the  year 
1913  $51,354,230.73.  which  shows  a  decrease  for  the  year  1914  of 
$6,750,968.83. 

INTEREST  ACCRUED  ON  FUNDED  DEBT  AND  OTHER  INTEREST  AND 

DEDUCTIONS. 

The  accrued  interest  on  funded  debt  and  interest  on  other  liabil- 
ities, including  rentals  paid  and  all  other  deductions  from  corporate 
income  of  all  the  railway  companies  doing  business  in  this  state  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  for  their  entire  lines  amounted  to 
$104,056,609.40,  and  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  $97,476.- 
862.91,  which  shows  an  increase  for  the  year  1914  of  $6,579,746.49. 

DIVIDENDS  PAID. 

The  total  amount  of  dividends  paid  from  net  corporate  income 
and  from  surplus  by  the  railway  companies  operating  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  for  their  entire  lines 
was  $79,098,747.82,  as  compared  with  $81,459,531.34  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1913,  which  shows  a  decrease  in  the  year  1914  of

ACCUMULATED  SURPLUS. 

The  total  credit  balance  for  all  lines  up  to  June  30,  1914,  carried 
to  their  respective  balance  sheets  amounted  to  $364,248,024.85,  and 
the  total  debit  balances  for  all  lines  up  to  June  30,  1914,  carried 
to  their  respective  balance  sheets  amounted  to  $6,501 ,399.50. 

TAXES. 

The  total  amount  paid  by  the  railway  companies  for  taxes  on 
their  gross  earnings  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  for  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1913,  amounted  to  $5,738,097.51,  and  for 
the  same  period  for  the  year  1912,  $4,238,454.32,  which  showrs  an 
increase  in  taxation  for  the  year  1913  of  $1,499,643.19. 

The  total  amount  of  operating  revenues  for  the  entire  lines  of 
all  roads  operating  in  this  state  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1914,  amounted  to  $604,632,304.22.  The  taxes  accrued  for  all  sys- 
tems amounted  to  the  sum  of  $30,898,865.81,  which  would  show  an 
average  rate  of  taxation  on  their  gross  earnings  of  5.11  per  cent.

In  this  report  will  be  found  a  number  of  statistical  tables  which 
consist  of  detailed  information  relating  to  the  operation  of  railroads 
in  this  state  and  is  similar  to  that  furnished  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies in  their  annual  reports  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion as  required  by  its  rules  for  uniform  accounting,  which  rules 
have  been  adopted  as  a  requirement  by  the  various  state  railroad 
commissions  with  a  view  to  securing  a  uniform  system  of  reporting 
the  operations  of  all  railroads  in  all  states.  The  index  to  any  specific 
statistical  table  can  be  found  on  page  — ? —  preceding  the  tables 
above  referred  to.  The  original  reports  filed  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies with  this  Commission,  containing  the  data  shown  in  the 
tables  above  referred  to,  are  available  to  all  interested  parties  for 
the  purpose  of  examination  at  its  office  in  the  new  capitol  building, 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota. 

ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  EXPRESS  COMPANIES. 

The  express  companies  doing  business  in  this  state  have  made  full 
reports  for  their  entire  systems  to  this  Commission  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1914,  which  are  printed  in  full  and  can  be  found 
in  detail  on  page  — ? —  of  this  report.  Up  to  the  present  time  no 
conclusions  have  yet  been  reached  as  to  the  best  method  of  arriving 
at  a  basis  of  dividing  express  earnings  and  expenses  by  state  lines 
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which  would  be  fair  to  all  states,  but  the  matter  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Committee  on  Statistics  and  Accounts  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Railway  Commissioners,  and  it  is  expected  that  some  form 
will  be  presented  for  adoption  by  the  above  named  Committee  at  its 
next  meeting.

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES  DEPARTMENT. 

The  fourth  annual  report  of  this  department  covering  its  labors 
for  the  year  ending  December  *tt.  1 014,  is  shown  in  full  on  pages 
82  to  89  inclusive. 
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WORK  ACCOMPLISHED  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

During  the  past  year  covered  by  this  report  the  business  of  this 
department  has  increased  to  a  remarkable  extent  over  that  of  any 
previous  year  in  its  history. 

There  were  7,391  applications  filed  with  the  Commission  for 
disposition,  consisting  of  formal  and  informal  complaints  covering 
a  wide  variety  of  subjects,  all  of  which  were  of  greater  or  less  im- 
portance and  none  of  which  could  be  disposed  of  in  a  perfunctory 
manner  but  involved  careful  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
Commission.  The  major  portion  of  these  matters,  6,675  cases  in 
number,  pertained  to  the  refundment  of  payment  for  passenger  and 
freight  overcharges  arising  from  the  decision  in  the  Minnesota  Rate 
Cases. 

The  remaining  cases,  716  in  number,  comprised  incidental  rate 
questions,  complaints  of  depot  service,  train  service,  side  tracks  and 
spurs,  railroad  crossings,  stockyards,  car  service,  etc.,  the  number 
of  which  has  materially  increased  over  former  years  and  all  of 
which  involved  careful  attention  and  investigation. 

Another  feature  of  the  work  to  which  considerable  attention  is 
given  is  the  assistance  afforded  persons  seeking  advice  and  informa- 
tion in  relation  to  many  matters,  wherein  the  good  offices  of  the 
Commission  have  been  extended,  resulting  in  the  avoidance  of  un- 
necessary litigation. 

The  applications,  petitions  and  complaints,  formal  and  informal, 
that  were  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commission  during 
the  year  are  designated  as  follows:  5  applications  to  abandon 
trackage ;  31  petitions  for  relief  from  the  provisions  of  the  clearance 
law;  9  applications  for  official  inspections  of  new  roads;  74  for 
inspections  of  interlocking  plants;  15  for  inspections  of  auto  signal 
systems;  54  petitions  and  complaints  regarding  depots  and  depot 
service;  28  for  improved  train  service;  29  relating  to  side  tracks, 
spurs  and  industry  tracks;  15  applications  for  railroad  crossings; 
9  for  station  or  loading  platforms;  30  petitions,  all  complaints, 
regarding  inadequate  stockyard  facilities;  45  complaints  against 
commission  merchants;  11  regarding  car  service;  28  relating  to  rate 
claims  and  overcharges;  35  complaints  regarding  unsatisfactory 
rates;  28  relating  to  car  shortage;  270  applications  for  permission 
to  make  changes  in  rates,  rules  or  regulations;  6,675  applications 
for  refundment  of  passenger  and  freight  overcharges;  aggregating 
7,391  cases  considered  and  disposed  of  during  the  past  year. 
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Of  this  number  there  were  65  cases  that  by  reason  of  their  char- 
acter necessitated  formal  proceedings  wherein  parties  involved  were 
made  to  appear  before  the  Commission,  the  issues  tried  out  on  their 
merits  and  finally  disposed  of  by  a  formal  decision  and  order. 

Of  this  class  there  were  6  cases  of  complaint  regarding  depots 
and  depot  service;  two  petitions  for  abandonment  of  trackage;  16 
applications  for  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  the  clearance  law ; 
5  complaints  regarding  train  service;  7  relating  to  side  tracks;  2 
complaints  of  dangerous  crossings ;  1  petition  for  a  depot  platform ; 
1  complaint  regarding  stockyard  service ;  4  against  commission  mer- 
chants ;  1  in  relation  to  car  service ;  1  with  reference  to  overcharges, 
and  15  formal  rate  cases.

REFUNDMENTS  OF  OVERCHARGES  TO  SHIPPERS  ARISING  FROM 
THE  DECISION  IN  THE  MINNESOTA  RATE  CASES. 

The  preceding  annual  report  of  the  Commission  for  the  year 
ending  November  30,  1913,  contained  a  resume  of  the  work  of  the 
Commission  up  to  that  time  in  connection  with  the  redistribution  to 
shippers  entitled  thereto,  of  refunds  for  overcharges  arising  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  decision  of  the  United  States  supreme  court  in  the 
Minnesota  rate  cases. 

Since  that  time  the  work  has  been  continued  along  the  same 
lines  with  the  result  that  during  the  year  1914  covered  by  this  re- 
port, most  of  the  additional  claims  that  have  been  presented  up  to 
date  have  been  audited  and  distribution  of  refunds  made  by  the 
companies  to  such  claimants  as  have  been  proven  to  be  entitled 
thereto. 

There  have  been  six  thousand,  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  addi- 
tional claims  for  refunds  filed  with  this  department  since  the  last 
annual  report.  This  includes  not  only  claims  filed  directly  with  th$ 
Commission,  but  many  that  were  originally  submitted  to  the  rail- 
way companies  by  the  claimants  themselves  and  subsequently 
referred  to  the  Commission,  owing  to  dispute  or  question  as  to  their 
merit,  many  of  which  have  since  been  approved  by  the  Commission 
and  settlement  secured. 
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With  reference  to  a  number  of  these  delayed  cases  the  railway 
company  had  failed  to  allow  interest  thereon,  to  which  the  Commis- 
sion deemed  the  claimant  to  be  entitled,  resulting  in  their  final  ac- 
ceptance and  settlement  except  in  the  case  of  one  or  two  of  the 
companies.  Several  hundred  claims  of  this  character  that  had  been 
declined  by  these  companies  have  been  referred  by  the  Commis- 
sion to  the  attorney  general  for  prosecution,  in  addition  to  which  a 
large  number  were  filed  directly  with  that  department  by  the  claim- 
ants themselves. 

At  this  writing  there  remain  in  this  office  approximately  one 
hundred  seventy-five  valid  claims  that  are  under  investigation  and 
being  taken  up  directly  with  the  railway  companies  for  adjustment. 
The  aggregate  amount  involved  in  those  already  settled  or  approved 
by  the  companies  to  present  date,  approximates  $2,500,000.00. 
Those  remaining  in  this  office  and  still  pending  settlement  will 
amount  to  about  $25,000.00,  and  those  in  the  hands  of  the  attorney 
general  for  disposition  will  reach  approximately  $200,000.00,  the 
total  amount  unsettled  and  uncollected  being  $225,000.00. 

So  far  as  the  Commission  is  advised  there  is  still  outstanding  and 
to  be  presented  for  adjustment,  a  large  number  of  additional  cases 
involving  in  the  aggregate  a  large  sum  of  money.  ]n  some  instances 
disputes  have  arisen  as  to  their  validity  from  a  technical  standpoint. 
In  addition  thereto  there  are  undoubtedly  many  additional  cases 
of  merit  to  be  disposed  of,  which  when  determined,  will  add  quite 
materially  to  the  amounts  recovered  on  the  claims  above  referred 
to  as  having  already  reached  settlement. 

LIABILITY  OF  RAILROAD  COMPANIES  FOR  OVERCHARGES 

ON  MIXED  CARLOADS  OF  LIVE  STOCK  UNDER 

DECISION  IN  MINNESOTA  RATE  CASES. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1914  several  claims  for  refund  of  over- 
charges were  referred  to  the  Commission  which  had  been  submitted 
by  live  stock  shippers  and  refused  by  the  Great  Northern  and  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway  Companies,  on  the  ground  of  non-liability  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  mixed  carloads  of  live  stock  are  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  statutory  rates.  Complainants  therefore  requested 
a  ruling  of  the  Commission  as  to  the  correct  method  of  assessing 
charges  on  mixed  carloads  of  this  character  with  the  object  of 
establishing  a  basis  upon  which  to  secure  refunds  due  for  over- 
charges,  under  the  United  States  supreme  court  decision  in  the 
Minnesota  rate  cases.

16  THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  matter  having  been  considered  by  the  Commission  its  con- 
clusions were  published  on  February  26,  1914,  as  set  forth  herein : 

BEFORE   THE   RAILROAD   AND   WAREHOUSE   COMMISSION   OF   THE 
STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  several  inquiries  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Northern  Pacific 

and  Great  Northern  Railway  Companies  to  pay  overcharges  on  mixed 

carloads  of  live  stock  during  the  pendency  o*  the  Minnesota  rate  cases. 

The  Great  (Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  Railway   Companies  claim 

that  they  are  not  liable  to  pay  refunds  on  mixed  cars  of  live  stock  shipped 

intrastate  in  Minnesota,  during  the  time  the  rates  provided  for  by  chapter 

232  of  the  General  Laws  of  1907  (General  Statutes  of  1913,  sections  4298  and 

•4299)  were  under  injunction.    The  companies  claim  that  mixed  carloads  of 

live  stock  are  not  provided  for  in  the  statutory  rates.     It  is  true  that  the 

statute  does  not  expressly  mention  mixed  cars  of  live  stock,   ft  reads: 

"Sheep  (iwhen  carried  in  double  deck  cars)  and  cattle,  shall  con- 
stitute class  14.  Sheep  (when  carried  in  single  deck  cars)  and  hogs 
shall  constitute  class  15." 

At  the  time  this  statute  was  enacted,  the  companies  had  the  following 
rules  in  regard  to  the  shipment  of  mixed  cars  of  live  stock,  which  were  then 
a  part  of  their  tariffs. 

Northern  Pacific  tariff  14160,  effective  January  1,  1904,  rule  16,  reads  as 
follows: 

'Mixed  carloads  of  hogs  and  cattle,  hogs  and  sheep,  or  hogs,  cattle 
and  sheep,  will  take  cattle  rates  and  cattle  minimum  weights." 
Great  Northern  tariff  7700,  effective   August    15,    1902,    mixed    carload 
rule,  reads  as  follows. 

"■Mixed  carloads  of  cattle,  hogs  and  sheep  (cars  containing  either 
two  or  three  kinds  of  live  stock)  will  be  charged  for  at  the  highest  rate 
per  hundred  pounds  on  any  kind  of  stock  in  the  car,  subject  to  the 
highest  minimum  weight,  observing  the  cattle  rate  and  minimum  weight, 
as  maximum." 

These  rules  could  not  be  changed  without  an  order  of  the  Commission, 
(chapter  176,  laws  of  1905,  section  4292-.  No  application  for  a  change  has 
ever  been  made  to  the  Commission  and  the  rules  have  remained  in  force 
and  did  apply  to  the  statutory  rates  when  they  went  into  effect  June  1, 
1907,  with  the  same  effect  as  they  applied  to  the  tariffs  of  the  company. 
The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  shippers  are  entitled  to  a  re- 
fund in  cases  of  shipments  of  mixed  carload  lots,  applying  the  rules  above 
quoted.

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RATE  CASES. 

The  Distance  Tariff  and  Joint  Bate  Laws  of  1913  and  Rates  Pre- 
scribed by  the  Commission  to  be  Applied  Under  Their  Provisions — 

The  legislature  of  1013  enacted  chapter  9(),  known  as  the  "Distance 
Tariff  Law,"  and  chapter  344,  known  as  the  "Joint  Kate  Law," 
under  the  impression  that  it  was  passing  laws  which  were  identical 
with  the  Iowa  distance  tariff  law,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact,  chapter 
90,  G.  L.  1913,  necessarily  overturned  all  the  schedules  of  rates 
which  had  been  in  effect  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  for  a  great  num- 
ber of  years,  and  which  were  based  on  the  commercial  necessities  of 
the  various  products  of  the  slate,  in  the  light  of  the  competition  in 
the  same  products  from  interstate  points. 

The  enactment  of  chapter  90  imposed  upon  this  Commission  a 
task  that  in  its  magnitude  exceeded  any  rate  case  which  the  Com: 
mission  has  been  called  upon  to  decide  in  recent  years. 

After  a  comparison  of  schedules  in  effect  in  this  and  surrounding 
states  had  been  made,  the  entire  question  was  further  complicated 
by  the  decision  of  the  United  States  supreme  court  in  favor  of  the 
state  in  the  Minnesota  Rate  Case,  the  litigation  in  which  case  had 
been  carried  on  by  the  Commission  for  a  period  of  five  years.  The 
many  questions  to  be  decided  by  the  Commission  in  the  adjustment 
of  the  rates  and  refunds  made  necessary  by  the  decision,  compelled 
delay  in  taking  up  the  question  of  rates  to  be  applied  under  chapter 
90  and  to  a  large  extent  rendered  the  preparatory  work  already 
done  of  only  doubtful  value.    - 

It  was  not  until  October  28,  1913,  that  the  Commission  was  in 
a  position  to  complete  in  proper  form  a  schedule  of  tentative  mer- 
chandise and  commodity  rates  to  be  applied  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  90,  and  it  was  on  that  date  that  the  Commission  made  the 
tentative  order  in  the  case  which  was  sent  out  accompanied  by  a 
tentative  schedule   of  rates   marked   Exhibit   "A."

— Potatoes,  hay  and  straw,  sugar  beets,  ice, 
and  print  paper. 

Tuesday,  November  18,  1913. — Brick,  lime,  cement  and  plaster,  drain 
tile,  stone  and  crushed  rock,  gravel,  clay,  sand  and  manure.

Ill  addition  to  serving1  this  order  on  all  carriers  operating  in 
the  state,  a  copy  of  it  was  sent  to  all  the  larger  daily  papers  and  a 
legal  notiee  published  of  the  hearing  in  three  successive  issues,  in 
order  to  give  as  wide  publicity  as  possible  to  the  date  of  the  pro- 
posed hearing.  It  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  publish  in  this  report 
the  schedule  of  tentative  rates  heretofore  referred  to  as  Exhibit 
44 A,"  as  the  complete  schedule,  which  is  now  in  effect,  will  be 
found  following  the  final  order  of  the  Commission. 

As  showing  the  wide  interest  in  the  ease,  it  may  be  well  to  men- 
tion that  when  the  ease  eame  on  for  hearing  on  November  13,  1913, 
in  accordance  with  the  notiee  sent  out  October  28,  it  was  necessary 
to  hold  the  hearing  in  the  senate  chamber,  which  was  fairly  well 
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filled.  Representatives  of  the  traffic  and  legal  departments  of  all 
roads  operating  in  the  state  were  present  and  a  large  number  of  rep- 
resentatives of  industries  and  business  associations  in  the  state. 

The  case  was  heard  by  all  members  of  the  Commission  and  the 
state  was  further  represented  by  Attorney  General  Smith.  The 
testimony  was  taken  by  L.  M.  Powers  and  after  same  had  been 
given  by  S.  G.  Lutz,  M.  &  St.  L.  Ry.,  H.  E.  Still,  N.  P.  Ry.,  K.  H. 
Brown,  G.  N.  Ry.,  H.  M.  Pearce,  C.  St.  P.  M.  &  0.  Ry.,  T.  E.  Sands, 
Soo  Line,  0.  W.  Oberg,  Hormel  Packing  Co.,  Austin,  P.  A.  Jacobson, 
Interstate  Packing  Co.,  Winona,  and  H.  W.  Knocke,  Hamm  Brew- 
ing Co.,  on  the  question  of  the  schedule  of  class  rates,  and  rates  on 
grain,  live  stock  and  coal,  the  hearing  was  adjourned  to  the  follow- 
ing day,  November  14,  1913,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  hearing  on  the  question  of  the  rates  on  lumber  and  forest 
products  came  on  as  appointed,  and  testimony  for  the  carriers  was 
given  by  H.  M.  Pearce,  S.  G.  Lutz,  R.  G.  Brown  and  H.  E.  Still,  and 
by  B.  G.  Dahlberg,  representing  Northern  Pine  Manuf acturers ' 
Association  and  the  Calvin  &  Robb  Lumber  Co.,  Biwabik. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned  at  five  o'clock  p.  in.,  to  ten  o'clock 
a.  m.,  November  15,  at  which  time  further  testimony  was  offered  on 
the  lumber  schedule  by  G.  W.  Martin,  of  Martin  Bros.,  Duluth,  E.  A. 
Whyte.  of  Curry  &  Whyte,  Duluth,  H.  W.  Selle,  Minneapolis  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  Chicago,  E.  W.  Backus,  Minnesota  &  Ontario  Power 
Co.,  International  Palls,  G.  M.  Partridge,  of  G.  M.  Partridge  Lifhi- 
ber  Co.,  Minneapolis,  and  L.  L.  Hill,  for  Page  &  Hill  Co.,  Minne- 
apolis. This  completed  the  testimony  on  the  lumber  and  forest 
products  schedule. 

Pursuant  to  the  original  notice,  the  taking  of  testimony  with 
reference  to  the  schedule  of  rates  on  potatoes,  hay  and  straw,  sugar 
beets,  ice  and  print  paper  commenced  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  Monday, 
November  17,  1913,  testimony  for  the  carriers  being  given  by  the 
officials  who  appeared  in  the  previous  day's  proceedings,  but  no 
witnesses  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  shippers.  The  hearing  was 
adjourned  at  five  o'clock  p.  m.  until  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  November 
.18,  1913. 

The  hearings  scheduled  for  November  18th  covered  the  follow- 
ing commodities:  Brick,  lime,  cement,  plaster,  drain  tile,  stone, 
crushed  rock,  gravel,  clay,  sand  and  manure,  and  brought  out  a 
better  attendance  of  shippers  than  aoay  of  the  previous  hearings  had 
produced,  testimony  being  given  by  S.  G.  Lutz,  J.  T.  Conley  and 
II.  E.  Still  for  the  carriers,  and  by  T.  M.  Henry,  Washed  Sand  & 
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Gravel  Co.,  Minneapolis,  H.  S.  Lord,  Zenith  Gravel  Co.,  Carlton, 
B.  P.  Pay,  Fowler  &  Pay,  Mankato,  0.  C.  Bauer,  Hydraulic  Press 
Brick  Co.,  Minneapolis. 

E.  T.  Young,  on  behalf  of  the  St.  Paul  jobbers,  asked  permis- 
sion to  file  a  petition  asking  that  the  same  rates  be  applied  from 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  as  had  always  been  done  heretofore,  and 
permission  was  granted  and  he  was  advised  that  he  would  be  heard 
on  Monday  morning  November  24th  at  ten  o'clock.  Arguments  on 
the  case  were  set  for  hearing  Friday  and  Saturday  November  21st 
and  22nd  and  the  hearing  was  adjourned  at  5  -.30  p.  m. 

The  unfinished  portion  of  the  hearings  scheduled  by  the  Com- 
mission  covering  the  rates  on  sugar,  sugar  beets,  horses,  logs,  emi- 
grants' movables,  packing  house  products  and  brick,  came  on  for 
hearing  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  Thursday,  November  20th,  testimony 
being  offered  on  behalf  of  the  carriers  by  II.  E.  Still,  S.  G.  Lutz,  and 
J.  T.  Conley,  and  for  the  shippers  by  II.  P.  Bend,  Minnesota  Sugar 
Co.,  St.  Paul,  O.  W.  Oberg,  Hormel  &  Co.,  Austin,  G.  A.  Hormel, 
Hormel  &  Co.,  Austin,  and  B.  G.  Dahlberg,  North  Pine  Manufac- 
turers' Association  and  Calvin  &  Robb  Lumber  Co.  On  Friday, 
November  21st  some  portion  of  the  unfinished  schedules  were  made 
the  subject  of  further  testimony  by  representatives  of  the  carriers 
and  at  11 :30  a.  m.  the  taking  of  testimony  was  closed  and  arguments 
were  made  by  E.  C.  Lindley,  G.  N.  By.,  W.  H.  Bremmer,  M.  &  St. 
L.  R.  R.,  Chas.  Donnelly.  N.  P.  Ry.,  J.  B.  Shean,  C.  St.  P.  M.  &  0. 
Ry.,  H.  Johnson,  for  the  Range  roads,  E.  E.  Watson,  for  Northern 
Pine  Manufacturers'  Association,  and  a  statement  was  also  made 
by  T.  E.  Cashman  on  the  subject  of  all  rates. 

A  petition  filed  by  the  Association  of  Commerce  of  St.  Paul, 
asking  the  Commission  to  consider  the  cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis as  one  commercial  center  was  filed  on  November  20,  1913,  and 
November  24th  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  in  the  office  of  the  Commission 
was  designated  as  the  time  and  place  for  hearing  of  arguments  on 
this  subject. 

Pursuant  to  this  arrangement,  arguments  were  made  before  the 
Commission  by  E.  T.  Young,  W.  P.  Trickett,  G.  II.  Sharpe,  W.  H. 
Bremmer,  E.  C.  Lindley,  Chas.  Donnelly  and  A.  II.  Bright. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  the  switching 
charges  in  and  around  the  Twin  Cities  came  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  90,  but  after  some  argument  on  the  subject,  the  question 
was  held  in  abeyance  with  the  understanding  that  the  railway  com- 
panies could  file  their  opinions  as  to  the  construction  of  the  law. 
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This  closed  the  hearings  in  the  case  and  the  Commission  then 
made  an  exhaustive  review  and  analysis  of  the  testimony  and  ex- 
hibits as  compared  with  the  data  prepared  by  the  Commission  itself, 
on  which  the  tentative  scale  of  rates  was  based,  and  on  the  10th  day 
of  December,  1913,  made  its  findings  and  order  as  follows:

In  the  above  entitled  matter,  the  Commission  having  duly  heard  and 
considered  the  evidence  and  arguments,  finds: 

(1)  That  each  of  the  above  entitled  railway  companies  is  a  corporation 
operating  a  railroad  through  various  parts  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and 
carries  freight  and  passengers  for  hire. 

(2)  That  during  the  preceding  year,  each  of  said  railway  companies 
earned  a  gross  annual  earning  of  four  thousand  ($4,000.00)  dollars  or  more, 
per  mile,  and  is,  therefore,  classified  as  a  "Class  A"  railroad  company. 

(3)  That  the  classification  of  freight  to  be  applied  to  intrastate  busi- 
ness, except  as  to  the  commodities  named  in  the  attached  schedule,  shall  be 
Western  Classification  No.  52,  and  amendments  or  subsequent  issues,  and 
such  exceptions  and  changes  as  have  been  made  by  this  Commission,  the 
same  being  published  in  Western  Trunk  Line  Rules  Circulars  1-J  and  7-B, 
amendments  thereto  or  subsequent  issues,  and  by  individual  rules  of  the 
carriers. 

(4)  That  the  merchandise  rates  on  classes  1,  2,  3,  4.  5,  "A,"  "B,"  "C," 
"D,"  and  "E,"  and  the  commodity  rates,  shown  in  schedules  numbered  11 
to  36  inclusive,  as  shown  in  exhibit  "A,"  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part 
of  this  order,  are  reasonable  maximum  distance  rates  for  all  distances  from 
one  to  four  hundred  miles,  inclusive,  on  the  line  of  each  class  "A"  railroad. 

It  is  expected  that  all  joint  rates  voluntarily  published  by  the  railway 
companies,  and  all  rules  for  the  handling  of  joint  traffic,  which  have  been 
published  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  joint  rate  order  made 
by  the  Commission  on  July  31,  1912,  shall  remain  in  effect  until  such  new 
joint  rates  or  rules  have  »been  promulgated,  as  may  be  required  by  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  344  of  the  General  Laws  of  1913. 

The  Commission  urges  upon  each  railway  company  the  importance  of 
giving  these   rates  a   trial   upon   all    intrastate   business,   for   at   least   one 
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year,  and  of  keeping  a  statement  of  differences  in  revenue  under  the  present 
rates  and  those  now  proposed.  If  any  class  "A"  railway  company  can 
show  that  the  schedules  of  rates  are  confiscatory,  it  is  at  liberty  to  make  an 
application  for  an  increase,  and  a  hearing  will  be  granted  by  the  Commis- 
sion. 

It  Is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  each  of --the  above  entitled  railway  com- 
panies be  and  the  same  is  hereby  required  to  publish  and  put  into  effect, 
the  scale  of  reasonable  maximum  class  and  commodity  rates  as  shown  in 
exhibit  "A,"  hereto  attached,  by  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1914,  and  to 
apply  said  rates  to  the  movement  of  intrastate  shipments  o!  freight  in  the 
state  of  Minnesota.

29.  Stull  Timber,  Lagging,  Cribbing  and  Mine  Supports  classified  as  follows:  Forest  products 
cut  in  not  over  20  ft.  lengths,  not  hewn  or  sawed  save  transversely — -suitable  for  timbering  under- 
ground excavations  in  mines — excludes  piling,  ties,  dimension  timbers,  trestle  timbers,  peeled 
posts,  fence  posts,  telephone  or  telegraph  poles,  and  all  other  commodities  specifically  classified 
or  rated.  Actual  weight  to  govern  on  shipments  of  saw  logs.  Any  road  desiring  to  use  estimated 
weights  must  submit  to  the  Commission  any  rule  it  is  proposed  to  use.

Special  commodity  rates  on  Harness  and  Saddlery,  Stoves,  Fresh  Moat  and  Packing  House 
Products,  and  the  car  load  rates  into  distributing  centers,  will  remain  in  effect  pending  further  ac- 
tion by  the  Commission.

All  class  "A"  roads  published  the  rates  prescribed  by  this  order 
and  exhibit,  effective  January  1,  1914.  Since  the  publication  of  the 
rates,  changes  have  been  made  under  the  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  order  to  relieve  some  of  the  industries  adversely  affected  by 
the  publication  of  absolute  distance  rates,  and  in  one  instance  the 
order  of  the  Commission  has  been  appealed  to  the  district  court. 

CLASS  "B"  AND  "C"  ROADS. 

The  rates  prescribed  for  class  "A"  roads  were  used  as  a  basis 
for  determining  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  class  "B"  and  "C" 
roads,  and  for  the  purpose  of  developing  all -possible  information 
that  could  be  utilized  in  determining  the  correct  percentage  relation 
which  the  class  "B"  and  "C"  rates  should  bear  to  class  "A"  rates, 
the  following  order  for  a  hearing  in  the  matter  was  issued  by  the 
Commission  on  December  10,  1913 :

a.  m.,  December  22,  1913,  before  Commissioners  C.  F.  Staples  and

roads  appeared,  also  a  number  of  shippers  of  forest  products,  which 
constitute  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  traffic  moving  over  the  said 
class  roads. 

Testimony  was  taken  by  Miss  J.  C.  Smith,  reporter,  and  the 
following  witnesses  were  present  and  testified :  W.  E.  Brown.  John 
Millen  and  H.  Oldenburg,  for  Duluth  &  Northeastern  Railroad; 
E.  C.  Watson,  attorney,  and  P.  B.  Smith,  superintendent,  for  Minne- 
sota, Dakota  &  Western  Railway,  W.  W.  Manker,  for  Mississippi, 
Hill  City  &  Western  Railway,  A.  L.  Molander,  general  manager, 
Minneapolis.  Red  Lake  &  Manitoba  Railway,  J.  S.  Brown,  general 
freight  agent,  Illinois  Central  Railroad. 

Representatives  of  the  Minneapolis  &  Rainy  River  Railway  Com- 
pany were  unable  to  be  present  and  requested  that  some  later  date 
be  set  for  the  hearing  in  its  case.  An  adjournment  was  taken  at 
four  p.  m.  until  ten  a.  m.  of  December  23rd,  at  which  time  the  Minne- 
apolis &  Rainy  Railway  Company  would  be  heard  on  the  question 
of  rates  over  its  line.

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The  responses  to  the  foregoing  notices  show  the  widespread  in- 
terest which  was  taken  by  both  carriers  and  shippers  in  the  ques- 
tion of  joint  rates,  as  every  carrier  operating  in  the  state  had  at 
least  one,  and  in  some  instances,  three  representatives  present,  and 
there  were  a  large  number  of  shippers  present  or  represented  by 
counsel.  All  members  of  the  Commission  were  present,  the  proceed- 
ings being  reported  by  Mr.  L.  M.  Powers. 

This  hearing  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  securing  all  informa- 
tion obtainable  that  would  be  of  assistance  to  the  Commission  in 
formulating  a  reasonable  joint  rate  order  to  be  made' under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  344,  General  Laws  of  1913,  in  order  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  shipping  public,  but  all  the  testimony  offered 
consisted  of  personal  views  of  the  traffic  officials  of  the  roads  and  of 
the  attorneys  representing  the  shippers,  hence  it  devolved  upon  the 
Commission  to  use  its  own  discretion  in  the  making  of  a  joint  rate 
order,  after  a  careful  study  of  the  data  prepared  by  the  Com- 
mission itself. 

This  was  done  and  proved  the  case  to  be  an  exceedingly  compli- 
cated matter  to  handle  and  it  was  not  until  April  28,  1914,  that  the 
Commission  was  in  a  position  to  make  any  decision  in  the  matter. 

On  that  date  a  tentative  joint  rate  order  was  served  upon  all 
carriers,  with  an  order  to  show  cause  why  the  rules  provided  should 
not  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Commission.  This  order  was  return- 
able on  May  13,  1914,  which  gave  the  carriers  about  fifteen  days 
in  which  to  check  over  the  order  and  prepare  any  data  they  might 
consider  necessary.  Copies  of  the  order  were  also  sent  to  over  one 
hundred  shippers  who  had  asked  to  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list 
for  such  copies. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  order  the  case  came  up  for 
hearing  before  the  Commission  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  May  13th,  all 
members  being  present,  and  between  fifty  and  sixty  shippers  and 
representatives  of  the  carriers  being  present. 

There  was  little  opposition  to  the  rules  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mission, some  slight  changes  in  the  wording  of  sqme  of  the  rules 
being  requested  by  the  carriers. 

The  question  of  the  joint  rates  on  coal  and  lumber  was  ad- 
journed to  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  Thursday,  May  26,  1914.  The  attend- 
ance at  the  adjourned  hearing  was  almost  as  large  as  it  was  on 
the  first  day  and  was  made  up  of  both  shippers  and  carriers,  testi- 
mony being  given  by  fifteen  witnesses,  the  case  being  continued 
to  May  27th  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  Ilormel  &  Company,  of 
Austin,  Minn.,  to  present  some  testimony. 
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The  adjourned  hearing  was  held  before  Commissioners  Mills  and 
Elmquist,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway, 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad,  Chicago  Great  Western  Railroad, 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  Chicago  &  North  Western 
Railway  and  Illinois  Central  Railroad  being  represented,  and  Hor- 
mel  &  Company  being  represented  by  0.  W.  Oberg  and  Attorney 
Catherwood.  Testimony  was  offered  by  0.  W.  Oberg,  after  which 
the  case  was  closed.

Minneapolis,    St.    Paul,    Rochester    &    Dubuque    Electric    Traction 

Company, 
Minneapolis  &  Northern  Railway  Company, 
Mesaba  Railway  Company. 
Upon  the  28th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1914,  the  Commission,  after  a  hearing 
duly  held  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  344  of  the  General  Laws 
of  1913,  made  general   rules   fixing  the   percentage  relation   to  govern   in 
the  making  of  reasonable  maximum  joint  rates  to  he  applied  to  movements 
of  intrastate  shipments  of  carload  and  less  than  carload  lots  and  that  the 
same  were   served   upon   said   railroad   companies   with   an  order  to  show 
cause  why  said  rules  should  not  be  adopted  for  use  within  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota.   Hearings  upon  said  order  were  duly  held  at  the  State  Capitol  on  the 
13th,  26th  and  ?7th  days  of  May,  A.  D.  1914,  at  which  time  all  railroad  com- 
panies and  many  interested  shippers  appeared. 

After  considering  all  of  the  evidence  presented  and  making  a  careful 
investigation  of  the  subject,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
object  of  the  law  is  met  by  the  adoption  of  rules  which  fix  the  percentage 
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relation  for  making  joint  rates  and  by  requiring  the  carriers  to  publish 
joint  rates  or  provide  specific  rules  to  govern  in  making  the  same,  and  that 
the  rules  herein  set  forth  are  reasonable  and  necessary. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  following  rules  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  adopted  for  fixing  percentage  relations  to  govern  in  the  making 
of  joint  rates  between  common  carriers  for  the  transportation  of  intrastate 
shipments  of  freight  in  carload  and  less  than  carload  lots  over  two  or  more 
railroad  lines  ia  the  state  of  Minnesota. 

Rule  I. 

Joint  through  rates  for  less  than  carload  shipments  shall  be  made  on  a 
basis  of  90  per  cent  of  the  sum  of  the  local  rates  plus  the  actual  drayage 
charge  paid  at  all  transfer  points  when  such  charges  are  published  in  the 
regular  tariffs. 

Rule  II. 

Joint  through  rates  for  carload  shipments  shall  be  made  upon  the  basis 
hereinafter  established  and  they  shall  apply  via  the  shortest  available  routes 
where  there  are  track  connections.  Railway  companies  shall  absorb  all 
trans'er  charges. 

(A)  The  class  and  commodity  schedules  herein  mentioned  are  those 
which  were  prescribed  by  the  Commission  in  Exhibit  "A"  attached  to 
the  order  fixing  reasonable  maximum  rates,  dated  December  10th,  1913. 

(B)  Joint  through  rates  for  5th  class,  classes  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  for 
commodity  schedules  13,  14,  15,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  24,  28,  29,  30,  31, 
32,  33,  34,  35  and  36,  shall  be  made  up  on  the  basis  of  85  per  cent  of  the 
sum  of  the  local  rates  and  shall  apply  through  all  junction  points  within 
the  state. 

(€)  Joint  through  rates  for  commodity  schedules  11  and  12  shall  be 
made  up  on  the  basis  of  85  per  cent  of  the  local  rates  and  shall  apply 
through  all  junction  points  except  in  the  two  cases  following: 

(1)  When  the  shipment  moves  through  Minneapolis  or  Minnesota 
Transfer  or  St.  Paul  to  Duluth  or  through  Duluth  to  Minneapolis  or  Minne- 
sota Transfer  or  St.  Paul  the  joint  rate  shall  foe  made  the  local  "in"  plus 
an  arbitrary  of  5  cents  per  100  pounds;   and 

(2)  When  the  shipment  moves  from  Duluth  through  Minneapolis  or 
Minnesota  Transfer  or  St.  Paul,  to  any  point  in  the  state  or  from  Minne- 
apolis or  Minnesota  Transfer  or  St.  Paul  to  Duluth,  to  any  point  in  the 
state,  the  joint  rate  shall  be  an  arbitrary  of  5  cents  per  100  pounds  plus 
the  local  "out"  from  Minneapolis,  Minnesota  Transfer,  St.  Paul  or  Duluth  to 
destination. 

(D)  Joint  through  rates  for  commodity  schedules  22  and  23  shall  be 
made  upon  the  basis  of  the  joint  rates  which  were  in  effect  on  December 
31,  1913,  subject  to  the  provision  that  in  no  case  shall  such  joint  rates  be 
higher  than  the  sum  of  the  local  rates  promulgated  by  the  Commission  on 
December  10,  1913,  via  the  nearest  junction  point. 

(E)  Joint  through  rates  for  commodity  schedules  25,  26  and  27  shall 
be  made  up  on  the  basis  of  the  divisional  arbitraries  which  were  applied 
December  31,  1913,  for  all  shipments  moving  from  producing  points  (Min- 
neapolis is  not  to  be  considered  a  producing  point)  through  Duluth  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  or  Minnesota  Transfer  whether  the  movement  to  said  junction 
point  is  over  one  or  more  lines,  plus  the  local  rate  charged  by  the  deliver- 
ing line  or  lines;  and  joint  through  rates  for  said  commodities  from  producing 
points  to  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  or  Minnesota  transfer  shall  be  made  up  on 
the  -basis  of  the  rates  between  said  points  which  were  applied  December  31, 
1913,  but  carriers  shall  not  be  required  to  publish  a  rate  which  Is  lese 
than  the  single  line  rate  for  the  same  distance;  and  joint  rates  for  ship- 
ments moving  through  junction  points  other  than  above  named  shall  be 
made  on  the  basis  of  85  per  cent  of  the  rate  charged  by  the  originating 
line  from  producing  point  plus  the  local  rate  charged  by  the  connecting  line 
or  lines. 

(F)  Commodity  schedule  16  shall  be  exempt  from  the  application  of 
joint  rates. 
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Rule  III.  (Exceptions). 

(A)  Joint  rates  on  commodity  schedules  11,  12,  17,  18  and  19,  moving 
over  the  lines  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Omaha,  and  Chicago 
&  -Northwestern  Railways  shall  be  made  up  on  the  basis  of  an  arbitrary  of 
one  cent  over  the  continuous  mileage  rate  established  by  the  Commission 
for  class  "A"  railroads  in  its  order  dated  December  10,  1913. 

(B)  Joint  rates  on  all  freight  in  carload  and  less  than  carload  lots 
moving  over  the  Chicago  Great  Western  Railroad  or  the  Minneapolis  & 
St.  Louis  Railroad  shall  be  applied  to  the  rates  now  in  efTect  upon  said  lines 
instead  of  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Commission  for  elass  "A"  railroads  in  its 
order  of  December  10,  1913,  this  rule  to  continue  until  it  shall  have  been 
determined  whether  said  class  "A"  railroad  rates  are  reasonable  for  said 
roads. 

(C)  The  following  class  "B"  and  "C"  roads  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  exempted  from  the  application  of  said  rules  because,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commission,  the  earnings  of  each  of  said  companies  should  not  foe 
further  reduced: 

Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota  Railway  Company, 

Duluth  &  Northeastern  Railroad  Company, 

Minneapolis  &  Rainy  River  Railway  Company, 

Minneapolis,  Red  Lake  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company, 

Minnesota,  Dakota  &  Western  Railway  Company, 

Mississippi,  Hill  City  &  Western  Railway  Company, 

Minneapolis,    St.  Paul,  .  Rochester    &    Dubuque    Electric    Traction 

Company, 
Minneapolis  &  Northern  Railway  Company, 
Mesaba  Railway  Company, 
Electric  Short  Line  Railway  Company. 

Rule  IV. 

Any  railway  company  whose  line  connects  the  point  of  shipment  with 
the  point  of  destination  but  requires  a  longer  haul  than  the  joint  haul  over 
which  a  joint  rate  has  been  established,  may  charge  the  joint  rate  without 
affecting  the  charge  upon  any  other  part  of  its  line  except  the  charge  for 
a  like  kind  of  property  must  not  be  greater  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer 
distance  over  its  railroad,  all  of  the  shorter  haul  being  included  within  the 
longer. 

Rule  V. 

Carriers  shall  not  be  required  to  publish  a  joint  rate  on  carload  or  less 
than  carload  lots  which  is  less  than  the  rate  fixed  by  the  Commission  for 
a  single  line  mileage  of  the  same  distance. 

Rule  VI. 
Carriers   shall  not   be  required   to  publish  a  joint  rate  which   is   less 
than  the  local  rate  to  or  from  the  junction  point  of  either  of  the  lines  In- 
terested in  the  through  haul. 

Rule  VII. 
In  no  case  shall  these  joint  rules  apply  to  traffic  passing  over  two  lines 
one  of  which  moves  the  traffic  on  a  switching  rate. 

Rule  VIII. 
Where  traffic  moves  over  three  lines,  one  of  which  moves  it  on  a  switch- 
ing rate,  the  rule  shall  only   apply  to   the  other  two. 

Rule  IX. 
The  minimum  charge  on  a  single  shipment  under  a  joint  rate  rule  will 
be  90  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  charge  for  100  pounds  at  the  3rd  class 
rate,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  charge  be  less  than  25  cents  for  the  entire 
movement. 

Rule  X. 
The  percentages  and  arbitraries  here  adopted  provide  for  the  making 
of  maximum   joint  rates.      Carriers   may   publish   joint    rates   on   a   lower 
basis. 
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Rule  XI. 
Each  carrier  not  exempted  by  this  order  is  required  to  establish  joint 
rates  in  accordance  with  these  rules  to  apply  through  all  points  of  con- 
nection within  the  state  of  Minnesota,  to  take  effect  Monday  the  10th  day 
of  August,  A.  D.  1914.  This  may  be  done  by  naming  the  rates  or  providing 
specific  rules  to  govern  in  making  them.

This  order  was  to  take  effect  August  10th,  but  its  effective  date 
was  later  extended  until  September  10th,  as  the  work  of  checking 
the  tariffs  could  not  be  accomplished  before  the  latter  date,  at  which 
time  all  the  carriers  operating  in  this  state  published  tariffs  com- 
plying with  the  order  of  the  Commission. 

The  construction  of  the  schedule  of  distance  tariff  rates  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commission  for  class  "A,"  "B"  and  "C"  roads  and 
of  the  rules  for  making  joint  rates,  undoubtedly  constitutes  one  of 
the  heaviest  undertakings  in  the  line  of  rate  making  that  this  Com- 
mission has  been  called  upon  to  carry  out,  for  a  great  many  years. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  cases  pending  in  which  the  reason- 
ableness of  the  Commission's  schedule  of  rates  is  being  questioned 
and  in  at  least  one  instance  the  case  will  no  doubt  go  to  the  highest 
court  of  the  state,  but  when  the  radical  changes  and  reductions 
brought  about  by  the  publication  of  the  present  rates  is  considered, 
this  can  surely  be  cited  as  a  remarkable  outcome. 

EXPRESS  RATES. 

Investigation  of  the  express  rates  in  Minnesota  was  closed  and 
taken  under  advisement  by  the  Commission  on  December  21,  1911, 
but  no  conclusion  could  be  reached  at  that  time  pending  the  decis- 
ion of  the  United  States  supreme  court  in  what  is  known  as  the 
"Minnesota  Rates  Case/'  (See  annual  report,  1911.)  During  this 
period  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  commenced  an  exhaus- 
tive investigation  into  the  reasonableness  of  the  express  rates,  rules 
and  practices,  with  the  result  that  its  order  was  issued  putting  in 
the  interstate  express  rates  on  February  1,  1914.  The  system 
adopted  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  revolutionized 
the  express  rates  of  the  country  and  abolished  the  principle  of 
making  rates  on  a  mileage  basis  and  substituted  therefor  what  is 
known  as  a  "zone"  basis,  this  latter  method  dividing  the  country 
into  five  great  zones  and  into  nine  hundred  and  fifty  blocks,  repre- 
sented by  one  degree  of  latitude  and  one  degree  of  longitude.  Ex- 
cept to  surrounding  blocks  the  same  rate  is  intended  to  apply  from 
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any  point  in  a  given  block  and  the  rate  varies  according  to  the  block 
in  which  the  destination  is  found.  For  local  business  each  block 
is  sub-divided  into  sixteen  lettered  sub-blocks  or  squares,  and  from 
each  of  these  squares  rates  are  stated  to  each  of  the  squares  in  ad- 
joining blocks. 

The  effect  of  this  system  is  that  all  express  companies  are  con- 
sidered as  one  express  company  and  only  one  rate  applies  from  ship- 
ping point  to  destination,  irrespective  of  how  many  express  com- 
panies handle  the  shipment;  further,  by  stating  rates  as  applying 
from  block  to  block  instead  of  point  to  point,  simplicity  results  and 
the  number  of  express  rates  in  existence  is  reduced  approximately 
from  over  600,000,000  to  less  than  345,000.  The  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  changed  the  rules  in  express  classifications,  which 
had  the  effect  of  obliterating  therefrom  everything  that  was  ob- 
jectionable. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  October,  1913,  representatives 
of  the  express  companies  were  present  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the 
consent  of  the  various  states  to  adopt  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission method,  thereby  securing  uniformity  throughout  the  coun- 
try. Before  the  adjournment  of  the  session,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed, consisting  of  one  member  from  each  state,  together  with 
representatives  of  the  express  companies  and  a  representative  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  met  for  the  purpose  of  work- 
ing out  a  plan  or  uniform  method  of  stating  intrastate  rates  for 
each  state.  This  Commission  was  represented  by  Commissioner  C. 
E.  Elmquist  and  Thomas  Yapp,  assistant  secretary,  and  after  con- 
siderable discussion,  it  was  found  that  the  minimum  rate  of  seventy 
cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  on  intrastate  shipments  would  be  too 
high  to  be  applied  in  Minnesota  when  compared  with  the  minimum 
rate  of  forty  cents  which  was  in  effect  at  the  time,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  of  the  committee,  held  in  Chicago,  December  last,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  states  in  zone  No.  3,  which  includes  Minnesota, 
should  follow  out  the  interstate  plan  as  far  as  possible  and  should 
commence  their  rates  on  the  following  basis: 

Fifty-five  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  between  points  in  one 
sub-block. 

Sixty  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  from  one  sub-block  to  the 
next  sub-block. 

Sixty-five  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  from  one  sub-block  to  a 
point  located  in  the  sub-block  second  removed  from  the  originating 
point. 
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Seventy  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  from  one  sub-block  to  a 
point  located  in  the  sub-block  third  removed  from  the  originating 
point,  when  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  scale  would  ap- 
ply. 

Heretofore  many  express  shipments  moved  under  what  is  known 
as  "General  Special"  rates,  which  have  been  abolished  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  so  that  now  there  are  only  two 
rates,  viz:  first  and  second  class,  the  latter  applying  to  food 
products,  the  rate  being  75  per  cent  of  the  first  class  rate.  The 
graduate  scale  has  been  superseded  by  a  new  one  prepared  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  from  which  it  can  readily  be 
seen  that  the  reduction  comes  in  the  small  packages,  which  con- 
stitute most  of  the  express  business,  for  illustration :

On  January  29,  1914,  the  Commission  decided  to  permit  the  ex- 
press companies  to  publish  the  interstate  schedule  of  express  rates 
applying  the  same  to  all  state  business,  to  take  effect  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  1914,  commencing,  however,  as  indicated  above,  on  the 
basis  of  55  cents  per  100  pounds.  The  public  received  notice  of 
this  decision  through  the  press,  and  since  that  day  a  number  of 
shippers  have  requested  a  hearing  upon  the  question  of  express  rates 
and  asked  the  suspension  of  the  new  schedule  until  the  whole  ques- 
tion can  be  determined,  which  was  denied  at  the  time  the  applica- 
tions were  made.  The  schedule  of  rates  prepared  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  has  been  carefully  compared  with  the  rates 
which  were  in  effect  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  the  conclusion  being 
reached  that  the  new  interstate  scale  would  substantially  reduce  the 
rates  on  small  packages  but  would  increase  the  rates  slightly  on 
heavy  packages,  which  also  applied  to  both  the  first  and  second  class 
express,  and  the  companies  were  notified  to  publish  the  scale  of  rates 
to  take  effect  on  the  date  indicated  above,  with  the  understanding 
that  the  minimum  rate  of  70  cents  per  100  pounds  fixed  by  the 
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Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  be  reduced  to  a  basis  of  55  cents 
to  apply  on  intrastate  business. 

In  view  of  the  change  from  a  mileage  to  a  block  plan  it  is  prac- 
tically impossible  to  determine  just  what  effect  thv»  new  scale  of 
rates,  as  modified  by  the  block  and  sub-block  plan,  will  have,  either 
upon  the  movement  of  traffic  or  the  revenue  of  the  express  com- 
panies. Uniformity  in  express  rates,  rules  and  service  is  highly  de- 
sirable, and  the  Commission  intends  to  apply  the  new  schedule  of 
rates,  rules  and  practices  for  a  test  period  of  twelve  months  and 
required  the  express  companies  to  keep  careful  record  of  their 
earnings  during  certain  definite  periods,  and  if  it  is  determined  by 
the  actual  tests  the  n°w  rates  are  unreasonable  as  a  whole  or  as  to 
any  particular  class  of  traffic,  the  Commission  reserves  the  right  to 
modify  the  schedule. 

The  rates  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  may  not  be 
just  such  as  should  apply  in  this  state,  but  the  only  way  in  which 
that  can  be  determined  is  by  actual  trial.  If  they  were  not  adopted 
there  would  be  continual  demand  for  interstate  rates  where  they 
were  lower  than  state  rates  and  a  continuation  of  the  state  rates 
where  they  were  lower  than  the  interstate  rates,  and  from  the  in- 
formation now  in  possession  of  the  Commission,  it  is  of  the  opinion 
that  if  a  state  rate  were  made,  adopting  the  lowest  interstate  rate 
and  the  lowest  present  state  rate,  it  would  not  yield  a  fair  return 
upon  the  value  of  the  property  used  in  Minnesota,  or  for  the  service 
performed. 

The  test  period  will  end  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1915,  after 
which  time  the  Commission  will  be  able  to  determine  the  question 
in  an  intelligent  way. 

The  following  is  the  order  of  the  Commission  adopting  the  ex- 
press classification  No.  22,  M.  R.  C.  No.  5,  to  govern  upon  intrastate 
shipments  of  express:

DEMURRAGE  RULES  AND  TARIFFS. 

The  Attorney  General,  in  an  opinion  rendered  March  3,  1913, 
held  that  chapter  23,  General  Laws  of  1907,  known  as  the  Reciprocal 
Demurrage  Law,  was  constitutional,  insofar  as  it  related  to  intra- 
state business,  and  various  shippers  were  so  advised. 

The  Attorney  General  has  since  admitted  that  the  later  decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court  left  no  doubt  but  that  it  intended  to  hold  the 
demurrage  law  of  1907  wholly  unconstitutional. 

Various  demurrage  tariffs,  affecting  intrastate  business  have 
been  filed  by  the  railway  companies  and  the  Northern  Demurrage 
bureau,  from  time  to  time,  and  they  were  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sion. 
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Under  the  circumstances,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission 
that  these  tariffs  must  govern  until  they  have  been  cancelled  or 
modified  by  consent  of -the  Commission  and  the  carriers  will  be  gov- 
erned accordingly. 

At  this  time,  the  Commission  wishes  to  announce  that  it  will 
formulate  a  set  of  demurrage  rules  conforming,  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible, to  the  Interstate  demurrage  code,  and  all  carriers  and  shippers 
will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  any  new  code  of 
demurrage  rules  is  adopted.

To  Common  Carriers  and  Shippers: 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  it  has 
been  its  uniform  experience  that  during  the  fall  months  of  each  year,  the 
railroad  companies  operating  in  this  state  have  been  unable  to  supply  the 
demand  for  cars,  particularly  for  the  shipment  of  grain,  hay,  potatoes  and 
coal.  Your  attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  from  present  indica- 
tions there  will  be  a  very  large  crop  to  handle  this  fall,  and  co-operation 
between  the  railroad  companies  and  shippers  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
prevent  the  inconvenience  and  loss  incidental  to  car  shortages. 

If  the  shippers  do  not  lend  their  assistance  by  prompt  loading  and  un- 
loading of  cars,  and  the  railroad  companies  by  transporting  the  cars  prompt- 
ly, there  is  bound  to  be  a  shortage,  and  it  is  with  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  co-operation  of  shippers  and  railroad  companies  in  the  moving  of  coming 
crops  that  this  circular  is  issued. 

Every  shipper  or  receiver  of  any  carload  freight  is  urged  to  load  and 
unload  promptly,  and  the  railroad  companies  to  transport  cars  without 
delay.  The  distribution  of  cars  has  been  a  frequent  source  of  controversy 
between  shippers  and  railroad  companies.  It  is  the  duty  of  common  carriers 
to  distribute  cars  equally  between  shippers.  While  the  Commission  has 
no  power  under  the  law  to  compel  a  railway  company  to  furnish  cars  when 
the  supply  is  inadequate  yet  it  can  insist  upon  a  fair  distribution  so  as  to 
prevent  discrimination  between  places  and  persons. 

From  reliable  information  obtained  by  the  Commission,  it  developed 
that  during  the  six  months  from  November  1,  1913,  to  April  30,  1914,  in 
territory  covered  by  the  Northern  Demurrage  Bureau  in  Minnesota  and  the 
Dakotas  (the  Great  Northern  and  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Com- 
panies not  being  members  of  said  bureau)  24144  cars  were  detained  78,761 
days,  or  an  average  of  3*4  days  beyond  the  free  time  limit. 

Further,  a  large  number  of  cars  remained  empty  in  Minneapolis  yards 
after  being  unloaded  at  elevators,  from  two  to  ten  days;  also  that  loaded  cars 
CARDED  TO  certain  elevators  remained  in  the  yards  often  many  days 
waiting  to  be  moved,  and  again  that  a  number  of  foreign  cars  were  kept 
empty  in  the  yards  instead  of  being  sent  home  or  used  in  local  service. 

The  Commission  feels  that  the  railway  companies  could  get  at  least 
twenty-five  per  cent  more  use  of  their  equipment  if  some  method  were 
adopted  to  eliminate  the  delays  as  indicated  above,  and  earnestly  call  the 
attention  of  railway  officials  to  this  condition  of  affairs. 

SUGGESTIONS. 
Shippers  Should: 

1.  Make  request'  for  cars  on  the  station  agent  in  writing,  which  is  the  only 
correct  way  of  obtaining  equipment. 

2.  Load  cars  as  promptly  as  possible  and  to  full  capacity  of  cars  ordered 
and  not  take  advantage  of  the  full  free  time  allowed  for  loading,  and 
give  the  railway  company  notice  when  car  is  ready  for  release. 
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3.  See  that  sufficient  grain  or  other  commodity  is  on  hand  to  load  to 
capacity  when  spotted  for  loading. 

4.  Not  use  cars  for  storage  while  waiting  for  delivery  of  commodity  to 
be  loaded. 

5.  Not  place  order  for  more  cars  than  absolutely  needed. 
Consignees  Should: 

6.  Unload  cars  as  promptly  as  possible  and  not  take  advantage  of  the 
free  time  allowed  for  unloading,  and  should  give  the  railway  company 
immediate  notice  when  cars  are  unloaded. 

7.  Give  disposition  of  all  cars  as  quickly  as  possible  after  arrival  at 
destination. 

Railroad  Companies  Should: 

8.  See  that  a  car  record  book  is  kept  at  each  station  showing  names  of 
parties  ordering  cars,  date  and  hour  ordered,  kind  required  and  dates 
orders  were  filled. 

9.  Place,  without  delay,  at  points  ordered,  all  cars  on  wnich  disposition 
is  furnished  by  consignees. 

10.  See  that  all  loaded  cars  are  moved  promptly  from  point  of  loading  to 
destination. 

11.  Have  necessary  repairs  made  at  once  on  box  cars  requiring  same. 

12.  Make  arrangements,  without  delay,  for  a  supply  of  refrigerator  cars  for 
potato  shipments  in  cold  weather. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  carrying  out  of  these  suggestions  will 
to  a  large  extent  remove  the  causes  for  complaints,  and  again  urgently 
requests  cooperation. 

UNSATISFACTORY  INTERCHANGE  CAR  SERVICE. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Burton,  assistant  traffic  director  of  the  Minneapolis 
Civic  and  Commerce  Association,  appeared  before  the  Commission 
on  March  18,  1914,  with  reference  to  a  complaint  of  the  present  un- 
jatisfactory  service  being  experienced  in  the  interchange  of  cars  in 
Minneapolis  between  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  and  the  Great  North- 
ern Railway.  It  was  shown  that  while  this  controversy  was  going 
serious  delay  in  the  movement  of  traffic  results  therefrom.  An  in- 
formal conference  with  the  Commission  was  forthwith  arranged, 
those  appearing,  in  addition  to  Commissioner  Ira  B.  Mills,  being  as 
follows:  J.  M.  Gruber,  vice  president,  Great  Northern  Railway 
and  P.  L.  Clarity,  superintendent,  J.  A.  Foster,  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  Minneapolis  Eastern,  and  F.  W.  Burton,  for  the  Min- 
neapolis Civic  and  Commerce  Association.  A  clear  statement  of  the 
case  was  presented  by  Mr.  Gruber  for  the  Great  Northern  and  by 
Mr.  Foster  for  the  Minneapolis  Eastern,  after  which  the  question 
was  taken  under  consideration,  with  the  understanding  that  it  would 
be  made  the  subject  of  an  order  by  the  Commission  at  a  later  date. 
Commissioner  Mills  ruled,  however,  that  pending  such  decision, 
regardless  of  the  controversy  that  might  exist  between  the  two 
companies,  the  traffic  should  be  handled  without  any  further  delay, 
and  this  the  Great  Northern  agreed  to  do. 

On  April  3,  1914,  the  Commission  made  its  order  in  the  above 
matter,  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached.

In  the  matter  of  interchange  of  cars  at  Minneapolis  between  the  Minneapolis 

Eastern  and  Great  Northern  Railway  Companies. 

Complaint  being  duly  filed  by  the  Minneapolis  Civic  and  Commerce  As- 
sociation to  the  effect  that  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  Railway  Company  and 
the' Great  Northern  Railway  Company  were  not  making  prompt  interchange 
of  cars  within  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  and  the  same  being  duly  heard  by 
the  Commission,  at  which  time  Mr.  J.  M.  Gruber,  vice  president  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Foster,  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  Railway  Company  were  heard,  the  Commission 
finds  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  is  a  corporation  organ- 
ized as  a  common  carrier  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  and 
among  other  things  operates  extensive  terminals  within  the  city  of  Minne- 
apolis; that  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  Railway  Company  is  a  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  and  operates  as  a  common 
carrier,  and  is  engaged  in  the  service  of  switching  cars  to  and  from  con- 
necting carriers  and  industries  upon  its  own  line,  within  the  city  of  Minne- 
apolis. 

2.  That  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  owns  certain  interchange 
tracks  which  are  located  at  the  mouth  of  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  Railway 
Company's  yard  within  the  city  of  Minneapolis;  that  in  the  year  1913  Mr. 
J.  M.  GrUber,  vice  president  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  and 
Mr.  A.  W.  Trenholm,  a  director,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Foster,  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  Railway  Company,  entered  into  a  .verbal  agree- 
ment wherein  and  whereby  the  Great  Northern  Railway  was  to  pick  up 
loaded  cars  upon  the  tracks  of  the  said  Minneapolis  Eastern  Railway  Com- 
pany and  deliver  the  same  upon  the  interchange  tracks  heretofore  described, 
for  which  service  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  was  to  pay  to  the  Great  Northern 
one-half  of  the  cos*,  or  if  the  same  service  was  performed  by  the  Minne- 
apolis Eastern  the  Great  Northern  would  pay  one-half  of  the  cost;  that  at 
the  time  of  this  agreement  the  sum  to  be  paid  was  estimated  at  twenty-five 
cents  per  loaded  car;  that  th*}  Great  Northern  has  been  and  now  is  per- 
forming said  service  at  that  price;  that  it  is  claimed  by  the  said  railway 
company  that  one-half  of  the  actual  cost  for  such  service  is  thirty-one  cents 
per  loaded  car,  and  that  it  is  now  willing  to  perform  the  same  at  the  charge 
of  thirty  cents  per  loaded  car,  or  in  lieu  thereof  to  pay  to  the  Minneapolis 
Eastern  thirty  cents  per  loaded  car,  if  it  will  perform  the  same  service. 

3.  Said  agreement  appears  to  be  reasonable  in  its  terms  and  not  in 
violation  of  public  policy. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  either  of  said  railway  companies  shall 
take  cars  that  are  loaded  upon  the  tracks  of  the  Minneapolis  Eastern  Rail- 
way Company  and  deliver  the  same  upon  the  interchange  tracks  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway,  and  that  the  company  performing  said  service  shall 
be  paid  the  sum  of  thirty  cents  for  each  loaded  car,  by  the  other  company; 
that  the  companies  should  agree  within  ten  days  as  to  which  will  perform 
such  service  and  notify  the  Commission,  and  that  this  order  shall  remain 
in  effect  until  such  time  as  it  can  be  shown  that  such  charge  of  thirty  cents 
per  loaded  car  does  not  represent  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  service.

MINNESOTA  TRANSFER  €ASE. 

On  July  17,  1911,  the  Minnesota  Transfer  Railway  Company,  by 
its  vice  president,  Mr.  H.  A.  Kennedy,  filed  an  application  with  the 
Commission  asking  for  authority  to  publish : 

First:  A  tariff  providing  a  free  switching  zone  to  include  in  a 
general  way  all  territory  south  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  Company  and  north  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  Railway  Company's  main  line  and  bounded  on  the  east 
by  Aldine  street,  Fairview  and  Prior  avenues,  and  on  the  west  by 
the  city  limits  of  St.  Paul. 

Second:  A  tariff  naming  rates  for  shipments  outside  the  free 
switching  zone  and  for  some  modifications  of  the  then  existing 
switching  tariff  and  the  rules  regulating  same.  , 

By  virtue  of  the  Commission's  order  of  August  21,  1912,  a  free 
switching  district  was  established  to  be  known  as  "Minnesota  Trans- 
fer Railway  Company,  District  No.  1,"  a  description  and  boundary 
of  same  to  be  fund  on  page  48,  annual  report  of  1912. 

Under  the  same  order  an  additional  district  was  established  for 
the  purpose  of  service  and  charges  for  same,  which  was  designated 
as  "Minnesota  Transfer  Railway  Company  District  No.  2."  The 
rates  and  charges  on  said  district  No.  2  were  promulgated,  also  rates 
and  charges  to  govern  for  service  between  district  No.  2  and  district 
No.  1. 

The  foregoing  order  having  been  served  on  tho  parties  interested, 
an  urgent  petition  for  a  hearing  was  filed  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
further  testimony  relating  to  the  effect  of  the  Commission's  order 
of  August  21, 1912,  which  was  granted  by  the  Commission,  said  hear- 
ing to  take  place  on  October  2,  1912,  at  ten  o  'elock  in  the  forenoon. 
It  became  necessary  to  postpone  the  date  for  the  hearing,  which 
was  fixed  for  November  9,  1912,  and  came  on  at  the  appointed  time, 
continuing  for  two  days.  Considerable  testimony  was  received  and 
at  its  conclusion  the  matter  was  taken  under  advisement. 

Pending  the  findings  and  order  of  the  Commission,  an  applica- 
tion was  filed  by  Vice  President  H.  A.  Kennedy,  in  which  he  stated 
that  in  compliance  with  instructions  from  the  directors  of  the  Min- 
nesota Transfer  Railway  Company,  he  desired  to  withdraw  said  ap- 
plication without  prejudice.  The  order  in  the  premises  was  filed  on 
the  30th  day  of  June,  1914,  as  follows:

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minnesota  Tiansfer  Railway  Company 
to  establish  a  free  switching  zone,  and  to  further  establish  certain  rates 
for  switching  covering  points  outside  of  the  free  switching  zone. 
Application  having  been  made  by  the  petitioner  for  the  dismissal  of  the 

petition  filed  June  17,  1911,  and  the  same  having  been  considered  by  the 

Commission; 

It  Is  Ordered,  That  the  petition  and  the  proceedings  held  thereunder 

be  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed.

Application  by  Carriers  for  Permission  to  Increase  Minimum 
Weight  on  Shipments  of  Flour  and  Mill  Staffs— This  is  a  similar 
application  to  that  filed  with  the  Commission  in  August,  1907,  which 
was  at  that  time  denied  on  the  ground  that  such  increase  would 
work  a  hardship  on  the  small  millers  operating  in  the  state. 

The  Commission  gave  notice  to  the  various  carriers  that  they 
would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on  the  question  pur- 
suant to  which  notices  were  sent  out  on  May  29,  1913,  that  a  con- 
ference would  take  place  on  Friday  June  13,  1913,  at  ten  o'clock 
a.  m.,  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota. 

In  the  meantime,  and  in  order  to  determine  existing  sentiment 
among  the  country  millers  of  the  state,  a  circular  letter  with  a  copy 
of  the  application  of  the  carriers,  was  mailed  to  each  of  the  millers 
with  a  request  for  information  as  to  their  present  attitude  on  the 
question. 

The  conference  came  on  at  the  time  appointed.  There  were 
present  three  members  of  the  Commission  and  the  following  named 
representatives  of  teh  railway  companies :  J.  G.  Morrison  and  0.  P. 
Spindler  for  the  Chicago  Great  Western  Railroad  Company,  G.  P. 
Lyman  for  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company,  R. 
G.  Brown  for  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
H.  E.  Still  for  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  E.  B.  Ober 
for  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway  Company 
and  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  and  H.  H. 
Brown  for  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company. 

The  carriers  presented  a  number  of  prepared  statements  bear- 
ing on  the  subject  at  issue  and  verbal  arguments  were  made  by  Mr. 
Ober  and  Mr.  Still,  after  which  the  conference  was  closed  and  the 
matter  taken  under  advisement. 

Pending  the  decision  of  the  Commission  numerous  protests  had 
been  filed  by  country  millers  against  the  proposed  increase.  The  ques- 
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tion  having  been  taken  under  consideration,  was  finally  disposed  of 
by  the  Commission  in  its  order  of  May  11,  1914,  as  follows:

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 

Railway  Company,  and  all  other  railroad  companies  doing  business  in 

the  state  of  Minnesota,  to  increase  the  minimum  weight  on  flour  and 

other  grain  products. 

The  above  named  companies  made  an  application  to  the  Commission  to 
increase  the  minimum  weight  on  flour  and  other  grain  products,  in  carloads, 
from  twenty-four  to  thirty  thousand  pounds. 

After  a  full  examination  of  the  question,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  a  reasonable  minimum  weight  on  flour  and  grain  products  in  carload 
lots  in  this  state  is  twenty-six  thousand  pounds,  and  permission  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  above  named  carriers  to  establish  a  minimum  of  twenty'-six 
thousand  pounds  on  flour  and  grain  products  in  carload  lots. 

This  order  applies  on  state  business,  and  is  not  in  any  way  to  affect 
interstate  shipments,  and  to  take  effect  in  thirty  days  from  its  date.

An  unverified  petition  was  filed  with  the  Commission  on  the  26th  day 
of  May,  A.  D.  1914,  praying  for  the  revocation  of  the  commission  merchants' 
licenses  held  by  nineteen  grain  elevator  companies  which  are  doing  business 
within  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  also  demanding  that  no  licenses  be 
issued  to  any  of  such  companies  after  the  31st  day  of  May,  1914,  upon  which 
date  said  licenses  expire  by  limitation.  The  following  growers  and  shippers 
signed  the  petition:

They  ask  the  Commission  to  grant  this  relief  immediately,  without  the 
formality  of  a  hearing,  but  if  a  hearing  is  necessary,  they  want  it  set  at 
as  early  a  date  as  possible,  and  in  any  event,  before  licenses  are  reissued 
to  any  of  the  above  named  firms. 

The  allegations  in  the  petition  are  substantially  as  follows: 

An  elevator  company  is  a  buyer  of  grain,  and  it  seeks  to  get  it  at  the 
lowest  price.  It  sells  its  own  grain  in  the  open  market  and  tries  to  get  the 
best  price.  Being  both  a  buyer  and  a  seller  of  grain,  upon  its  own  account, 
it  is  not  in  a  position  to  act  as  an  agent  for  a  shipper,  because  it  sells 
grain  consigned  to  it  as  a  commission  merchant,  in  competition  with  grain 
owned  by  itself.  It  is  claimed  that  this  duel  capacity  of  buyer  and  seller 
places  the  elevator  company  in  a  position  where  it  cannot  properly  repre- 
sent the  producer  in  the  market. 

No  instance  of  fraud  or  injustice  of  any  kind  to  any  shipper  is  alleged, 
nor  does  it  appear  that  each  or  any  of  said  commission  merchants  has  failed 
to  exercise  due  diligence  in  selling  consigned  grain  at  the  highest  market 
price  and  making  full  and  prompt  return  of  the  proceeds  to  the  shipper. 
The  petition  is  couched  in  general  terms,  contains  no  specific  allegation  of 
wrcng-doing  or  injustice,  and  represents  only  the  opinion  of  the  signers. 

The  law  which  authorizes  the  licensing  of  commission  merchants  to 
handle  grain  on  consignment  was  passed  in  the  year  1899.  It  does  not 
directly,  or  by  implication,  forbid  elevator  companies  from  engaging  in  the 
business  of  handling  and  selling  grain  on  commission.  In  practice,  the 
Commission  has  given  the  same  consideration  to  elevator  companies  as 
It  has  to  any  other  reputable  person  or  corporation  who  desired  to  engage 
in  that  business.  No  rule  barring  elevator  companies  from  participation 
in  this  business  has  'been  adopted  by  the  Commission,  Therefore,  the  ele- 
vator companies  mentioned  in  the  petition  have  been  and  are  legally  licensed 
to  engage  in  the  business  of  grain  commission  merchants,  and  such  licenses 
can  only  be  cancelled  for  cause,  and  then  only  after  a  hearing  and  investiga- 
tion. 

Manifestly,  there  is  no  time  to  hold  a  hearing  or  to  investigate  a  sub- 
ject of  this  importance  before  the  31st  day  of  May,  1914,  and,  therefore, 
that  part  of  the  petition  which  asks  for  the  immediate  revocation  of  the 
licenses,  is  denied. 
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Since  the  commission  merchants'  law  was  passed,  no  specific  complaint 
has  been  made  by  any  shipper  that  any  of  the  elevator  companies  mentioned 
in  the  petition  had  failed  to  discharge  their  duty,  or  that  more  attention 
had  been  given  to  company  than  to  consigned  grain.  These  elevator  com- 
panies have  been  licensed  as  commission  merchants  from  one  to  fifteen 
years.  The  law  gives  the  Commission  the  rignt  to>  investigate  any  com- 
plaint against  a  commission  merchant,  and  to  cancel  the  license  of  anyone 
guilty  of  violating  the  law,  or  of  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of 
those  making  consignments  for  sale.  It  also  gives  the  Commission  general 
supervision  over  the  grain  interests  of  the  state,  to  investigate  all  com- 
plaints of  fraud  or  injustice  in  the  grain  trade,  and  to  make  proper  rules 
and  regulations  for  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  law 
relating  to  the  subject  of  grain. 

The  Commission  stands  ready  to  investigate  any  complaint  of  fraud 
or  injustice  in  the  grain  trade  or  improper  conduct  of  a  commission  mer- 
chant. While  the  rules  of  practice  before  tne  Commission  are  liberal,  yet 
a  petition  which  seeks  to  deprive  a  citizen  of  the  state  from  the  right  to 
participate  in  legitimate  business,  must  state  facts  which  will  apprise  the 
party  of  the  act  complained  of  and  enable  him  to  prepare  for  a  defense. 
This  petition  makes  no  such  allegation,  and,  therefore,  the  second  part  of 
the  petition  which  asks  that  no  licenses  be  issued  to  any  of  the  companies 
after  the  31st  day  of  May,  1914,  is  also  denied.

VALUATION  OF  RAILROAD  PROPERTIES. 

The  continuation  of  valuation  of  physical  properties  of  the  rail- 
ways operating  in  Minnesota,  from  date  of  initial  appraisal,  viz., 
June  30,  1906-7,  provided  for  by  chapter  147  of  General  Laws  of 
1909,  as  amended  by  chapter  125  of  General  Laws  of  1913,  is  being 
vigorously  prosecuted,  and  all  physical  changes  in  such  properties, 
under  the  Commission's  jurisdiction,  up  to  and  including  June  30, 
1913,  have  been  returned  by  the  carriers  to  this  office. 

These  reports,  after  analyzation  and  verification,  are  systemati- 
cally tabulated  in  permanent  record  form.  Space  will  not  permit  of 
a  detailed  description  of  this  important  branch  of  the  work  of  the 
engineering  department  and  which  constitutes  a  very  large  part 
of  its  activities;  it  will,  therefore,  perhaps  suffice  to  note  that  the 
valuation  is  being  perpetuated  for  forty-two  (42)  railroad  identi- 
ties, viz. :

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BROKEN  RAILS. 

The  study  of  railroad  rail  structure  was  continued.  During  the 
year  ending  October  31, 1914,  there  were  7,208  rails  reported  broken 
in  the  main  tracks  of  railways  operating  in  Minnesota ;  200  or  2.8  per 
cent  of  the  breakages  were  ascribed  to  defective  metal ;  7,008  or  97.2 
per  cent  of  the  breakages  were  attributed  to  service  conditions; 
1,850  of  these  breakages  occurred  in  the  months  of  December,  Janu- 
ary nnd  February,  of  these  55  or  3  per  cent  were  classed  as  being 
defective  metal  and  1,795  or  97  per  cent  were  due  to  service  condi- 
tions. Considering  an  average  of  all  breakages,  it  is  found  that  25.7 
per  cent  of  these  occurred  during  the  era  of  extreme  cold. 

Of  the  entire  year's  breakages,  viz.,  7,208  rails,  only  four  (4) 
or  5-100  of  1  per  cent  caused  derailments  to  trains,  as  shown  by 
table  "A,"  following. 
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Table  "B,"  following,  shows  in  comparative  form,  the  derail- 
ments to  trains  directly  ascribed  to  broken  rails  for  the  years  1911, 
1912,  1913  and  1914,  with  the  resultant  casualties :

It  will  be  observed  from. preceding  tables  "A"  and  "B"  that, 
during  the  past  four  (4)  years,  viz.,  1911,  1912,  1913  and  1914, 
there  were  thirty-eight  (38)  rail  breakages  in  Minnesota  directly 
responsible  for  train  accidents,  resulting  in  two  (2)  deaths  and 
forty-one  (41)  injuries  to  persons. 

Table  "C,"  next  following,  shows  in  comparative  form,  the  rail 
breakages  in  main  tracks  of  the  railways  operating  in  Minnesota 
for  the  years  1911,  1912,  1913  and  1914.  The  statement  indicates 
that  of  the  25,381  rails  broken  during  this  four  (4)  year  period, 
12,221  or  48.1  per  cent  were  broken  during  the  era  of  extreme  cold; 
14.7  per  cent  of  the  failures  for  the  period  in  point  were  attributed 
to  defective  metal  and  85.3  per  cent  to  service  conditions. 

By  the  term  " defective  metal' '  is  meant,  rails  proving  them- 
selves defective  after  having  been  subjected  to  service  and  cover 
such  defects  as  segregation  of  constituents,  unsoundness,  brittleness, 
faulty  rolling,  including  pipe,  old  seam,  flow  of  metal,  crushed  head, 
split  web,  broken  base  and  other  shortcomings,  many  of  which  de- 
fects it  would  be  impossible  to  discover  at  the  mill.

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RAILROAD  COMPANIES  NOW  REQUIRED  TO  REPORT  CONDITION  OF 
AUTHORIZED  INTERLOCKING  APPARATUS. 

Beginning  this  year,  the  Commission  requires  the  carriers  to  file 
monthly  statements  relative  to  the  condition  of  interlocking  appar- 
atus, in  accord  with  the  uniform  system  of  rules  governing  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  operation  of  interlocking  plants,  adopted 
October  10,  1913. 

AUTHORIZED  INTERLOCKING  PLANTS  GIVEN  EXPERT  ATTENTION. 

The  engineering  department,  by  direction  of  the  Commission, 
is  conducting  a  systematic  inspection  of  authorized  interlocking 
plants  and  other  safety  devices  of  like  character. 

The  end  sought  to  be  attained  thereby,  being  to  require  the  car- 
riers at  all  times  to  maintain  these  devices  to  their  highest  efficiency, 
thus  securing  for  all  concerned,  the  maximum  safety  in  so  far  as 
such  measures  are  useful  in  promoting  safer  train  operation.

Gentlemen:  Your  favor  of  December  2  to  Attorney  General  Lyndon  A. 
Smith  is  before  me  for  attention. 

You  submit  copy  of  a  letter  from  A.  L.  Kingman,  of  Duluth,  in  which 
he  desires  an  opinion  as  to  whether,  under  the  law.  a  railway  company  has 
a  legal  right  to  permit  its  right  of  way  to  be  used  for  commercial  pur- 
poses. 

In  answer  to  this  inquiry  you  are  advised  that  in  my  opinion,  no  one 
whose  interests  are  not  affected,  except  the  state,  can  call  in  question 
the  right  of  a  railway  corporation  to  lease  a  part  of  its  right  of  way.  It 
is  my  opinion  further,  that  the  state  would  not  and  should  not  interfere 
with  a  railway  company  leasing  a  part  of  its  right  of  way  for  commercial 
purposes  as  long  as  such  leasing  does  not  tend  to  impair  the  duty  and 
obligation  of  such  carrier  to  the  state  or  public.

Opinion  as  to  lawful  passenger  rates  that  may  be  charged  by  rail- 
roads within  Minnesota  under  the  Bendixen  law. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL,

Hon.  Ira  B.  Mills,  Chairman,  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  Capitol. 
Dear  Sir.  Under  the  Bendixen  Law,  each  railroad  in  this  state  should 
charge  not  to  exceed  twelve  cents  for  six  miles  and  fourteen  cents  for  seven 
miles  for  carriage  of  passengers  over  twelve  years  of  age,  i.  e.,  two  cents 
a  mile  for  all  distances  greater  than  five  miles. 

Every  railroad  in  this  state  earning  $1,200  a  miie  or  more,  must  carry 
passengers  for  two  cents  a  mile,  with  the  exception  of  distance  of  five 
miles  or  less;  and  no  railroad  in  this  state  can,  after  January  1,  1914, 
legally  charge  more  than  three  cents  a  mile  for  such  carriage  of  persons 
over  twelve  years  of  age. 

These  rules  apply  to  the  ordinary  railroad  with  the  exceptions  noted 
in  the  Bendixen  Law  (chapter  538  of  the  General  Laws  of  Minnesota  for 
1913),  and  subject  to  the  universal  rules  that  railroad  rates  must  be  fairly 
compensatory.

As  to  whether  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  scales  not  used  for  commercial  purposes.

Gentlemen:  Your  favor  of  recent  date  to  Attorney  General  Lyndon  A. 
Smith  has  been  handed  to  me  for  attention. 

You  inquire  whether  the  weights  and  measures  department  has  the 
right  to  inspect  scales  used  in  the  potato  warehouses  at  local  stations  in  the 
state  for  the  purpose  of  weighing  potatoes  into  sacks,  the  object  being  to 
give  uniform  weight  in  the  sacks,  which  is  stated  in  your  letter  to  be  the 
basis  of  selling  the  potatoes.  Attached  to  your  inquiry  is  a  letter  from 
W.  H.  Ferrell  &  Company  in  which  they  claim: 

"We  do  not  use  these  scales  either  for  buying  or  selling  potatoes  in 
the  state  of  Minnesota." 

Section  6,  chapter  165,  General  Laws  1911,  provides  among  other  things 
as  follows: 

"The  department  .     .     shall  have  power     ...     to  inspect 

.     .     .     scales  that  are  kept     ...     by  any  person  in  determining 
the  size,  quantity     ...     of  things,  produce     .     .  offered  or  sub- 

mitted by  any  person  for  sale,     .     .     ." 

The  sole  question  presented,  in  my  opinion,  is  whether  or  not  the  scales 
in  question  are  used  or  kept  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  quantity 
of  the  potatoes  offered  for  sale.  In  other  words,  do  the  scales  play  any  part 
in  the  contract  of  sale  between  the  warehousemen  and  the  purchaser?  If 
the  weight  determined  by  the  use  of  the  scales  is  the  basis  of  selling  the 
produce,  then  such  scales  are  subject  to  supervision.  If,  however,  such 
scales  have  no  relation  to  the  sales  made,  then  in  my  opinion  they  are 
not  subject  to  inspection.

Whether  interest  should  be  added  to  allowed  claims  for  damage  to 
freight  in  transit.

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  Cth  inquiring  whether  or 
not  interest  should  'be  paid  on  allowed  claims  for  damage  for  the  destruction 
of  potatoes  in  transit,  I  have  to  say  that  the  decisions  of  this  state  are  to 
the  effect  that  damages  are  recoverable  where  property  is  destroyed  by  the 
wrongful  act  of  another.     If,  however,  the  claimant  accepts  a  settlement 
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which  does  not  include  damages,  he  is  ordinarily  precluded  from  asking 
for  interest  on  the  amount  of  his  original  loss.  In. one  case  in  this  state  in 
which,  colts  were  negligently  killed  by  a  train,  the  supreme  court  said: 

"In  such  cases  interest  is  necessarily  allowed  for  the  indemnity 
of  the  party."

Whether  Section  2017,  Revised  Laws  1905,  is  repealed  by  Chapter 
90,  General  Laws  1913.

Gentlemen:  Your  favor  of  February  16th,  to  Attorney  General  Lyndon 
A.  Smith,  is  before  me  for  attention. 

You  call  our  attention  to  section  2017,  Revised  Laws  1905,  and  ask 
if  this  section  is  repealed  either  in  whole  or  in  part  by  chapter  90,  General 
Laws  1913.  Section  2017,  supra,  refers  to  passenger  as  well  as  freight 
traffic,  while  chapter  90,  supra,  applies  only  to  freight  craffic.  Hence,  chap- 
ter 90  does  not  affect  the  provisions  of  section  2017  in  this  respect  Sec- 
tion 2017  authorizes  the  Commission  "in  special  cases"  to  permit  carriers 
to  charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances.  By  chapter  90,  supra, 
the  special  cases  in  which  the  Commission  have  authority  to  act  seem  to  be 
limited  to  "where  two  or  more  railroads  run  into  a  city  or  village,"  that  is, 
at  competitive  points. 

As  to  competitive  points,  section  1  of  chapter  90,  supra,  reads: 

"Provided,  however,  where  two  or  more  railroads  run  into  a  city 
or  village,  one  having  a  shorter  mileage  than  the  other  from  a  given 
point,  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  may  permit  the  railroad 
or  railroads  having  the  longer  mileage,  to  meet  the  rate  made  by  the 
shortest  line  at  such  city  or  village." 

There  seems  to  be  no  other  cases  in  which  the  Commission  is  given 
any  authority  to  permit  a  carrier  to  charge  less  {or  longer  than  for 
shorter  distances.  The  special  cases  authorized  by  the  provisions  for 
section  2017,  supra,  have  been  expressly  prohibited  by  the  provisions  of 
section  1  of  chapter  90,  except  as  to  competitive  points.  The  prohibition  in 
this  section  is  as  follows: 

"If  any  railway  corporation  shall  charge,  collect  or  receive  for  the 
transportation  of  freight  .  .  .  for  any  distance  within  this  state, 
a  greater  amount  of  freight,  toll  or  compensation  than  is  at  the  same 
time  charged,  collected  or  received  .     .     over  a  greater  distance  of 

the  same  railway  .  .  .  such  railway  corporation  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  unjust  discrimination  which  is  hereby  prohibited  and  declared 
to  be  unlawful." 

You  submit  the  further  inquiry  as  to  whether  in  our  opinion  -the  absorb- 
ing of  switch  charges  by  carriers  at  competitive  points  is  a  violation  of 
chapter  90,  supra,  by  charging  less  compensation  for  the  service  than  the 
regular  rate  between  the  two  points. 
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We  have  stated,  in  answer  to  the  foregoing  inquiry,  that  your  Commis- 
sion has  the  authority  to  permit  carriers  at  competitive  points  to  meet  the 
rate  of  the  short  line  road.  The  question  then  arises  as  to  whether  the 
rate  includes  this  switching  charge.  Where  the  industry  is  situated  upon 
the  competitive  line,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  carrier  to  make  delivery  at  such 
industry.  In  order  for  the  competing  carrier  to  meet  such  rate,  it  is  neces- 
sary for  it  to  make  like  delivery.  Hence,  the  switching  charge  must  be 
paid. 

If  the  corporation  is  required  to  pay  this  switcuing  charge,  then  the 
competing  carrier  is  not  permitted  to  meet  the  rate.  The  term  "rate,"  in 
my  opinion,  includes  as  far  as  this  inquiry  is  concerned,  all  items  of  ex- 
pense which  are  required  by  a  carrier  to  be  paid  for  any  service  in  connec- 
tion with  the  transportation.  Under  competitive  conditions  that  obtain, 
carriers  are  often  required  to  absorb  switching  charges.  The  circumstances 
that  surround  transportation  make  the  switching  charge  in  many  cases  in 
truth,  as  well  as  in  fact,  a  part  of  the  rate,  that  is,  the  competing  com- 
pany must  necessarily  take -care  of  this  switching  charge  in  order  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  business. 

We  have  made  some  search  but  have  been  unable  to  And  any  cases 
directly  in  point.     The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  however,  recog- 
nised the  right  of  competing  companies  to  absorb  switching  charges  at  com- 
petitive points.    On  April  1,  1911,  this  Commission  laid  down  the  following: 
"Owing,  however,  to  the  very  general  practice  of  absorbing  switch- 
ing charges  from  competitive  and  not  from   non-competitive  stations, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  much  benefit  and  little  complaint  results, 
the  Commission  will,  by  general  order,  permit  the  continuance  of  this 
practice,  reserving  for  consideration  and  determination  individual  cases 
which  may  require  special  consideration." 

This  same  question  is  before  this  office  in  another  form  and  is  about 
to  be  litigated.  As  soon  as  the  matter  has  been  passed  by  the  court,  we 
will  furnish  you  a  copy  of  the  decision.  In  the  meantime,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  it  Is  within  the  discretion  of  your  Commission  to  permit  carriers  to 
absorb  switching  charges  at  competitive  stations,  with  possibly  some  ex- 
ceptions, which  may  be  considered  when  they  arise.

Dear  Sir:     Your  favor  of  April  16th  to  Attorney  General  Lyndon  A. 
Smith  is  before  me  for  attention. 

You  inquire  whether  a  railroad  company  is  relieved  of  the  requirements 
of  section  4256,  General  Laws  1913,  by  virtue  of  the  payment  of  the  gross 
earnings  tax. 
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It  is  my  opinion  tnat  it  is  within  the  police  power  of  the  state  to  re- 
quire railroads  to  do  anything  reasonably  necessary  to  make  railroad  cross- 
ings safe  for  public  use.  The  building  of  a  sidewalk  over  the  tracks  of  a 
railroad  company  directly  tends  to  promote  the  safety  of  the  public.  The 
payment  of  the  gross  earnings  tax  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  relieve  them 
of  this  duty.  The  proper  procedure  to  compel  railroads  to  comply  with  this 
statute  is  by  mandamus  and  not  by  special  tax  proceedings.

Free  time  allowance  specified  under  Chapter  23,  General  Laws  1907, 
for  unloading  cars,  does  not  apply  to  reshipments  of  cars.

Gentlemen:  Your  favor  of  April  23d,  addressed  to  Attorney  General 
Lyndon  A.  Smith,  has  been  handed  to  me  for  attention  and  reply. 

You  submit  copy  of  your  letter  under  date  April  15th  to  the  Equity 
Co-operative  Exchange  ip  which  you  state  that  you  are  unable  to  find 
any  rule  by  which  carriers  may  allow  forty-eight  hours  in  cases  of  reship- 
ment  of  grain.  You  quote  from  the  demurrage  rules  of  the  Northern  Demur- 
rage Bureau,  and  it  is  clear  that  these  rules  specifically  cover  reshipments 
and  that  twenty-four  hours  is  the  free  time  allowed.  You  also  call  our 
attention  to  chapter  23,  General  Laws  1907,  and  ask  whether  the  free  time 
specified  therein  refers  to  reshipments.  The  only  provision  found  touching 
this  proposition  is  contained  in  section  7,  which,  insofar  as  this  question 
is  concerned,  provides: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  consignee  of  each  and  every  car  de- 
livered by  any  railway  company  mentioned  in  section  1  of  this  act, 
at  the  usual  place  of  unloading  by  the  consignee  to  fully  unload  such 
car  or  cars." 

This  section  clearly  refers  to  the  unloading  of  cars  and  no  reference 
Is  made  to  the  reshipping  of  cars.  It  seems  that  where  a  consignee  is 
actually  required  to  unload  a  car,  there  is  an  apparent  reason  why  more 
time  should  be  allowed  than  for  reshipping. 

It  is  my  conclusion  that  the  provisions  of  chapter  23,  General  Laws 
of  1907,  refer  to  unloading  and  not  to  reshipping  propositions.

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Opinion  as  to  rights  of  railroad  companies  under  Chapter  536,  Gen- 
eral Laws  1913,  in  determining  the  amount  of  mileage  to  exact  in 
certain  cases.

Gentlemen:  Your  favor  of  April  23d,  to  Attorney  General  Lyndon  A. 
Smith,  is  before  me  for  attention. 

You  inquire  whether  a  railroad  company  has  the  right  to  pull  eight 
miles  of  mileage  from  a  two-thousand-mile  book  for  a  distance  traveled 
of  five  miles. 

A  railroad  company,  under  the  so-called  Bendixen  Law,  chapter  536, 
General  Laws,  1913,  if  it  so  elects,  may  charge  for  distances  not  exceeding 
five  miles,  three  cents  per  mile.  The  company  may,  however,  waive  this 
right  and  may  carry  the  passenger  for  two  cents  per  mile  for  all  distances. 
In  the  sale  of  mileage  books  it  is  my  opinion  that  if  the  company 
desires  to  charge  the  holder  of  the  book  three  cents  for  distances  not  exceed- 
ing five  miles,  it  should  express  this  intention  at  the  time  of  the  sale  of  the 
mileage  book,  or  expressly  reserve  the  right  as  one  of  the  conditions  con- 
tained in  the  mileage  book.  In  the  absence  of  any  agreement  or  condition 
reserving  the  right  to  make  a  greater  charge  for  distances  of  less  than 
five  miles,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  carrier  has  waived  the  right.  If  the 
carrier  reserves  the  right  in  one  two-thousand-mile  contract  to  charge  three 
cents  for  distances  less  than  five  miles,  it  is  required  to  do  so  in  all  cases.

Chapter  161,  General  Laws  1913,  relating  to  "  Uniform  Warehouse 
Receipts,"  covers  the  form  of  receipt  for  all  goods  and  chattels, 
including  grain.

Gentlemen:  You  call  our  attention  to  chapter  161,  General  Laws  1913, 
and  ask  whether  the  same  supersedes  the  provisions  of  section  4437,  General 
Statutes  1013,  wherein  a  form  of  grain  receipt  is  prescribed. 

Some  years  ago,  a  commission  was  appointed  by  the  various  states  for 
the  purpose  of  encouraging  uniform  stato  laws.  This  commission  recom- 
mended the  passage  of  an  act  in  the  form  of  this  chapter  161.  The  purpose 
was  to  make  uniform  the  law  of  warehouse  receipts.  This  form  has  now 
been  adopted  in  thirty  of  the  states.  It  is  commonly  Known  as  the  Uniform 
Warehouse  Receipt  Act.  In  order  to  ascertain  whether  it  covers  the  sub- 
ject of  grain  attention  is  called  to  section  23  of  said  chapter,  which  pro- 
vides: 

"If  authorized  by  agreement  or  by  custom,  a  warehouseman  may 

mingle  fungible  goods  with  other  goods  of  the  same  kind  and  grade. 

In  such  case  the  various  depositors  of  the  mingled  goods  shall  own 
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the  entire  mass  in  common  and  each  depositor  shall  'be  entitled  to  such 
portion  thereof  as  the  amount  deposited  by  him  hears  to  the  whole." 
Section  58  thereof  provides  as  follows: 

"  'Fungible  goods'  mean  goods  of  which  any  unit  is,  from  its  nature 
or  by  mercantile  custom,  treated  as  the  equivalent  of  any  other  unit." 
The  Century  dictionary,  in  denning  the  word  "fungible,"  says: 

"In  the  civil  law  a  thing  of  such  a  nature  that  it  may  he  replaced 

oy  another  of  equal  quantity  and  quality;  a  movable  thing  which  may 

be  estimated  by  weight,  number  or  measure,  as  grain  or  money." 

The  commissioners  on  uniform  state  laws,  in  their  report  of  January 

1,  1910,  in  referring  to  the  section  which  authorizes  the  warehousemen  to 

mingle  fungible  goods,  say. 

"An  exceptional  rule  prevails  in  this  country  by  custom  as  to  grain 
and  similar  merchandise." 

It  seemp  that  the  purpose  of  this  uniform  law  was  to  cover  the  form 
of  warehouse  receipt  for  all  goods  and  chattels,  including  grain.

Non-resident  applicants  for  commission  merchants'  licenses  must 
have  a  place  of  business  within  state  where  books  of  account  shall 
be  kept  and  license  posted.

Gentlemeni  Your  favor  of  June  2d,  addressed  to  Attorney  General 
Lyndon  A.  Smith,  has  been  handed  to  me  for  attention. 

Your  inquire  whether  it  is  proper  for  you  to  grant  a  commission  mer- 
chant's license  to  parties  living  in  Superior  and  doing  business  in  Duluth, 
if  they  have  an  office  in  Duluth,  but  sell  their  consignments  on  Superior 
Board  of  Trade.  You  also  inquire  if  it  would  be  proper  to  Issue  a  license 
to  such  parties  if  they  simply  had  their  cars  consigned  to  Duluth  with  no 
office  or  regular  place  of  business,  but  sold  them  on  the  Superior  Board 
of  Trade. 

In  answer  to  these  two  inquiries  it  is  my  opinion  that  an  applicant 
for  such  a  license  should  hpve  a  place  of  business  within  the  state  where 
books  of  account  shall  be  kept  and  where  the  license,  if  the  same  is 
granted,  shall  be  posted.

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As  to  construction  of  the  provisions  of  Section  3835,  General  Stat- 
utes 1913,  relating  to  periods  of  service  of  trainmen  in  each 
twenty-four  hours.

Gentlemen:  You  submit  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  H.  Peregrine,  of  Duluth, 
in  which  he  asks  for  a  construction  of  section  3835  G.  S.  1913.  The 
question  concretely  stated  is: 

"Can  a  train,  crew  starting  from  Virginia.  Minnesota  and  making 
a  six-hour  run  to  Duluth,  there  being  ordered  off  their  train  or  being 
'tied  up'  as  railroad  men  put  it  at  the  end  of  only  six  hours  rest  be 
compelled  to  again  take  charge  of  their  train  and  run  back  to  Virginia, 
another  six-hour  run,  then,  being  'tied  up'  in  Virginia  for  two  hours,  'be 
again  compelled  to  take  charge  of  a  train  for  a  four-hour  run?" 
The  question  is,  shall  the  statute  be  construed  so  that  a  crew  engaged 
as  above  stated  will  have  at  least  eight  consecutive  hours  rest?    The  statute 
makes  it  unlawful  for  the  carrier  to  permit  any  employe  subject  to  the 
act  to  be  on  duty  "more  than   sixteen  consecutive  hours."   or  after  that 
period  to  perform  any  further  service  "without  having  had  at  least  eight 
hours  rest"  or  to  require  more   than   sixteen   hours   service   "in  any   con- 
secutive twenty-four  hours." 

Under  subdivisions  1  and  2,  the  statute  contemplates  sixteen  con- 
secutive hours,  while  under  subdivision  3  an  intermittent  service  is  con- 
templated. Where  the  employe  is  engaged  for  sixteen  consecutive  hours, 
then  eight  consecutive  hours  rest  is  contemplated,  but  where  the  employe  is 
engaged  in  an  intermittent  service,  a  limitation  is  piaced  upon  the  total 
number  of  hours  of  such  service  in  every  consecutive  twenty-four  hours. 
Subdivision  3  covers  a  sixteen-hour  service  in  the  aggregate  which  shows 
the  obvious  possibility  of  two  or  more  periods  of  service  in  the  same  twenty- 
hours  hours.  If  eight  hours  rest  is  to  follow  every  Intermittent  service,  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  employe  to  work  the  total  number  of  hours 
contemplated  by  this  subdivision.  Under  the  facts  presented  it  would  be 
impossible  for  the  employe  to  work  longer  than  twolve  hours  in  any  one 
day. 

It  is,  therefore,  my  conclusion  that  under  the  facts  stated,  the  provisions 
of  the  statute  in  question  have  not  been  violated.  It  is  not  to  be  understood, 
however,  that  it  is  our  opinion  that  in  all  cases  a  release  from  duty  for  a 
fixed  period  of  time  will  be  sufficient  to  break  the  continuity  of  the  ser- 
vice.

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As  to  authority  of  the  Commission  to  require  a  railroad  company  to 
place  an  overhead  bridge  in  a  safe  and  suitable  condition.

Gentlemen:  Your  favor  of  September  1st  addressed  to  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Lyndon  A.  Smith  has  been  referred  to  me  for  attention. 

You  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  J.  O.  Peterson,  city  at- 
torney, and  one  from  Norman  E.  Peterson,  county  attorney,  both  of  Albert 
Lea,  complaining  that  the  C*  R.  I.  &  P.  Ry.  Co.  is  maintaining  an  overhead 
bridge  over  its  right-of-way  in  the  city  of  Albert  Lea  which,  on  account  of 
its  age  is  in  a  very  unsafe  and  dangerous  condition. 

You  inquire  whether  your  Commission  has  any  authority  to  require 
the  railroad  company  to  place  this  overhead  bridge  in  a  safe  and  suitable 
condition.  Your  attention  is  called  to  sections  4203  and  4204  G.  S.  1913. 
Section  4204  supra,  provides  among  other  things  as  follows: 

"And  if  said  Commission  shall  find  said  cr  or  sing  to  be  dangerous 

it  may  require  the  railroad  company  complained  of  to  *  *.*  adopt  such 

safety  device  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 

protection  of  said  crossing." 

In  the  case  of  State  ex  rel  City  of  Minneapolis  vs.  St.  P.  M.  &  N  Ry.  Co., 
98  Minn.  380,  It  was  held  that  a  bridge  over  the  company's  tracks  when 
necessary  to  make  the  crossing  safe  for  public  use,  was  a  safety  device 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law. 

It  is  therefore  my  opinion  that  your  Commission  has  authority  to  enter- 
tain a  proper  complaint,  and  if  found  necessary,  to  order  the  carrier  to 
place  the  bridge  in  question  in  a  safe  condition.  The  local  municipality  may 
institute  mandamus  proceedings  directly  against  the  railroad  company.  Your 
attention  Is  called  to  the  case  of  State  vs.  Village  of  Delano,  114  Minn.  293.

Whether  the  Commission  has  authority  under  Sections  4263,  4264 
and  4265,  General  Statutes  1913,  to  require  railroad  company  to 
construct  a  certain  fence  on  its  right  of  way.

Gentlemen:  You  state  that  one  Frank  Kiene  of  Kennedy,  Minnesota, 
advises  you  that  he  has  completed  a  fence  around  his  farm,  and  that  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company  has  informed  him  that  they  do  not  intend 
to  put  in  a  fence  on  their  rightof-way  until  next  spring.  You  call  our 
attention  to  certain  sections  of  the  statute  relating  to  the  duty  of  railroad 
companies  to  nuild  fences  along  their  right-of-way.  You  inquire  whether 
your  Commission  Is  authorized  to  order  railroad  companies  to  comply  with 
the  statute  referred  to  above. 
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The  statute  in  question  is  not  a  mere  fence  law,  but  a  police  regulation. 
The  law  is  not  intended  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  adjoining  land  owner, 
but  it  is  a  regulation  designed  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public.  The 
general  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  your  Commission  give  you  the 
right  '^whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  any  common  carrier 
fails  in  any  respect  to  comply  wit**  the  law"  to  take  steps  to  compel  such 
carrier  to  observe  such  law.  The  law  in  question  therefore  being  in  its 
nature  public,  it  is  my  opinion  that  you  have  the  authority  to  enforce  the 
provisions  thereof.

As  to  constitutionality  of  Chapter  78,  General  Laws  1913,  so  far  as 
it  requires  railroad  companies  to  construct  sidewalks  over  their 
crossings  in  municipalities.

Gentlemen:  Your  inquiry  of  the  25th  inst.,  through  Assistant  Secretary 
Thos.  Yapp,  in  reference  to  file  E  514,  and  addressed  to  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral has  been  referred  to  me.  for  bttention. 

Your  inquiry  has  reference  to  the  constitutionality  of  chapter  78,  G.  L. 
1913,  which  requires,  among  other  things,  that  railroad  companies  shall 
construct  sidewalks  over  and. across  crossings  in  municipalities. 

From  letters  attached  to  your  communication  written  by  Mr.  Geo.  W. 
Peterson,  general  attorney  for  the  C.  St.  P.  M.  &  O.  Ry.  Co.,  these  facts 
appear:  Blue  Earth  City  is  a  regularly  incorporated  city  of  Minnesota.  Under 
its  charter  it  has  power  to  construct  sidewalks  and  levy  local  assessments 
on  account  thereof  against  abutting  property.  Certain  proceedings  have 
heretofore  been  had  by  Blue  Earth  City  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks 
against  abutting  property  on  Sixth  street.  Sixth  street  crosses  the  right- 
of-way  and  property  which  extends  from  Rice  street  to  Hood  street,  or  a 
distance  of  one  city  block.  Between  Rice  street  and  Hood  street,  four 
parallel  tracks  of  the  Omaha  company  cross  Sixth  street  and  at  another 
place  between  Rice  street  and  Hood  street  two  side  tracks  cross  Sixth 
street.  The  distance  between  the  two  side  tracks  and  the  nearest  of  the 
parallel  tracks  is  50  feet.  It  is  115  feet  from  the  east  line  of  Rice  street  to 
the  nearest  tracks  of  the  Omaha  company.  It  is  55  feet  from  the  west  line 
of  Hood  street  to  the  nearest  tracks,  altogether  275  lineal  feet  of  sidewalk 
are  proposed  to  be  built  abutting  the  railroad  property  on  Sixth  street 
between  Rice  street  and  Hood  street.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  sidewalk 
is  $233.30. 

Mr.  Peterson  after  making  the  above  statements  in  a  letter  to  the 
Tax  Commissioner  of  the  Omaha  Railway  Company,  held  that  chapter  78, 
G.  L.  1913  was  invalid  insofar  as  it  attempts  to  require  the  construction  of 
the  sidewalk  in  question  and  you  submit  to  the  Attorney  General  the  inquiry 
whether  Mr.  Peterson  is  correct  and  chapter  78  is  in  fact,  valid. 
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By  a  careful  reading  of  Mr.  Peterson's  letter  to  the  Tax  Commissioner 
of  the  railway  company  it  would  appear  that  he  does  not  seem  to  contend 
that  if  the  law  is  constitutional  there  would  be  no  serious  doubt  but  that 
the  railroad  company  would  foe  compelled  to  build  the  sidewalk  mentioned 
by  him  in  his  letter.  But  he,  however,  maintains  thai  the  powers  conferred 
rnder  chapter  78  extends  beyond  the  exercise  of  the  police  powers,  and 
assumes  to  exercise  the  taxing  power  of  the  state,  therefore,  in  conflict 
with  the  constitutional  provision  pertaining  to  the  payment  by  railroads  of 
gross  earnings  tax. 

The  principal  question,  therefore,  is: 

"Is  chapter  78,  G.  L.  1913  a  proper  exercise  of  the  police  power  of 

the  state?" 

If  the  principles  involved  in  that  inquiry  were  new  in  this  state,  it 
might  be  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  conclusion,  but  in  view  of 
what  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  state  has  said,  we  are  thereby  materially 
aided  in  arriving  at  a  satisfactory  conclusion  and  answer  to  your  inquiry. 

We  may  assume  that  one  of  the  principal  reasons  for  the  construction 
of  sidewalks  over  railroads  rights-of-way  where  they  cross  public  streets 
in  municipalities  is  tor  the  purpose  of  protecting  human  life  and  property 
and  the  imposition  of  the  duty  to  construct  such  sidewalks  in  a  proper 
manner,  to  us  seems  to  be  a  valid  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the 
state. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  a  recent  case  in  speaking  o£  this  duty,  says. 

"The  obligation   exists  in   such  cases   independent  of  the   statute, 

and  as  observed,  the  authorities  enforce  it  in  all  cases  where  the  streets 

were  laid  out  and  in  existence  before  the  advent  of  the  railroad  and  it 

extends  to  grade  crossings,  bridges,  and  viaducts,  or  whatever  may  be 

essential  and  necessary  to  make  the  crossing  safe." 
State  vs.  St.  Paul  M.  &  M.  Ry.  98  Minn.  380-388. 

In  this  case  the  court  held  that  the  city  of  Minneapolis  could  compel 
the  railroad  company  to  construct  a  bridge  over  the  right-of-way  of  the 
railroad  company  where  it  crosses  a  public  street,  and  also  held*  that  a 
bridge  was  a  "safety  device"  within  the  meaning  of  that  expression,  and  as 
this  bridge  extended  over  the  entire  right-of-way,  not  alone  the  tracks  but 
other  property  of  the  company,  I  cannot  see  how  a  sidewalk  is  to  be  dis- 
tinguished from  a  bridge.  The  only  difference,  probably,  is  the  one  furnishes 
a  safe  passage  over  the  right-of-way  in  the  shape  of  a  bridge,  while  in  the 
instant  case  furnishes  a  safe  passage  over  the  right-of-way  in  the  shape  of 
a  sidewalk. 

In  view  of  what  was  there  said  by  our  Supreme  Court  and  cases  of 
similar  character  in  the  same  court,  and  with  a  desire  to  observe  the  rule 
of  this  department  that  unless  a  law  is  apparently  so  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  as  to  leave  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  its  legality,  and  as  this 
law  is  not  of  such  a  character,  we  beg  leave  to  advise  you  that  chapter  78 
G.  L.  1913  is  constitutional.

This  matter  having  had  the  careful  attention  of  the  Commis- 
sion, the  order  in  the  premises  was  handed  down  on  the  third 
day  of  February,  A.  D.  1914,  and  is  as  follows: 

(Order.) 

BEFORE    THE    RAILROAD    AND    WAREHOUSE    COMMISSION    OF   THE 
STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application   to  have   the   Commission   approve   of  a 
standard  plan  of  head  frame  having  lateral  and  overhead  clearance  less 
than  that  prescribed  by  chapter  307  of  the  laws  of  1913. 
This  application  was  made  by  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  Railway 
Company,  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  Company  and  the  Great  North- 
ern Railway  Company.     These  ore  carrying  railways  desire  the  privilege 
of  using  head  frames  which  have  lateral  and  overhead  clearance  less  than 
that  prescribed  by  chapter  307  of  the  laws  of  1913. 
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A  hearing  was  held  on  the  20th  of  November,  1913,  and  was  attended 
by  Attorney  General  Lyndon  A.  Smith,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Edgerton,  his  assistant, 
W.  A.  Clifford  of  the  department  of  labor,  and  arany  representatives  of 
the  carriers  and  mining  companies.  All  members  of  the  Commission  were 
present. 

The  carriers  and  mining  company  join  in  requesting  the  Commission  to 
approve  the  head  frames  shown  in  Exhibit  "A"  which  is  made  a  part  of 
this  order.  This  plan  allows  side  clearance  of  twelve  feet  from  center 
of  track  to  the  uprights  or  posts  which  support  the  portion  of  the  head 
frame  and  overhead  clearance  of  twelve  feet  six  inches. 

The  head  frame  is  a  device  used  in  loading  ore  into  cars  at  mine 
shafts,  ore  loading  pockets,  crusher  plants,  concentrating  plants,  drying 
plants,  and  shaft  houses.  The  plan  proposed  in  Exhibit  "A"  is  the  develop- 
ment of  many  years  of  experience  and  is  calculated  to  expedite  the  loading 
of  ore  into  cars  with  the  minimum  of  expense  and  maximum  of  safety.  Head 
frames  are  made  both  of  wood  and  steel,  but  modern  construction  is  of  the 
latter  material,  and  because  of  the  transient  life  of  mines  they  are  fre- 
quently moved  and  put  into  operation  at  new  places.  The  tracks  leading  to 
the  head  frames  are  generally  built  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  carriers 
and  only  ore  cars  are  moved  upon  them.  The  engine  does  not  pass  under 
the  head  frame.  The  ore  car  is  low  torm  of  car  and  the  distance  from  top 
of  the  rail  to  the  platform  of  the  car  where  the  hand  ty-ake  is  situated  is 
six  feet.     The  practice  of  loading  is  substantially  as  follows: 

The  empty  ore  cars  are  pushed  by  the  engine  to  the  run-around  track. 
The  empties  are  then  dropped  one  by  one  down  by  gravity  on  the  loading 
track  to  the  shaft.  The  mine  operator  rides  the  car  and  when  it  reaches 
the  place  for  loading  it  is  stopped  by  use  of  the  hand  brake.  The  distance 
from  the  car  platform  to  the  overhead  clearance  is  six  feet  and  one-half. 
No  train  man  or  mine  operator  ever  rides  on  the  top  of  the  ore  car  while 
on  its  way  to  the  point  of  loading.  When  the  car  is  properly  loaded  it  is 
dropped  down  by  gravity  to  the  hold  track.  The  hsad  frames  are  open  and 
employes  may  move  about  freely  inside  the  supports  but  there  is  no  occa- 
sion for  an  operator  to  be  walking  about  the  side  of  the  car  near  the  up- 
right supports. 

The  loading  spout  and  platform  are  twelve  feet  six  inches  about  the  top 
of  the  rail.  The  man  in  direct  charge  of  loading  the  ore  stands  upon  the 
platform  and  it  is  very  often  necessary  for  him  to  go  to  the  door  in  the 
pocket  in  order  to  pry  loose  ore  that  may  have  lodged  there  and  also  to 
operate  the  pocket  gates.  It  is  obvious  that  the  platform  should  be  on  a 
level  with  the  end  of  the  spout.  If  the  platform  be  raised  to  twenty-one 
feet  It  would  increase  the  danger  to  the  man  who  operates  the  chute.  The 
loading  spout  is  at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees  and  is  immovable.  It  is 
so  adjusted  that  the  ore  properly  fills  and  trims  the  car  and  does  the  least 
damage  to  the  equipment. 

It  clearly  appears  that  if  the  spout  were  raised  to  twenty -one  feet  above 
the  rail  that  the  impact  of  the  ore  would  seriously  damage  the  equipment 
and  that  in  the  process  of  filling  the  car  considerable  amount  of  ore  would 
spill  and  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  properly  trim  the  car  so  as  to  make 
safe  and  uniform  load. 

No  person  on  the  range  has  been  injured  by  the  side  or  head  clearances 
at  head  frames.  The  testimony  convincingly  demonstrates  that  the  proposed 
plan  Is  the  safest  and  most  practicable  one  that  can  be  devised. 

Chapter  307  of  the  laws  of  1913  requires  side  clearances  to  be  not  less 
than  eight  feet  from  the  center  line  of  the  track  and  overhead  clearance 
to  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  feet  measured  from  the  top  of  the  track  rail, 
but  section  3  gives  authority  to  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission 
to  permit  the  erection  of  any  overhead  or  side  obstruction  at  less  distance 
from  the  track  than  provided  for  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission 
a  compliance  with  the  clearance  prescribed  herein  would  be  impracticable. 

It  was  argued  at  the  hearing  that  the  word  "impracticable"  meant  "im- 
possible." Engineers  have  erected  towering  skyscrapers,  tunneled  moun- 
tains, spanned  rivers,  built  railroads  under  the  Harlem  river  into  New  York 
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City,  and  have  connected  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans  by  the  Panama 
canal.  To  them  nothing  seems  impossible.  If  that  construction  were  to 
be  placed  upon  the  word  it  would  leave  no  discretion  to  this  regulating 
body.  No  definition  of  the  word  "impracticable"  can  safely  be  made  and 
the  Commission  prefers  to  give  a  reasonable  construction  to  it  according  to 
the  facts  in  each  particular  case. 

The  construction  of  head  frames  in  strict  compliance  with  the  law  would 
increase  the  expense,  hazard  and  difficulty  of  operation  and  therefore  such 
construction  is  regarded  as  impracticable  within  the  meaning  of  this  statute. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  head  frame  marked  Exhibit  "A"  and 
attached  to  this  petition  be  adopted  as  the  standard  to  be  used  by  the 
mining  companies  and  ore  carrying  railroads  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and 
permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  Railway, 
Company,  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  Company,  and  Great  Northern 
Railway  Company,  to  erect  and  operate  head  frames  that  conform  to  the  said 
plan.

Application  by  Ford  Motor  Company,  of  Minneapolis,  for  ex- 
emption from  the  provisions  of  Chapter  307,  General  Laws  of  1913, 
known  as  the  Clearance  Law — The  Ford  Motor  Company,  Minne- 
apolis, by  its  architects,  Kees  &  Colburn,  filed  a  request  on  the 
eighth  day  of  November,  1913,  for  authority  to  construct  a  side 
track  under  their  building  then  in  process  of  erection  on  lots  1,  2 
and  3,  block  9,  Hoag's  Addition  to  Minneapolis,  and  adjoining  the 
Great  Northern  right-of-way  on  the  east,  Fifth  Street  North  on  the 
south  and  Fifth  avenue  North  on  the  west,  plans  thereof  being 
attached  to  said  petition. 

Request  was  made  for  authority  to  construct  said  side  track 
with  a  clear  head-room  of  19  feet  2  inches,  and  a  horizontal  clear- 
ance of  16  feet  2  inches. 

The  matter  having  been  duly  considered,  the  petitioners  wer'1 
advised  that  the  application  had  been  granted  and  the  work  could 
proceed  pending  the  issuance  of  a  formal  order  at  a  later  date.

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On  investigation  by  the  Commission,  it  was  found  that  the  Ford  build- 
ing described  above,  adjoins  the  right-of-way  of  the  Great  Northern  rail- 
way in  Minneapolis,  and  that  the  property  was  purchased  for  the  Ford 
Motor  Company,  was  planned  and  work  begun  one  year  before  the  passage 
of  the  presnt  law,  and  that  to  raise  the  first  floor  to  give  a  twenty-one-foot 
clearance,  would  place  it  too  high  above  the  street  level  to  be  advantageous 
to  the  business  of  said  company;  that  the  track  in  question  can  never  be 
a  thoroughfare  track,  as  it  is  against  a  street  abutment  wall,  and  which 
must  necessarily  require  careful  operation. 

Since  the  construction  of  the  building  described  above  commenced 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  law,  it  is  exempt  from  its  operation,  and  it  is 
so  ordered.

Application  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  and  of 
the  John  Leslie  Paper  Company,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  for  exemption 
from  the  provisions  of  Chapter  307,  General  Laws  of  1913,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  448,  General  Laws  of  1913,  and  known  as  the 
Clearance  Law — The  Commission  having  been  fully  advised  as  to 
the  situation  and  necessary  facts  in  this  ease,  made  its  findings  and 
order  therein  on  February  3,  1914,  to-wit :

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 

for  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  chapter  307  of  the  laws  of  1913, 

known  as  the  ^Clearance  Law." 

This  is  an  application  by  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  and 
the  John  Leslie  Paper  Company  for  exemption  from  the  lateral  clearance 
fixed  by  chapter  307  of  the  laws  of  1913,  as  applied  to  the  proposed  spur 
which  will  lead  off  from  the  alley  spur  between  Third  and  Fourth  streets 
north,  to  the  new  Industry  that  has  been  built  by  the  paper  company.  The 
proposed  spur  is  three  hundred  and  seventy  feet  long,  and  that  portion 
which  is  alongside  of  the  industry  will  be  one  hundred  fifty  feet  long,  with 
clearance  of  seven  feet. 

The  proposed  clearance  between  the  alley  spur  and  the  Leslie  spur 
is  fourteen  feet  and  the  space  between  the  tracks  is  planked  and  is  used 
for  teaming  purposes.  If  the  Leslie  spur  is  built  in  conformance  with 
the  statute  it  will  narrow  the  distance  between  these  two  tracks  to  thirteen 
feet.    The  building  has  been  constructed  since  the  passage  of  the  law. 

Section  5  of  the  act  provides:  "That  tracks  to  be  used  wholly  for  the 
purpose  of  switching  or  storing  cars  shall  not  be  constructed  in  closer  prox- 
imity to  each  other  than  thirteen  (13)  feet,  measured  from  the  center  line 
of  any  such  track  to  the  center  line  of  any  parallel  track  which  it  adjoins." 

It,  therefore,  appears  from  the  record  that  the  railway  company  can 
construct  the  Leslie  spur  track  in  strict  compliance  with  the  statute  and 
that  it  is  not  impracticable  for  the  company  to  do  so.  The  petition  is, 
therefore,  denied.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 

to  construct  a  spur  track  to  the  plant  of  the  Blue  Limestone  Company 

in  East  Minneapolis  with  less  than   the  statutory  clearance  where  it 

passes  through  the  washing  plant  of  that  company. 

This  application  was  duly  heard  by  the  Commission  on  March  3,  1914, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  The  railway  company  was  represented  by 
Mr.  Newman  Kline,  superintendent  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota. 

It  appears  that  the  plant  of  the  Blue  Limestone  Company  is  located 
near  Broadway  and  "K"  streets,  East  Minneapolis,  and  the  construction  was 
completed  prior  to  the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  1913.  It  is  so  arranged 
that  two  tracks  will  run  through  the  washing  plant  and  these  tracks  will 
have  a  side  and  overhead  clearance  less  than  that  provided  by  chapter  307 
of  the  laws  of  1913.    Nothing  but  gondola  cars  will  be  loaded  at  this  plant. 

Since  the  plant  was  completed  before  the  passage  of  the  law  the  Com- 
mission has  no  option  in  the  premises.  This  clearance  is  exempted  by  the 
express  provisions  of  that  law,  and  the  petitioner  is  thereby  permitted  to 
construct  and  operate  its  tracks  through  the  said  industry.

Application  of  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  permis- 
sion to  construct  a  steel  arch  over  tracks  on  State  University  grounds 
with  a  clearance  of  eighteen  and  one-half  feet  through  the  campus 
of  the  State  University — Pursuant  to  notice,  a  hearing  on  this  mat-" 
ter  was  held  on  the  fourth  day  of  April,  1914,  at  the  office  of  the 
Commission,  with  reference  to  the  question  of  the  clearances  of  the 
tunnel  proposed  to  be  erected  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany at  the  campus  of  the  university. 

Plans  were  submitted  by  the  railway  company,  also  by  the  board 
of  regents,  in  connection  with  the  clearances,  and  the  matter  was 
taken  under  advisement  by  the  Commission,  with  the  understanding 
that  it  would  render  its  judgment  on  the  question  at  an  early  date.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
for  permission  to  construct  a  tunnel,  with  a  clearance  of  eighteen  and 
one-half  feet  through  the  campus  of  the  state  university. 
This  application   was   duly   made  pursuant   to  section   3,  chapter  307, 
Oeneral  Laws  of  1913,  and  was  heard  by  the  Commission  on  April  3,  1914. 
The  petitioner  was  represented  by  G.  T.  Slade, 'first  vice  president;  W.  L. 
Darling,  chief  engineer,   and   Charles   Donnelly,  attorney.     Others  present 
and  supporting  the  petition  were:     B.  F.  Nelson,  F.  B.  Snyder,  M.  M.  Wil- 
liams, Chas.  Sommers,  George  Partridge,  C.  G.  Schulz,  members  of  the  board 
of  regents,  C.  Louis  Weeks,  assistant  attorney  general;   F.  H.  Constant,  A. 
S.  Cutler  and  George  A.  Hayes  of  the  state  university,  and  C.  J.  Rockwood, 
of  the  park  board  of  Minneapolis. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  operates  a  double  track  railway 
in  an  open  cut  extending  through  the  campus  of  the  University  of  Minne- 
sota. This  cut  impedes  travel  between  different  parts  of  the  campus,  and 
the  operation  of  trains  tnrough  said  open  cut  causes  noises  and  vibrations 
which  obstruct  the  work  in  the  class  rooms  in  the  university  buildings 
adjacent  to  the  tracks,  and  the  smoke  and  cinders  sent  forth  by  the  railroad 
engines  and  the  excessive  vibrations  resulting  from  the  operation  of  said 
trains  injure  delicate  scientific  instruments  in  use  in  said  buildings.  These 
tracks  should  be  covered  if  it  can  be  done  without  hindering  the  proper 
operation  of  the  railroads,  and  seriously  interfering  with  the  surface  of 
the  campus.  In  the  year  1909,  the  legislature  passed  a  law  (chapter  302) 
which  requires  the  railway  company  to  cover  its  tracks  through  the  campus 
and  authorizing  the  board  of  regents  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the 
company  for  covering  or  otherwise  altering  the  railway  so  as  to  minimize, 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  injury  and  inconvenience  to  the  university,  arising 
from  the  location  of  the  tracks  and  the  operation  of  the  trains  thereon,  and 
also  to  share  in   the  expenses. 

Extended  negotiations  have  been  held  by  the  regents  and  the  railway 
company,  resulting  in  a  compromise  agreement  made  late  in  March,  1914. 
In  brief,  this  agreement  provides  that  the  company  shall  construct  a  steel 
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and  concrete  arch  over  its  line,  extending  from  a  point  near  the  east  bank 
of  the  Mississippi  river  to  Harvard  street,  at  a  height  of  eighteen  and  one- 
half  feet  from  said  tracks,  measured  from  the  top  of  the  rails,  which  brings 
it  one  foot  higher  than  the  bridge  at  Harvard  street,  and  that  when  the 
work  is  finished,  the  university  may  improve  and  maintain  driveways  there- 
on. If  the  tunnel  should  have  a  clearance  of  twenty-one  feet,  as  fixed  by 
the  statute,  it  would  bring  the  surface  of  the  tunnel  three  and  one-half 
feet  higher  than  the  bridge  at  Harvard  street,  and  eight  and  one-half  feet 
higher  than  the  ground  level  of  the  group  of  the  university  buildings  which 
are  located  about  two  hundred  feet  south  of  the  track.  This  elevation 
would  divide  the  campus,  seriously  interfere  with  the  surface  and  arrange- 
ments of  the  university  grounds,  and  is  opposed  by  all  members  of  the 
board  of  regents.  The  plan  agreed  to  calls  for  an  ascending  grade  of  1\14 
per  cent  from  Harvard  street,  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  cross- 
ing, and  an  overhead  crossing  at  Oak  and  University  streets.  It  must  be 
approved  by  the  city  council  of  Minneapolis,  before  it  can  be  made  effective 
because  at  present  the  railroad  crosses  these  streets  at  grade. 

Two  other  plans  calling  for  a  clearance  of  twenty-one  feet  have  been 
proposed  and  rejected.  Ont  seeks  to  preserve  the  surface  of  the  campus 
by  depressing  the  railroad  tracks,  and  making  an  overhead  crossing  at 
Oak  and  University  streets.  The  company  objects  to  this  plan  because  it 
compels  a  1.3  per  cent  grade,  and  the  assistance  of  an  extra  engine,  and 
because  the  additional  engine  movement  and  heavier  grade  increases  the 
cost  and  hazard  of  operation.  Another  plan  contemplates  depression  of 
the  tracks  under  University  and  Oak  street  crossings,  and  preserving  the 
surface  of  the  campus.  This  is  opposed  by  the  city  engineer,  and  also  by 
the  railway  company,  and  is  abandoned.  So  the  plan  now  before  the  Com- 
mission seems  to  present  the  only  practicable  and  reasonable  scheme  for 
covering  the  campus  tracks,  which  meets  with  the  approval  of  both  parties 
to  the  controversy. 

Operation  over  these  tracks  is  largely  confined  to  switch  movements, 
and  the  trains  are  handled  by  switching  crews  who  are  familiar  with  the 
tracks  and  the  grounds.  The  tunnel  will  <be  one  thousand,  nine  hundred 
feet  long,  and  "telltales"  will  be  placed  near  each  end  for  the  guidance 
of  trainmen.  The  running  board  on  the  tallest  freight  cars  in  service  is 
15.6  feet  above  the  top  of  the  rail.  A  twenty-one-foot  clearance  would  not 
enable  the  ordinary  man  to  stand  erect.  With  an  18.5  foot  clearance,  a 
man  can  safely  sit  on  top  of  the  car,  and  this  is  in  fact  the  practice  among 
tra'nmen.  The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Comapny  has  operated  the  West- 
minster tunnel,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  long,  in  St.  Paul,  since  1889. 
This  has  an  eighteen-foot  clearance,  and  the  testimony  shows  that  no  train- 
man has  been  injured  in  that  tunnel  on  account  of  insufficient  clearance. 
The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  has  recently  depressed 
a  portion  of  its  tracks  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  and  has  built  the  street 
crossings  with  an  eighteen-foot  clearance.  This  was  done  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  legislature,  the  clearance  law  expressly  granting  an  exemption 
in  favor  of  the  construction  which  had  been  commenced. 

The  Commission  is  authorized  to  grant  a  less  overhead  clearance  than 
twenty-one  feet  when  it  is  impracticable  for  the  railway  company  to  com- 
ply with  the  law.  The  Commission  is  frequently  called  upon  to  exercise 
this  authority,  but  it  has  steadfastly  refused  to  do  so  when  a  less  clearance 
would  increase  the  hazard  of  operation  of  trainmen.  This  is  a  safety 
measure,  and  its  purpose  must  be  upheld.  However,  in  this  particular  case, 
the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  impracticable  for  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railway  Company  to  cover  its  tracks  and  maintain  an  overhead 
clearance  of  twenty-one  feet.  This  is  made  so  because  the  board  of  regents 
will  not  permit  the  defacement  of  the  campus  and  the  city  engineer  forbids 
the  depression  of  the  tracks  under  University  and  Oak  streets,  and  the  de- 
pression of  the  tracks  so  as  to  preserve  the  level  of  the  campus  and 
make  an  overhead  crossing  at  Oak  and  University  streets  compels  an  un- 
reasonable grade.  Under  these  conditions,  the  plan  agreed  to  is  reasonable 
and  practicable,  and  the  trains  can  be  operated  through  the  tunnel  under 
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such  safeguards  as  not  to  increase  the  danger  of  trainmen.    This  is  a  sub- 
stantial and  necessary  public  improvement. 

It  Is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
be  permitted  to  construct  a  steel  and  concrete  arch  over  the  main  line  of 
its  double  track  railroad  extending  from  a  point  near  the  east  bank  of  the 
Mississippi  river  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  to  Harvard  street  in  said  city 
of  Minneapolis,  at  a  height  of  eighteen  and  one-half  feet  from  said  traoks, 
measuring  from  the  top  of  the  rail,  and  that  the  railway  company  shall 
maintain  "telltales"  near  the  ends  of  the  tunnel  under  such  safeguards  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Commission.

Application  of  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  Railway  Company 
for  exemption  from  clearance  law  in  the  construction  of  a  tower  at 
old  No.  1  ore  dock,  West  Duluth,  for  handling  limestone — West  Du- 
luth— This  application  was  laid  before  the  Commission  on  April  6. 
1914,  accompanied  by  plans  indicating  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  proposed  work.  The  applicant  was  advised  to  file  a  petition 
setting  forth  the  exact  clearance  proposed  and  showing  what  pro- 
tection will  be  afforded  employes,  also  the  proposed  method  of 
operating  trains  and  other  information  bearing  on  the  subject. 

All  necessary  facts  and  information  having  been  furnished  and 
the  Commission  having  had  the  matter  under  careful  consideration, 
made  its  order  on  the  eighth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1914,  as  follows:

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  for  the  construction  of  a  tower  at  old  No.  1  ore  dock, 
at  West  Duluth,  Minnesota,  having  a  lateral   and  overhead  clearance 
less  than  that  prescribed  by  chapter  307  of  the  laws  of  1913. 
This  application  has  been  duly  considered  by   the   Commission.     The 
railway  company  wishes  to  construct  a  tower  to  be  used  for  loading  lime- 
stone from  boats  onto  cars  upon  the  old  No.  1  ore  dock  at  West  Duluth, 
Minnesota,  with  overhead  and  side  clearance  less  than  that  prescribed  by 
chapter  307  of  the  laws  of  1913. 

The  cars  are  set  for  loading  by  cable,  and  the  operatibn  of  the  cars 
and  the  loading  of  the  limestone  is  very  similar  to  the  facts  found  in  the 
order  approving  of  a  standard  plan  of  head  frame,  dated  February  3,  1914. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  decision  of  the  Commission  in  the  standard 
head  frame  case  is  controlling.  The  constructibn  of  this  tower  according 
to  the  plans  submitted  with  the  petition  will  in  no  wise  increase  the  hazard 
of  operation,  and  a  compliance  with  the  statute  would  be  impracticable. 

It  Is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  permitted,  to  construct  and 
operate  a  tower  for  the  loading  of  limestone,  at  its  old  No.  1  ore  dock  at 
West  Duluth,  Minnesota,  according  to  the  plans  filed  with  the  petition.

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Application  of  Minnesota  &  International  Railway  Company  for 
exemption  from  the  provisions  of  chapter  307,  General  Laws  of  1913 
— Bemidji — On  the  second  day  of  May,  1914,  an  application  was 
filed  by  the  Minnesota  &  International  Railway  Company  for  exemp- 
tion from  the  provisions  of  the  clearance  law  as  affecting  a  spur 
track  at  Bemidji,  Minn.,  known  as  Dock  Track  of  Mill  No.  2  of  the 
Crookston  Lumber  Company. 

The  Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises  and  the 
matter  having  been  given  full  consideration,  made  its  findings  and 
order  on  the  second  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1914,  as  hereinafter  shown :

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minnesota  &  International  Railway 
Company  for  exemption  from  the  overhead  clearance  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 307,  General  Laws  of  Minnesota,  1913,  as  respects  a  spur  track  at 
Bemidji,  Minnesota,  known  as  the  Dock  Track  of  Mill  Number  Two  of 
Crookston  Lumber  Company. 

This  petition  having  been  duly  heard,  the  Commission  finds  that  the 
mill  owned  by  the  Crookston  Lumber  Company  at  Bemidji,  Minnesota,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  the  month  of  February  of  this  year  and  the  company 
intends  to  reconstruct  same.  Logs  are  elevated  from  the  lake  to  the  sawing 
floor  by  a  log  slip  which  is  eighteen  feet,  eight  and  one-quarter  inches  aibove 
the  top  of  the  rails  of  the  spur  track  which  is  used  in  the  handling  of 
cars  loaded  with  logs.  This  track  holds  about  fifteen  cars  of  logs.  The 
height  of  a  load  of  logs  is  about  eleven  feet  above  the  top  of  the  rail, 
and  these  are  backed  in  and  spotted  by  the  engine,  the  switchman  stand- 
ing on  a  platform  and  signalling  when  cars  shall  be  stopped.  No  box  cars 
are  permitted  upon  this  track,  and  no  trainman  ever  rides  upon  the  top  of 
a  load  of  logs  on  this  track. 

To  raise  this  log,  slip  to  the  clearance  provided  by  chapter  307  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Minnesota,  1913,  would  entail  an  extra  cost  of  about 
thirty  thousand  ($30,000)  dollars,  and  it  is  claimed  that  to  elevate  the 
sawing  floor  the  extra  three  feet  would  cause  excessive  vibration  to  the 
building. 

The  method  of  operating  loaded  cars  upon  this  track  will  in  no  way 
increase  the  hazard  to  trainmen,  and  it  is  impracticable  and  unnecessary 
for  the  company  to  build  a  log  slip  having  a  clearance  of  twenty-one  feet. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Minnesota  &  International  Railway 
Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  permitted,  to  operate  its  cars  upon 
the  track  under  the  log  slip  to  Crookston  Lumber  Company's  mill  number 
two.  in  Bemidji,  Minnesota,  with  a  clearance  of  eighteen  (18)  feet,  eight  and 
one-quarter  (8%)  inches.

Petition  of  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  Company  for  permis- 
sion to  construct  a  foot  bridge  over  tracks  at  Eleventh  Avenue  East, 
Duluth,  with  less  clearance  than  provided  by  law — Duluth — This 
petition  was  filed  with  the  Commission  on  April  24th,  1914,  setting 
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forth  that  the  variations  from  the  prescribed  clearances  as  set  forth 
in  the  petition,  will  not  in  any  way  endanger  the  safety  of  train-

Application  of  the  Chicago  Great  Western  Railroad  Company  for 
permission  to  erect,  maintain  and  operate  a  coal  chute  at  Kenyon, 
Minn.,  according  to  certain  plans  submitted  therewith — Kenyon — 

This  application  was  presented  to  the  Commission  on  May  15,  1914, 
in  which  it  was  represented  that  this  particular  coal  chute  was 
economical  in  operation  and  of  the  latest  modern  construction.  It  is 
so  designed  that  it  will  weigh  the  coal  that  is  delivered  to  each 
tender  from  it ;  that  it  is  constructed  over  the  passing  track  with 
a  side  construction  extending  toward  the  main  track  so  as  to  coal 
tenders  standing  on  main  track.  Engines  can  be  coaled  while  stand- 
ing on  either  passing  track  or  the  main  track.  In  order  to  get  the 
chute  low  enough  so  as  to  put  coal  into  tender  without  dropping 
it  with  too  much  force,  it  is  essential  that  the  construction  shown 
by  the  plans  submitted,  be  adopted  and  followed.  The  Commission 
was  therefore  asked  to  permit  applicant  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  the  chute  according  to  plans  submitted. 
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The  hearing  was  then  closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advise- 
ment. The  order  of  the  Commission  followed  on  the*22d  day  of 
May,  A.  D.  1914.

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Chicago  Great  Western  Railroad 
Company  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  permitted  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  coal  chute  at  Kenyon,  Minn.,  according  to  the  plans  filed  with 
said  petition.

Application  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Com- 
pany for  relief  from  the  provisions  of  the  Clearance  Law  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  mill  and  elevator  at  Thirty-fifth  and  Thirty-sixth 
Streets,  Minneapolis,  including  tracks  to  serve  same — Minneapolis — 
This  case  came  before  the  Commission  by  a  formal  petition  and 
upon  the  filing  of  same,  notice  of  hearing  was  given  to  take  place 
on  June  20.  1014,  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the  KState  Capi- 
tol, at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 

The  hearing  came  on  pursuant  to  notice,  Commissioners  Elm- 
quist  and  Jacobson  being  present.  The  petitioner  was  represented 
by  J.  H.  Foster,  general  superintendent,  and  F.  W.  Root,  attorney. 
Upon  presentation  of  evidence  and  argument,  the  hearing  was 
closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advisement.  The  evidence  hav- 
ing been  fully  considered,  the  Commission  published  its  conclusions 
and  order  on  July  1,  1914.

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway 
to  be  relieved  from  the  provisions  of  Chapter  307  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  state  for  1913,  commonly  known  as  the  "Clearance  Act." 
This  is  a  petition  upon  the  part  of  the  railroad  company  to  be  relieved 

from  the  provisions  of  the  "Clearance  Act."     At  the  hearing  on  June  29th 
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petitioners  appeared  by  F.  W.  Root,  its  attorney,  and  J.  H.  Foster,  general 
superintendent.  There  is  now  under  construction  by  J.  Andrews  upon  the 
westerly  side  and  adjacent  to  the  right  of  way  of  the  petitioner  between 
Thirty-fifth  and  Thirty-sixth  Streets  South,  Minneapolis,  a  mill  and  elevator 
which  requires  the  construction  and  operation  of  three  additional  railway 
tracks  in  order  to  properly  serve  said  property.  The  space  between  the 
easterly  line  of  said  mill  and  elevator  and  the  main  line  of  tracks  of  the 
railway  company  is  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  allow  the  clearances 
provided  by  Chapter  307  of  the  General  Laws  of  1913.  It  is  necessary  in 
the  operation  of  this  mill  and  elevator  to  maintain  upon  the  east  side  and 
extending  over  the  two  nearest  tracks,  a  shed  to  cover  the  scales  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  property  and  to  provide  covering  for  cars 
while  loading  and  unloading.  To  construct  said  shed  it  is  necessary  to  have 
upright  posts  between  the  second  and  third  tracks  on  the  east  side  of  the 
elevator.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  railroad  company,  if  permission  can  be 
had  from  the  Commission,  to  provide  for  seven  (7)  and  one-half  (Vfc)  feet 
between  the  supports  or  posts  and  the  center  of  the  track  upon  either  side 
thereof,  and  to  provide  for  seven  (7)  foot  clearance  between  the  easterly 
side  of  said  elevator  and  mill  and  the  center  of  the  first  track  east  thereof 
and  to  provide  but  thirteen  (13)  foot  centers  between  the  main  line  track 
and  the  newly  proposed  tracks  first  westerly  thereof  and  but  thirteen  (13) 
foot  centers  between  other  two  newly  proposed  tracks.  The  newly  proposed 
track  next  westerly  of  the  main  line  consists  of  an  extension  of  tracks 
already  there  existing  and  each  track  is  and  has  been  maintained  with 
but  thirteen  (13)  foot  center  from  said  main  track.  The  several  newly 
proposed  tracks  will  be  used  exclusively  as  industry  tracks  and  no  con- 
tinuous switching  will  be  required  or  done  thereon.  The  mill  and  elevator 
is  located  upon  petitioner's  line  between  Minneapolis  and  Mendota,  upon 
which  no  through  passenger  trains  are  operated  and  but  three  freight  trains 
a  day  are  operated  thereon. 

The  foregoing  are  the  facts  stated  in  the  petition,  and  upon  those 
facts  the  petitioner  requests  an  order  of  the  Commission  permitting  the 
construction  and  operation  of  the  tracks  at  such  a  distance  as  is  described 
in  the  petition  and  shown  by  a  blue  print  attached  thereto. 

The  mill  and  elevator  was  planned  and  its  construction  commenced 
subsequent  to  the  passage  of  Chapter  307.  It  was  stated  by  the  engineer 
of  the  petitioner  at  the  hearing  that  the  mill  and  elevator  could  have  been 
constructed  so  the  clearances  required  by  the  statute  could  have  been  ob- 
served. 

The  question  presented  is:  Can  the  Commission  exempt  the  company 
from  the  operation  of  the  law?  The  petition  seems  to  have  been  drawn 
upon  the  theory  that  there  is  some  discretionary  power  in  the  Commission 
to  modify  the  provisions  of  the  law  or  at  least  to  relieve  the  company 
from  its  operation.  Section  2  of  the  act  makes  it  unlawful  for  the  railroad 
or  any  other  person  to  maintain  on  its  road  or  sidetrack  any  permanent  or 
fixed  structure  or  obstruction  less  than  eight  (8)  feet,  measured  from  the 
center  line  of  the  track.  The  clearance  is  established  by  the  statute;  it  is 
not  left  discretionary  with  the  Commission. 

The  Commission,  however,  by  section  3,  is  authorized  to  permit  ob- 
structions at  less  distance  from  the  track  than  provided,  when  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Commission,  a  compliance  with  the  clearance  prescribed  would 
be  impracticable.  In  this  case,  we  find  the  construction  of  the  building 
upon  property  adjoining  petitioner's  right  of  way  where  there  was  sufficient 
ground  and  the  buildings  could  have  been  erected,  leaving  sufficient  space 
for  a  compliance  with  the  act. 

Under  this  state  of  facts,  the  Commission  cannot  find  that  it  was  im- 
practicable to  comply  with  the  act.  Such  a  rule  would  allow  the  nullifica- 
tion of  the  law  by  the  erection  of  a  building  too  close  to  the  track  to  give 
a  sufficient  clearance  and  then  come  to  the  Commission  to  allow  its  use. 

The  Commission  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  legislature. 
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The  petitioner  also  asks  to  be  relieved  from  the  provisions  of  section 
4  of  Chapter  307,  which  provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  common 
carrier  to  construct  any  track  used  for  the  purpose  of  moving  any  cars 
engaged  in  the  movement  of  traffic  within  the  regulative  power  of  the  state, 
where  the  center  line  of  said  track  is  at  a  distance  of  less  than  fourteen 
(14)  feet  from  the  center  line  of  any  parallel  track  which  it  adjoins. 

The  only  relief  the  Commission  is  authorized  to  give  from  the  provisions 
of  this  statute  is  contained  in  section  3,  and  it  only  authorizes  the  relief 
from  overhead  and  side  clearances,  and  no  authority  is  given  to  relieve  from 
the  provisions  of  section  4. 

The  application  to  be  relieved  from  the  provisions  of  the  statute  is 
hereby  denied.

Application  by  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  for 
relief  from  the  provisions  of  the  Clearance  Law  in  construction  of 
a  side  track  near  Western  Avenue  and  Holden  Street,  Minneapolis, 
to  serve  the  warehouse  of  E.  C.  Best  &  Company— Minneapolis — 
This  application  was  received  on  June  30,  191-1,  and  upon  the  read- 
ing and  filing  of  same  the  Commission  fixed  upon  Friday,  July  3, 
1914,  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  at  its  office  in  the  State  Capitol,  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  for  a  hearing  in  the  matter,  due  notice  of  same  being  given 
to  parties  interested. 

The  hearing  came  on  pursuant  to  said  notice  before  Commis- 
sioners Ira  B.  Mills  and  Charles  E.  Elmquist.  Appearances  for  the 
petitioner  were  R.  G.  Kenly,  chief  engineer  of  the  Minneapolis  & 
St.  Louis  Railroad  Company,  and  E.  C.  Best,  of  E.  C.  Best  &  Com- 
pany, Minneapolis. 

After  all  necessary  facts  had  been  brought  out,  the  hearing  was 
closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advisement.     The  order  of  the 
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Commission  was  published  on  the  7th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1914,  as 
set  forth  herein.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad 
Company  for  a  less  clearance  Into  the  warehouse  of  E.  C.  Best  &  Com- 
pany than  is  fixed  by  Chapter  307  of  the  Laws  of  1913. 
This  application  was  duly  heard  by  the  Commission  on  the  3d  day  of 
July,  1914.  The  facts  were  presented  by  R.  G.  Kenly,  chief  engineer,  and 
E.  C.  Best  of  the  firm  of  E.  C.  Best  &  Company.  Petitioner  desires  to  con- 
struct a  side  track  near  Western  Avenue  and  Holden  Street  in  the  city  of 
Minneapolis  to  serve  a  warehouse  for  E.  C.  Best  &  Company,  which  is  about 
to  be  built  on  lot  9  of  the  block  lying  between  Western  Avenue,  Royalston 
Avenue  and  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company.  This  track 
will  run  into  the  building,  is  150  feet  long,  and  it  is  designed  to  handle  but 
one  car  at  any  time.  The  plan  permits  of  eight  (8)  foot  clearance  on  the 
south  side,  seven  (7)  feet  on  the  north,  and  a  head  clearance  of  nineteen 
(19)  feet.  The  car  will  be  backed  in  by  a  switch  engine  and  the  switchmen 
will  always  stand  on  the  south  or  inner  side  of  the  curve.  There  is  np 
occasion  for  a  switchman  to  ride  on  the  side  or  top  of  the  car  in  perform- 
ing the  switching  service  to  this  industry.  This  track  will  be  built  with  a 
thirty-three  (33)  degree  curve,  and  necessarily  the  operation  over  the  same 
will  be  extremely  slow.  The  industry  track  connecting  with  the  proposed 
spur  passes  under  Holden  Street  bridge  with  a  head  clearance  of  seventeen 
(17)  feet,  and  under  Western  Avenue  bridge  with  a  clearance  of  seventeen 
and  one-tenth  (17.1)  feet.  The  floor  of  the  proposed  building  will  be  on  a 
level  with  the  street,  and  when  so  placed  it  will  leave  a  head  clearance  of 
nineteen  (19)  feet.  The  conditions  make  it  impracticable  to  build  the  floor 
higher  than  the  street  level;  it  would  practically  destroy  the  utility  of  the 
building  on  the  north  side  of  the  track  if  it  should  be  constructed  with  a 
clearance  of  eight  (8)  feet. 

In  view  of  all  of  the  circumstances,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  It  is  impracticable  to  construct  said  building  having  an  overhead 
clearance  of  more  than  nineteen  (19)  feet  or  a  side  clearance  on  the  north 
side  of  the  track  of  more  than  seven  (7)  feet,  and  that  the  construction  of 
the  building  as  proposed  in  the  blue  print  will  in  nowise  increase  the  haz- 
ard of  operation. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad 
Company  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  permitted  to  construct  a  spur  track 
into  the  warehouse  of  E.  C.  Best  &  Company  with  an  overhead  clearance 
of  nineteen  (19)  feet  and  a  side  clearance  on  the  north  side  of  seven  (7) 
feet.

Petition  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota  Railway  Company  for  exemption 
from  the  provisions  of  chapter  307,  General  Laws  of  1913 — Knife 
River — This  petition  was  received  early  in  July,  1914,  by  the  Com- 
mission and  Mr.  D.  P.  Jurgensen,  its  official  engineer,  having  been 
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on  the  ground  and  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  location  and 
the  conditions  concerning  the  whole  situation  and  having  reported 
his  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Commission  with  respect 
thereto,  its  findings  and  order  were  issued  on  the  11th  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1914,  in  which  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  was  granted,  as 
appears  in  the  following  order:

Petition  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  Company  and  the  Duluth  & 
Northern  Minnesota  Railway  Company  for  exemption  under  provisions 
of  section  3,  Chapter  307,  General  Laws  of  Minnesota  of  1913,  known  as 
the  "Uniform  Clearance  Law." 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  Company  and  the  Duluth  &  North- 
ern Minnesota  Railway  Company,  referred  to  in  the  petition  severally  as 
the  Iron  Range  and  the  Northern  Minnesota,  both  common  carriers,  doing 
business  in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com* 
mission,  petitioned  for  an  order  allowing  them  to  construct  an  underground 
crossing  at  Knife  River,  Minn.,  where  the  switch  tracks  of  the  Northern 
Minnesota  Company  lead  to  its  docks  across  the  main  line  of  the  Iron 
Range  Company. 

It  appears  that  this  is  a  dangerous  crossing  and  that  the  signal  en- 
gineer of  this  Commission  has  recommended  that  the  companies  be  required 
to  install  an  interlocking  plant  at  said  crossing.  The  plan  proposed  for 
the  under-grade  crossing  cannot  be  adopted  with  a  twenty-foot  overhead 
clearance,  for  the  reason  that  the  Northern  Minnesota  track  cannot  safely 
be  built  at  any  lower  level  on  account  of  the  level  of  Knife  River,  which  is 
adjacent  to  the  place  of.  crossing,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  the  Iron 
Range  tracks  cannot  be  raised  without  such  great  expense  as  to  make  an 
underground  crossing  impractical.  These  facts  are  found  after  an  investi- 
gation by  the  Commission.  The  plans  proposed  provide  for  the  clearance 
provided  by  law  on  each  side  and  a  clearance  of  17.4  feet  for  the  overhead. 
The  track  is  used  solely  for  a  switching  track  and  no  regular  trains  will 
pass  over  it  It  will  be  used  solely  by  locomotives  going  to  coal  and  for 
hauling  cars  of  pulpwood  to  pulpwood  storage  houses.  Nearly  all  of  the 
pulpwood  is  hauled  upon  flat  cars,  and  these  would  give  sufficient  clearance 
for  a  man  on  top,  and  very  little  pulpwood  is  hauled  in  box  cars  and  those 
would  not  have  as  much  clearance,  but  would  be  hauled  at  slow  speed. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  above  named  petitioners  be  granted 
the  right  to  build  such  undergrade  crossing  as  is  provided  for  in  the  blue- 
print attached  to  the  petition,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  3, 
Chapter  307  of  the  General  Laws  of  1913,  and  that  said  crossing  be  pro- 
tected by  sufficient  tell-tales  to  warn  the  employes  of  its  existence  before 
reaching  same.

159g  THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Application  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  ex- 
emption from  the  provisions  of  the  Clearance  Law  in  construction 
of  engine  facilities  at  Mississippi  Street,  St.  Paul — This  matter  came 
before  the  Commission  in  the  form  of  a  petition  for  authority  to 
construct  a  roundhouse,  turntable,  coal  dock  and  cinder  pit  at  less 
clearances  than  prescribed  by  chapter  307,  General  Laws  of  1913. 
The  several  features  of  the  case  as  presented  by  the  petitioners 
having  been  clearly  set  forth  in-  their  application,  a  formal  hearing 
on  the  question,  was  not  deemed  necessary.  After  due  consideration 
of  all  the  facts  involved  in  the  matter,  the  Commission  on  July 
2d,  A.  D.  1914,  issued  its  findings  and  orders  as  follows: 


(Order) 

BEFORE   THE  RAILROAD   AND  WAREHOUSE   COMMISSION   OF   THE 
STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
for  permission  to  construct  a  roundhouse,  turntable,  coal  dock  and  cin- 
der pit  at  Mississippi  Street,  St.  Paul,  with  less  clearance  than  is  pre- 
scribed by  Chapter  307  of  the  General  Laws  of  1913. 
This   petition   has   been   duly   heard   and   considered.     The   company 
claims  that  it  is  impracticable  to  construct  a  roundhouse,  turntable,  coal 
dock  and  cinder  pit  with  a  side  clearance  of  eight  (8)  feet  and  an  over- 
head clearance  of  twenty-one  (21)  feet. 

The  facts  set  forth  to  support  the  application  for  the  roundhouse  and 
cinder  pit  have  been  considered  and  determined  by  the  Commission  in 
case  No.  A-1128,  and  that  decision  is  controlling  in  the  instant  case.  In 
the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  it  is  impracticable  to  require  the  doors  to 
a  roundhouse  to  bd  sixteen  (16)  feet  wide  by  twenty-one  (21)  feet  high,  but 
it  does  believe  that  there  should  be  a  uniform  standard  to  be  used  by  all 
carriers  within  the  state.  In  the  case  referred  to  the  Commission  approved 
of  a  door  thirteen  (13)  feet  wide  by  seventeen  (17)  feet  six  (6)  inches 
high  to  be  used  by  the  Omaha  road.  An  opening  of  that  size  will  in  no  way 
involve  hazard  in  the  operation  of  an  engine  and  the  Commission  hereby 
fixes  that  as  a  reasonable  size  for  roundhouse  doors. 

The  construction  of  a  cinder  pit  with  a  side  clearance  of  eight  (8) 
feet  would  likewise  be  impracticable.  Cinder  pits  are  built  for  the  purpose 
of  handling  cinders  and  refuse  from  engines  and  loading  them  on  the  cars, 
and  .its  efficiency  would  be  greatly  lessened  if  the  depressed  pit  in  which 
the  car  is  to  be  run  for  loading  was  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  width.  The  con- 
struction of  this  pit  follows  a  plan  that  is  universally  recognized  by  all 
railroads  and  in  its  operation  it  in  no  way  involves  danger  to  trainmen. 

The  Commission  also  finds  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  construct 
a  turntable  with  a  horizontal  clearance  of  eight  (8)  feet  and  an  overhead 
clearance  of  twenty-one  (21)  feet,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  make  the 
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same  awkward,  unwieldy  and  heavy  to  work,  more  expensive  in  design  and 
that  the  plan  proposed  by  the  petition  in  no  way  involves  additional  hazard 
to  trainmen.  The  only  purpose  of  a  turntable  is  to  turn  an  engine,  and  no 
passenger  or  box  cars  are  used  over  the  same. 

The  construction  of  coal  docks  according  to  the  plan  attached  to  the 
petition  is  a  practical  compliance  with  the  law.  The  coal  spout  to  the  coal 
dock  in  an  elevated  position  projects  within  eight  ($)  feet  of  the  track  at 
a  point  nineteen  (19)  feet  and  ten  (10)  inches  above  the  top  of  the  rail,  and 
six  (6)  feet  and  six  (6)  inches  at  a  point  twenty-one  (21)  feet  above  the 
top  of  the  rail.  There  is  no  possible  way  by  which  a  trainman  riding  on 
the  side  or  top  of  a  box  car  can  come  in  contact  with  the  spout  when  in 
an  elevated  position. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  permitted  to  construct  its  roundhouse  at  Mis- 
sissippi Street,  St.  Paul,  with  the  engine  door  thirteen  (13)  feet  wide  by 
seventeen  (17)  feet  six  (6)  inches  high;  a  cinder  pit  in  conformity  with 
the  plans  attached  to  the  petition;  a  turntable  with  a  side  clearance  of 
five  (5)  feet  eleven  (11)  inches  from  the  center  of  the  track  at  the  top  of 
the  rails  and  a  clearance  of  seven  (7)  feet  and  four  and  one-half  (4%) 
inches  from  the  center  of  the  track  at  four  (4)  feet  and  two  (2)  inches 
above  the  top  of  the  rail;  and  a  coal  dock  with  the  clearances  heretofore 
described.

MEMORANDUM. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  is  confined  to  side  and  overhead 
clearances.  This  Board  has  no  authority  to  limit  the  distance  between  the 
tracks  which  have  been  prescribed  by  Chapter  307  of  the  Laws  of  1913. 


Application  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  ex- 
emption from  the  provisions  of  the  Clearance  Law. — Sank  Rapids — 

An  application  was  filed  on  August  18, 1914,  by  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  Company  for  permission  to  be  relieved  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Clearance  Law  in  the  proposed  construction  of  a  track  under 
the  bin  of  a  stone  crusher  at  Sauk  Rapids. 

It  was  set  forth  by  the  Sauk  Rapids  Granite  Company  that  it 
was  impracticable  to  have  the  bin  constructed  so  as  to  strictly  con- 
form with  the  provisions  of  law  as  to  the  clearance. 

The  Commission  having  received  the  facts  and  evidence  in  the 
case,  after  due  consideration  made  its  order  on  the  nineteenth  day 
of  August,  A.  D.  1914,  to-wit :

STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
for  authority  to  construct  a  track  under  a  bin  for  a  stone  crusher  at 
Sauk  Rapids,  Minnesota,  and  to  be  relieved  from  the  provisions  of 
chapter  307  of  the  General  Laws  of  1913. 

The  petition  with  verification  and  blue  prints  was  received  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  August,  1914.  It  appears  that  the  Sauk  Rapids  Granite 
Company  has  a  stone  crushing  plant  at  its  quarries  at  Sauk  Rapids,  and 
desires  to  have  a  track  run  under  the  bin  of  the  crushing  plant  for  the 
purpose  of  loading  open  cars  with  crushed  rock  from  the  bin;  that  it  is 
impracticable  to  have  the  nin  constructed  twenty-one  feet  above  the  top  of 
the  rail,  as  the  operation  of  the  said  crusher  loading  cars  from  the  bin 
would  be  much  more  dangerous  if  the  bin  were  placed  so  as  to  provide  the 
necessary  clearance  required  by  law;  that  there  is  no  occasion  for  running 
engines  or  box  cars  under  the  said  bin,  and  the  track  would  be  constructed 
and  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  loading  cars. 

Having  considered  the  same,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
case  is  controlled  by  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  in  re  Duluth,  Missabe 
&  Northern  Railway  Company's  ore-loading  chutes,  case  A1313,  and  Chicago 
Great  Western  railroad  coal  chutes  at  Kenyon,  Minnesota,  case  A1357;  that 
the  laying  of  the  track  under  the  bin  of  the  rock-crushing  plant,  described 
in  the  blue  print  plan  filed  with  the  Commission  presents  a  substantial 
compliance  with  the  law,  and  that  its  operation  will  in  no  wise  increase 
the  hazard  of  any  of  the  employes  of  said  railway  company. 

It  Is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
be  and  the  same  Is  hereby  permitted  to  construct  and  operate  the  track 
under  the  rock-crushing  plant  with  an  overhead  clearance  of  sixteen  (16) 
feet  from  the  top  of  the  rail.

Application  by  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  for 
permission  to  erect  a  coal  chute  at  Morton,  Minn.,  with  side  clear- 
ances less  than  prescribed  by  the  statute — Morton— The  petition  in 
this  case  was  filed  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  August,  1914,  in  which 
it  was  represented,  among  other  things,  that  it  will  be  impracticable 
to  operate  said  coaling  station  with  greater  side  clearances  than  six 
feet;  that  the  coaling  station  in  question  is  located  at  an  engine  ter- 
minal, where  trainmen  or  switchmen  can  spot  cars  within  the  limits 
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of  the  shed  portion  of  said  coaling  station  with  perfect  safety ;  that 
in  the  erection  of  said  station  it  is  proposed  to  comply  with  chapter 
307  of  the  General  Laws  of  1913  in  all  respects  save  as  to  the 
clearances  to  be  given  the  unloading  track  referred  to.  Petitioner, 
therefore,  asked  that  it  be  given  permission  to  erect  said  coaling 
station,  placing  its  unloading  track  so  as  to  afford  side  clearances 
of  six  feet. 

The  Commission,  having  had  the  matter  under  due  consideration, 
made  its  order  in  the  premises  on  the  second  day  of  September,  1914, 
as  hereinafter  shown :

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad 

Company  for  permission  to  erect  a  coal  chute  at  Morton,  Minnesota, 

with  side  clearances  less  than  those  prescribed  by  chapter  307  of  the 

General  Laws  of  1913. 

On  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  August,  1914,  the  petitioners  presented  to 
the  Commission  a  petition  to  be  relieved  from  the  provisions  of  chapter 
307  of  the  General  Laws  of  1913,  in  the  erection  of  a  coaling  station  at 
Morton,  Renville  county,  Minnesota.  The  plan  submitted  gives  the  over- 
head clearance  of  twenty-one  (21)  feet,  but  the  side  clearance  of  only  six 
(6)  feet  instead  of  eight  (8)  feet  as  required  by  the  statute.  It  may  be  a 
question  whether  this  building  comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  law,  but 
the  Commission  holds  that  it  does,  and  after  hearing  the  evidence  find 
that  to  require  the  eight-  (8)  foot  clearance  would  render  the  operation  of 
the  coaling  station  impracticable  in  this,  that  the  labor  of  the  men  to  shovel 
the  coal  from  the  car  to  the  chute  would  be  so  great  that  it  would  be 
next  to  impossible  to  get  them  to  do  this  work  and  a  great  deal  of  coal 
would  require  a  second  handling  even  if  the  labor  could  be  procured  to 
do  the  shoveling.  The  car  is  operated  by  an  engine  pushing  it  up  and  upon 
the  station,  which  is  located  about  eighteen  (18)  feet  above  the  regular 
tracks  of  the  company,  it  moves  very  slowly  and  it  is  only  necessary  for 
the  employes  of  the  company  to  be  on  top  of  the  car;  they  are  not  required 
at  any  time  to  be  on  its  sides. 

The  Commission  Therefore  Finds,  That  the  company  should  be  relieved 
from  the  operation  of  said  statute  and  be  allowed  to  construct  their  build- 
ing in  accordance  with  the  plan  submitted,  with  twenty-one-  (21)  foot  over- 
head clearance  and  a  six-  (6)  foot  side  clearance;  and  It  is  so  ordered.

Application  of  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Bail- 
way  Company  for  approval  and  authority  to  construct  a  plate  girder 
bridge  over  and  across  the  Northern  Pacific  railway  at  Moose  Lake, 
Minn. — This  application  was  filed  with  the  Commission  on  the 
twelfth  day  of  September,  1914,  with  plans  and  specifications  at- 
tached, setting  forth  that  the  application  is  submitted  for  the  ap- 
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proval  of  the  Commission  and  upon  such  approval  for  authority  to 
construct  a  plate  girder  bridge  in  accordance  therewith  in  place  of 
the  present  Howe  truss  bridge,  and  the  Commission  is  further  peti- 
tioned to  issue  its  order  granting  the  application  or  make  such  order 
as  it  may  find  to  be  equitable  in  the  premises. 

The  matter  was  referred  by  the  Commission  to  its  official  engi- 
neer for  examination  and  report,  who  after  careful  analysis  of  the 
conditions  bearing  upon  the  proposition  rendered  a  favorable  report 
thereon.  The  order  of  the  Commission  was  made  on  October  16, 
A.  D.  1914,  in  which  said  application  was  granted,  to- wit:

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  Railway  Company  fcr  approval  and  authority  to  construct  a 
through  plate  girder  bridge  over  and  across  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
way at  Moose  Lake,  Minnesota,  in  place  of  the  present  Howe  truss 
bridge. 

This  is  an  application  for  exemption  from  the  "Clearance  Act."  The 
railroad  company  desires  to  construct  an  eighty-foot  through  plate  girder 
bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  Northern  Pacific  railway  at  Moose  Lake. 
The  plans  filed  with  the  petition  show  that  said  bridge  will  have  the  statu- 
tory clearance  between  the  girders  above  the  gusset  plate  and  that  said 
gusset  plate  will  have  a  clearance  of  seven  feet  from  the  center  of  the 
track  at  top  of  the  rail  level,  seven  feet,  three  Inches,  one  foot  above  top  of 
rail  level,  seven  feet,  six  inches  two  feet  above  top  of  rail  level,  seven 
feet,  nine  inches,  three  feet  above  top  of  rail  level  and  eight  feet  at  a 
point  four  feet  above  top  of  rail  level.  This  gusset  plate  does  not  permit 
of  an  eight-foot  clearance  as  provided  by  statute.  It  is  shown,  however, 
that  the  gusset  plate  is  necessary  to  stiffen  the  main  girders  and  for  the 
support  of  the  floor  beams  of  the  said  bridge. 

The  practice  on  American  railroads  for  spacing  girders  in  bridges 
of  this  type  vary  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet,  center  to  center,  the  average 
being  about  fourteen  feet,  so  the  proposed  plan  Is  three  feet,  eight  inches 
greater  than  the  standard  average.  If  the  eight-foot  clearance  should  be 
observed  between  the  center  of  the  track  and  the  edge  of  the  gusset  at  the 
top  of  the  rail  level,  It  would  be  .necessary  to  add  at  least  two  feet  in 
width  to  the  bridge.  This  would  increase  the  expense  between  15  and  20 
per  cent. 

The  deck  of  a  bridge  of  this  kind  is  nothing  more  than  a  skeleton, 
there  being  only  the  girders  and  the  track  ties,  which  project  out  five  feet 
from  the  center  of  the  track,  and  hence  it  is  not  designed  for  the  use  of 
pedestrians.  If  a  person  should  happen  to  be  upon  the  bridge  when  a  train 
went  by,  he  could  protect  himself  by  stepping  out  on  the  floor  beams  and 
bottom  chord  bracing  or  by  supporting  himself  on  the  gussets  or  girders. 

There  is  ample  space  for  the  protection  of  a  trainman  who  may  be 
hanging  on  the  side  of  a  car  passing  over  the  bridge.  This  bridge  is  not 
located  at  a  switching  yard  and  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  a  trainman 
to  be  walking  over  the  bridge  when  trains  are  moving  by. 

The  plan  of  this  bridge  is  a  vast  improvement  over  the  average  bridge 
used  by  railroads  in  the  state  and  it  is  clear  that  there  is  nothing  about 
the  plan  whieh  will  endanger  the  lives  or  limbs  of  trainmen  who  are  en- 
gaged in  the  operation  of  trains  over  the  same.  In  view  of  all  the  facts  pre- 
sented, the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  plan  submitted  is  a  sub- 
stantial -compliance  with    the    provisions    of    chapter  307    of    the    Laws 
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of  1913,  and  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  require  a  literal  compliance 
with  the  statute  in  this  particular  case. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  Railway  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  permitted,  to  con- 
struct and  operate  an  eighty-foot  through  plate  girder  bridge  over  the  tracks 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  at  Moose  Lake,  Minnesota,  according  to  the 
plans  and  specifications  filed  with  this  Commission.

It 
appearing  to  the  Commission  from  the  testimony  that  it  was  no  longer 
necessary  to  maintain  said  switching  track;

order  on  the  mayor  or  recorder  at  the  city  of  Northfield,  Minne- 
sota. 

The  matter  came  on  for  hearing  at  the  time  appointed,  the  city 
of  Northfield  appearing  by  its  attorney,  C.  R.  Pye,  Esq.,  and  the 
company  by  R.  T.  Boardman,  its  attorney,  and  Mr.  Albert  Graber, 
chief  engineer.  No  one  having  appeared  in  opposition,  the  hearing 
was  closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advisement. 

The  order  of  the  Commission  followed  on  August  10,  1914,  as 
hereinafter  shown:

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minneapolis,  St  Paul,  Rochester  &

southeasterly  direction  through  the  city  of  Northfield,  Rice  county,  Min- 
nesota, to  the  end  of  said  track  in  the  city  of  Northfield,  being  that  por- 
tion of  the  track  lying  westerly  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway  Company. 
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This  matter  having  been  set  for  hearing  for  the  fifth  day  of  August, 
1914,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the  capitol 
in  St.  Paul,  and  the  parties  having  appeared  at  that  time  and  tiled  due 
proof  of  service,  the  city  of  Northfield  by  C.  R.  Pye,  its  attorney,  and  the 
company  by  H.  E.  Jensen,  assistant  engineer,  and  an  adjournment  having 
been  regularly  made  until  the  tenth  day  of  August,  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  the  company  having  appeared  by  R.  T.  Boardman,  its  attorney,  and 
Mr.  Albert  Qraber,  chief  engineer,  and  no  one  having  appeared  in  opposi- 
tion, after  hearing  the  evidence; 

It  is  Ordered,  That  the  petitioners  be  allowed  to  close  that  portion  of 
the  line  described  in  the  petition  herein  for  traffic  and  to  remove  the  ,rails 
therefrom.

DEPOTS  AND  DEPOT  SERVICE. 

Cannon  Palls  depot  case — On  the  nineteenth  day  of  June,  A.  D. 
1913,  a  complaint  and  petition  from  the  city  authorities  and  numer- 
ous residents  of  the  city  of  Cannon  Falls,  on  the  Chicago  Great 
Western  railroad,  was  received  by  the  Commission,  in  which  it  was 
set  forth  that  the  present  passenger  depot  of  said  company  at  that 
station  is  neither  suitable  nor  adequate  to  accommodate  the  travel- 
ing public  who  are  the  patrons  of  said  road;  that  the  depot  is  so 
located  that  passengers  in  going  to  or  coming  from  the  station  must 
cross  the  railroad  tracks  in  front  of  approaching  trains  and  also 
under  the  water  tank,  which,  during  certain  periods,  becomes  cov- 
ered with  ice,  thus  endangering  the  lives  of  persons  walking  to  or 
from  said  depot;  that  the  condition  of  the  station  platform  is  dan- 
gerous  to  persons  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  trains  and  also  to  pas- 
sengers entering  or  alighting  therefrom,  and  that  the  fact  of  the 
existence  of  these  conditions  has  on  several  occasions  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  railway  company  without  resulting  in  such 
necessary  improvements  at  said  station  as  would  be  conducive  to 
the  safety  and  convenience  of  its  patrons. 

The  good  offices  of  the  Commission  are  therefore  solicited  with 
a  view  to  securing  such  improvements  and  added  facilities  as*  are 
herein  set  forth  and  that  action  to  this  end  be  taken  as  early  as 
possible. 

Copies  of  the  petition  were  served  on  the  Chicago  Great  Western 
Railroad  Company  with  an  order  requiring  the  respondent  to  satisfy 
same  or  show  cause  by  answer  why  such  relief  should  not  be 
granted.  Answer  was  filed  July  7,  1913,  entering  denial  to  each  and 
all  of  the  essential  allegations  contained  in  the  complaint 
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Notice  of  hearing  was  thereupon  sent  to  parties  interested  to 
take  place  on  Thursday,  November  6,  1913,  at  9:45  a.  m.,  at  the 
Palls  hotel  in  Cannon  Falls,  which  came  on  as  appointed.  Complain- 
ants were  represented  by  T.  R.  Johnson,  Esq.,  as  attorney,  and  Mr. 
Cliff  W.  Gress,  one  of  the  complainants;  the  railway  company  by 
Mr.  J.  Everell,  its  general  attorney,  and  by  several  of  its  officials. 

Considerable  testimony  was  taken,  after  which  the  hearing  was 
closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advisement  by  the  Commission. 
The  findings  and  order  of  the  Commission  were  published  on  the 
third  day  of  June,  1914,  as  follows: 

(Order.)

Citizens  of  Cannon   Falls,  complainants,   vs.   Chicago  Great  Western  Rail- 
road Company,  respondents. 

This  is  an  application  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Cannon  Falls, 
Goodhue  county,  Minnesota,  for  the  erection  of  a  new  passenger  and  freight 
depot.  The  case  was  heard  before  Commissioner  Chas.  F.  Staples,  at  Can- 
non Falls,  November  6,  1913.  The  complainants  appeared  by  T.  R.  Johnson, 
attorney,  and  Cliff  W.  Gress. '  The  respondents  appeared  by  T.  Everell, 
general  attorney;  W.  B.  Causey,  superintendent;  W.  B.  Harrison,  assistant 
division  superintendent,  and  J.  T.  Frame,  engineer. 

Commissioner  Staples  made  a  report  upon  the  case,  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Commission  and  is  substantially  as  contained  in  the  following  find- 
ings, to-wit: 

Respondent  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
Illinois;  is  operating  a  railroad  through  a  portion  of  the  county  of  Good- 
hue, in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  Cannon  Falls  is  a  station  on  said  road 
in  said  county,  having  a  population  of  fourteen  hundred.  The  earnings  of 
said  station  are  as  follows: 

Freight  forwarded   $17,810.58 

Freight  received 11,461.02 

Outgoing  passenger  business 13,693.07 

Ingoing    passenger    business 13,693.07 

$56,657.74 

The  present  station  facilities  at  Cannon  Falls  are  entirely  inadequate 
and  unfit  for  properly  conducting  the  business  of  respondent  with  the  public, 
and  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  properly  discharge  its  duty  and  furnish  suffi- 
cient station  accommodations,  that  respondent  erect  and  maintain  at  sahJ 
station  a  depot  containing  a  freight  room  twenty  feet  by  sixty-five  feet,  a 
women's  waiting  room  twenty  feet  by  twenty-one  feet,  a  men's  waiting  room 
twenty  feet  by  twenty-two  feet,  said  waiting  rooms  to  be  at  least  ten  feet 
in  height;  a  room  properly  partitioned  off  from  freight  room,  commonly 
known  as  a  warm  room,  sufficiently  large  to  take  care  of  perishable  freight; 
that  station  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  and  adequate  platforms  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  public  and  the  railroad  company,  to  be  not  less 
than  fourteen  feet  in  width,  and  at  such  time  as  the  city  provides  sewerage 
and  water  within  three  hundred  feet  of  station,  respondent  shall  provide 
inside  closets  connecting  with  such  sewers;  that  milk  shed,  as  at  present 
located,  is  a  decided  interference  with  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the 
public  in  approaching  and  leaving  station,  and  should  be  so  arranged  as 
not  to  interfere  with  travel. 
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It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  respondent  make  improvements  as  herein- 
before found  necessary  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  service  of  this 
order  upon  it;  that  before  the  commencement  of  such  station  building  the 
plans  thereof  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Commission  for  its  approval,  and 
that  when  said  depot  is  finished  it  shall  be  comfortably  furnished,  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated;  that  milk  shed  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere 
with  travel;  that  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  city  provides  water 
and  sewerage  within  three  hundred  feet  of  said  station,  respondent  shall 
provide  inside  closets  connected  with  water  and  sewerage.

Memorandum — It  Is  suggested  that  respondent,  when  revising  station 
grounds  for  erection  of  depot,  consider  the  matter  of  moving  station  some 
distance  east  so  as  to  provide  more  platform  room  for  teams,  press  matter 
and  passengers,  and  to  overcome  the  danger,  now  present,  when  crossing 
Main  Street  approaching  station.  The  petitioners  ask  that  the  company  be 
required  to  build  new  station  on  the  opposite  side  from  present  location, 
account  of  the  fact  that  practically  all  the  people  live  on  the  south  side,  and 
the  approach  to  the  depot  could  then  be  made  without  crossing  the  track; 
thus  removing  a  source  of  danger. 

There  are  two  objections  to  requiring  the  company  to  change  location 
to  the  south  side.  First,  the  ground  is  very  high,  and  new  right-of-way 
would  be  required;  second,  the  south  track  is  used  now  entirely  as  an  in- 
dustry track  and  all  industries  are  located  upon  it. 


DEPOT  CASES. 

Christmas  Lake  Station — Early  in  February,  1914,  a  petition  was 
received  from  a  number  of  patrons  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Paul 
Suburban  Railroad  Company,  residing  at  and  near  Glen  Morris 
crossing,  to  have  the  station  of  Christmas  Lake  abandoned  and  the 
location  established  at  Glen  Morris.  The  petition  was  subscribed  to 
by  thirty-five  residents  of  Fair  Oaks,  St.  Albans  Bay  and  Glen  Mor- 
ris, it  being  alleged  that  the  change  in  location  would  suit  the  ma- 
jority of  patrons  of  the  line  much  better  than  the  present  location 
at  Christmas  Lake. 

A  copy  of  the  petition  was  sent  to  the  company  with  a  request 
for  a  reply  as  to  its  attitude  in  the  premises,  also  that  the  Com- 
mission be  furnished,  if  practicable,  with  a  list  of  the  names  of  its 
patrons  living  at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Christmas  Lake. 

Pending  receipt  of  this  information,  anany  protests  were  filed 
by  prominent  property  owners  and  other  residents  living  at  and  trib- 
utary to  Christmas  Lake  station,  against  the  proposed  removal. 

The  attitude  of  the  company  was  expressed  in  a  communication 
received  from  its  vice  president  and  to  the  effect  that  so  far  as  its 
interests  were  involved,  it  would  make  no  essential  difference  which 
location  was  adopted  so  long  as  the  company  is  not  required  to 
make  both  stops,  which  are  less  than  one-half  mile  apart. 
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The  Commission  concluded  to  hold  a  hearing  on  the  matter  and 
to  that  end  fixed  on  Monday,  March  30, 1914,  at  10:30  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  at  the  town  hall,  Excelsior,  Minn.,  at  which  time  and 
place  all  interested  persons  might  appear  and  be  heard  and  the 
question  determined  on  its  merits.  Due  notice  of  hearing  was  sent 
by  mail  to  all  persons  whose  names  appeared  in  the  record  as  being 
interested  in  the  question.  The  hearing  came  on  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed,  there  being  twenty-three  persons  present  who  of- 
fered testimony,  a  preponderance  of  which  was  in  opposition  to  any 
change  in  the  present  location. 

After  the  evidence  had  ueen  received,  Commissioner  Elmquist 
announced  to  the  persons  present  that  upon  due  consideration  of 
the  facts  presented  and  the  testimony,  therein,  the  application  for 
a  change  in  the  present  stop  must  be  denied. 

Oak  Park  Depot — On  March  3,  1914,  a  petition  was  received, 
subscribed  by  numerous  citizens  of  the  village  of  Oak  Park,  Benton 
counry,  requesting  the  assistance  of  the  Commission  to  secure  for 
the  petitioners  the  erection  of  a  new  station  building  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  station  agent  at  said  village.  It  was  set  forth  in 
the  petition  that  the  earnings  from  September  1,  1911,  to  August  31, 
1912,  amounted  to  $6,615.39,  and  that  petitioners  felt  assured  that 
the  earnings  for  the  past  year  were  at  least  fifty  per  cent  greater 
than  those  of  the  preceding  year,  or,  in  other  words,  up  to  the  statu- 
tory amount  required  which  would  entitle  the  petitioners  to  a  new 
station  building  and  an  agent. 

A  copy  of  the  petition  wras  laid  before  the  general  manager  of 
the  Great  Northern  Kailway  Company  for  his  consideration,  with 
the  request  that  a  statement  be  furnished  showing  earnings  in  and 
out  by  months  at  Oak  Park  for  a  period  of  one  year  up  to  the  latest 
date  available,  also  information  as  to  the  present  station  facilities. 
The  statement  received  indicated  the  earnings  in  and  out  from 
December  1,  1912,  to  November  30,  1913,  aggregated  $7,553.00. 

The  Commission  concluded  to  investigate  conditions  at  Oak  Park 
with  a  view  to  determining  the  character  of  the  present  accommo- 
dations at  this  station,  with  the  result  that  an  order  was  made 
on  August  21,  1914,  requiring  improvements  in  the  station  facilities 
as  set  forth  in  the  following  order : 

(Order.)

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  citizens  of  Oak  Park,  a  station  on 
the  line  of  the  Great  Northern  in  Benton  county,  Minnesota,  for  a  new 
depot  and  the  maintenance  of  an  agent. 
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On  the  28th  day  of  February,  1914,  the  citizens  of  Oak  Park  and 
vicinity,  a  station  on  the  line  of  the  Great  Northern  railway;  petitioned  the 
Commission  for  the  erection  of  a  new  depot  and  the  maintenance  of  an 
agent. 

By  direction  of  the  Commission,  said  station  was  visited  by  Mr.  A.  L#. 
Plinn,  chief  clerk,  who  made  his  report  in  writing,  and  recommended  that 
a  new  depot  be  erected  at  that  point,  the  custodian  service  sustained,  and 
an  extension  put  on  the  south  end  of  the  stub  track  and  a  driveway  made 
to  it  which  would  allow  of  the  free  loading  of  all  carload  freight,  which 
shippers  wish  to  load  direct  from  teams  to  cars.  On  May  22,  1914,  a  copy 
of  this  report  was  forwarded  to  the  railway  company  with  a  letter  asking  if 
the  improvements  recommended  would  be  made,  and  on  June  13,  1914,  a 
reply  was  received  advising  that  the  said  company  was  not  making  any 
preparations  to  provide  improved  facilities  at  Oak  Park.  On  June  18,  1914, 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  was  cited  to  appear  before  the  Com- 
mission to  show  cause  why  it  should  not  make  the  improvements  suggested 
in  said  report,  and  on  the  29th  day  of  June,  1914,  the  following  parties 
appeared  before  the  Commission  on  behalf  of  said  railway  company:  M.  L. 
Countryman,  general  attorney;  J.  Lindsay,  superintendent,  and  James  Robin- 
son, division  freight  agent.  Statements  were  made  by  the  company's  repre- 
sentatives that  the  driveway  at  Oak  Park  was  entirely  unfit  for  the  loading 
of  produce  from  teams  to  cars,  and  that  the  company  had  promised  to  in- 
stall a  portable  depot,  but  wished  to  put  off  the  fulfillment  of  said  promise 
for  some  time. 

The  Commission  finds  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  is  a 
corporation,  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  and 
operates  a  line  of  railway  running  from  St.  Paul,  Ramsey  county,  Minne- 
sota, to  Oak  Park,  via  Elk  River  and  Milaca,  and  via  Elk  River  and  St. 
Cloud,  wholly  within  the  state  of  Minnesota.  That  the  present  depot  con- 
sists of  a  thirty- three-foot  box  car  partitioned  off  to  provide  a  freight  room 
about  twelve  feet  long,  waiting  room  about  fourteen  feet  long,  with  a  small 
room  partitioned  off  from  the  waiting  room  for  selling  tickets  and  handling 
express,  and  Is  too  small  to  take  care  of  the  business  of  that  station;  that 
Oak  Park  is  a  small  village  in  the  midst  of  a  rich  farming  community, 
which  is  rapicjly  filling  up  with  settlers,  the  "out"  shipments  consisting 
principally  of  cordwood,  hay,  potatoes  and  cream;  that  on  account  of  the 
insufficient  accommodations  existing  at  the  present  time,  the  shipments 
"in"  and  "out"  of  freight  handled  tributary  to  Oak  Park  very  frequently  go 
to  Foley  or  Milaca;  ihat  there  is  practically  no  teamtrack  loading  space  for 
the  loading  of  wood  and  potatoes  from  teams  to  cars;  that  the  driveway 
along  the  stub  track,  which  is  about  four  hundred  feet  long,  where  loading 
should  be  done,  is  on  low,  wet  land,  and  teams  in  trying  to  reach  the 
cars  get  mired;  that  it  is  necessary  for  a  new  station  building  to  be  erected; 
that  there  should  be  an  extension  of  the  stub  track  so  as  to  accommodate 
at  least  fifteen  cars;  that  the  driveway  where  team  loading  is  done  should 
be  filled  up  so  that  teams  will  have  no  difficulty  in  reaching  cars,  and  that 
the  present  custodian  service  be  continued. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date 
of  the  service  of  this  order,  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  construct 
a  new  standard  portable  depot  building  at  Oak  Park,  Benton  county,  Minne- 
sota, which  shall  be  not  lass  than  thirty-four  feet  by  twelve  feet,  with 
freight  room  twelve  by  twelve  feet,  waiting  room  eleven  feet  five  inches  by 
twelve  feet,  and  an  office  ten  feet  five  inches  by  twelve  feet;  that  the 
present  stub  track  be  extended  so  as  to  accommodate  at  least  fifteen  cars 
and  the  driveway  along  the  side  of  the  sidetrack  to  be  filled  up  so  as  to 
enable  teams  to  reach  cars  placed  thereon,  and  the  present  custodian  serv- 
ice to  be  continued  as  at  present.

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Fairmont — On  or  about  May  27,  1914,  Mr.  Frank  A.  Day,  of 
Fairmont,  Minn.,  appeared  before  the  Commission  and  made  a  ver- 
bal complaint  regarding  the  need  of  inside  toilet  facilities  at  the 
depots  of  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway  Company  and  of 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Cumpany  at  said  city. 
Complainant  referred  to  section  4393,  General  Statutes  of  1913, 
as  bearing  upon  this  question,  also  stating  that  water  facilities  and 
sewerage  are  within  the  distance  prescribed  by  statute. 

This  verbal  presentation  of  the  subject  was  later  supplemented 
by  formal  complaints  duly  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  said  com- 
plainant. Copies  of  same  were  served  September  25,  1914,  on  the 
respective  railway  companies  with  an  order  requiring  them  to  grant 
the  relief  demanded  or  file  answers  thereto  with  the  Commission 
within  twenty  days  from  service  thereof,  and  also  to  serve  copies 
of  said  answers  on  the  complainant  at  Fairmont,  Martin  county, 
Minnesota. 

Answer  was  duly  filed  by  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  Rail- 
way Company,  in  which  it  alleged  its  willingness  to  install  the 
toilet  facilities  in  its  station  at  Fairmont  and  further  stating  that 
pursuant  to  an  agreement  or  understanding  with  the  city  govern- 
ment of  said  city,  the  company  had  arranged  for  such  installation 
to  be  completed  and  in  place  in  the  spring  of  1915  and  therefore 
asks  for  the  dismissal  of  the  petition  therein. 

On  October  15,  1914,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway 
Company  for  its  answer  submitted  a  report  of  its  general  manager, 
Mr.  P.  C.  Hart,  as  follows : 

"I  return  herewith  complaint  filed  with  the  Minnesota  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  by  Frank  A.  Day,  relative  to  providing 
toilet  rooms  in  our  depot  at  Fairmont,  which  you  transmitted  to  me 
with  your  letter  of  September  30th. 

"In  reply,  will  say  that  instructions  have  been  given  to  provide 
toilet  rooms  and  connect  same  with  the  water  and  sewer  system  of 
the  city.  The  work  will  be  given  attention  as  soon  as  it  is  possible 
to  prepare  plans  and  obtain  the  material.  I  understand  that  there 
now  will  be  no  necessity  for  the  hearing  on  October  21,  1914." 

Respondent  further  states  that  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  answer 
has  also  been  forwarded  to  the  complainant. 

The  answer  of  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway  Company 
was  not  deemed  either  sufficient  or  satisfactory,  in  view  of  wrhich 
notice  of  hearing  was  given  to  take  place  on  Wednesday,  the  twen- 
ty-first day  of  October,  1914,  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the 
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state  capitol,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
which  came  on  at  the  time  appointed. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Hammell,  assistant  superintendent  of  the  company,  ap- 
peared and  after  subject-matter  had  been  fully  considered  the  hear- 
ing was  closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advisement. 

On  November  4,  A.  D.  1914,  the  Commission  made  the  following 
findings  and  order  in  the  case :

Lack  of  Toilet  Facilities  in  Waiting  Rooms. 

This  matter  was  heard  before  the  Commission  at  its  office  in  the  city 
of  St.  Paul,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  October,  1914,  at  ten  o'clock  In  the 
forenoon.  Mr.  G.  H.  Hammeil,  assistant  superintendent,  appeared  for  the 
respondent. 

The  Commission  had  made  a  personal  examination  of  the  premises  by 
Commissioner  Mills,  and  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway  Company, 
in  its  answer,  alleges  its  willingness  to  install  toilet  facilities  at  the  sta- 
tion of  Fairmont;  it  furt>er  alleges  that  under  pursuance  of  an  agreement 
or  understanding  with  the  city  of  Fairmont,  the  company  has  arranged  for 
the  installation  of  the  same  to  be  completed  and  in  place  in  the  spring 
of  1915. 

The  Commission  finds  that  Fairmont  is  a  city  on  the  line  of  respond- 
ent's line  of  railway  in  Martin  county;  that  all  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plainant herein  are  true;  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  proper  accommodation 
of  the  public  that  inside  toilet  facilities  be  furnished  both  for  men  and  for 
women  in  the  depot  of  respondent  at  said  station,  and  that  said  station 
waiting  room  is  within  three  hundred  feet  from  the  sewerage  of  said  city, 
and  that  said  city  is  provided  with  sewerage  and  water  systems;  and 
that  there  is  no  toilet  facility  except  outside  closets. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
A.  D.  1914,  the  respondent  install  in  its  station  at  Fairmont,  Minnesota,  suit- 
able inside  toilet  facilities  connected  with  the  sewerage  and  water  facilities 
of  said  city.

Kerkhoven  Depot  Case — On  June  6,  1913,  a  complaint  was  re- 
ceived by  the  Commission  from  business  men  and  other  citizens  set- 
ting forth  that  the  station  building  at  Kerkhoven  is  entirely  inade- 
quate for  the  needs  of  the  community  in  that  there  is  but  one  wait- 
ing room  for  passengers,  which  is  very  small  and  without  sufficient 
seats,  also  no  toilet  facilities  and  improperly  lighted,  heated  and 
ventilated,  in  view  of  which  the  Commission  is  asked  to  require 
the  railway  company  to  erect  a  passenger  depot  suitable  to  the  re- 
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quirements  of  the  company's  patrons  and  in  accordance  with  statu- 
tory requirements. 

The  petition  was  subscribed  to  by  seventy  of  the  leading  citi- 
zens and  patrons  of  the  company  at  and  in  the  vicinity  of  said  sta- 
tion. A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  to  the  general  manager 
of  the  railway  company  with  the  request  that  he  signify  its  attitude 
and  intentions  with  reference  thereto  and  furnish  the  Commission 
with  a  statement  of  its  earnings  "in"  and  "out"  from  buisness  for- 
warded and  received  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  up  to  the  latest 
date  available.  This  statement  was  duly  received,  showing  the 
earnings  from  freight  and  passenger  business  both  ways  to  be  $59,- 
751.67.  Pending  further  proceedings  a  letter  was  received  on  June 
19,  1913,  from  A.  Westerdahl,  president  of  the  village  council,  advis- 
ing that  a  representative  of  the  company  had  discussed  the  matter 
with  the  petitioners  and  had  promised  that  if  they  would  temporari- 
ly waive  their  demands  until  the  following  spring  they  would  work 
out  a  more  satisfactory  deal;  therefore,  the  Commission  was  re- 
quested to  hold  the  matter  in  abeyance  until  further  advised  by  peti- 
tioners. The  question  was  revived  by  the  petitioners  on  June  9, 
1914,  in  a  communication  to  the  Commission,  stating  that  the  at- 
tention of  the  company  had  been  called  to  their  agreement  but  -with- 
out bringing  any  satisfactory  results. 

The  Commission  thereupon  gave  notice  that  a  hearing  wTould 
take  place  at  the  Merchant's  hotel  at  Kerkhoven  on  Thursday, 
July  30,  1914,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  due  notice  thereof 
being  given  to  all  parties  interested.  The  matter  came  on  before 
Commissioner  Jacobson  for  hearing  as  appointed.  The  petitioners 
were  represented  by  Mr.  A.  Westerdahl,  president  of  the  village 
council,  and  a  number  of  other  petitioners.  The  railway  company 
appeared  by  its  general  attorney,  M.  L.  Countryman,  also  L.  W. 
Bowen,  assistant  general  superintendent,  and  other  officials.  After 
the  testimony  had  been  heard  the  question  was  taken  under  advise- 
ment and  the  hearing  closed. 

The  Commission  filed  its  orders  in  this  case  on  August  7,  1914, 
to-wit:

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  citizens  of  Kerkhoven,  in   the  county  of 
Swift,  state  of  Minnesota,  on  the  line  of  the  Great  Northern  railway, 
for  a  new  station  building  and  improved  station  facilities. 
This  matter  came  on  for  hearing  before  Commissioner  O.  P.  B.  Jacob- 
son,  on  the  30th  day  of  July,  1914,  at  3:00  p.  m.,  at  Kerkhoven.     The  peti- 
tioners were  represented  by   Mr.   A.   Westerdahl,  president  of  the  village 
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council,  the  village  recorder  and  other  petitioners,  the  railway  company 
being  represented  by  Mr.  M.  L.  Countryman,  general  attorney;  L.  W.  Bowen, 
assistant  general  superintendent;  E.  D.  Woodcock,  trainmaster,  and  H.  E. 
Kindraa,  traveling  freight  agent.  After  hearing  the  testimony  of  numerous 
witnesses,  and  the  statements  of  the  railway  company's  representatives,  the 
Commission  finds: 

That  the  present  building  is  about  ninety-six  feet  by  twenty  feet;  that  it 
has  one  waiting  room  about  16x20  feet,  office  about  10x20  feet,  and  a  freight 
room  about  70x20  feet,  the  whole  of  which  is  in  fairly  good  condition,  except 
that  the  foundation  of  the  building  requires  renewing  and  floor  in  waiting 
room  is  in  poor  condition;  that  the  present  depot  facilities  are  not  suffi- 
ciently large  to  take  care  of  the  business  of  that  station;  that  in  the  winter 
time,  perishable  freight  is  stored  in  the  one  waiting  room,  which  is  too 
small  to  accommodate  the  passengers  using  it  when  waiting  for  trains. 

That  it  is  reasonable  and  necessary  that  the  station  be  enlarged  so  as 
to  include  an  additional' waiting  room  and  a  warm  room  for  perishable 
freight;  that  the  foundation  of  the  present  building  be  thoroughly  repaired, 
new  hardwood  floor  laid  in  the  waiting  room  and  the  entire  building  re- 
painted. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company, 
on  or  before  October  31,  A.  D.  1914,  construct  an  additional  waiting  room 
to  the  present  station  building,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  size  of  the 
present  waiting  room,  namely  16x20  feet,  also  a  warm  room  sufficiently 
large  to  take  care  of  perishable  freight;  that  the  foundation  of  the  present 
building  be  thoroughly  repaired;  that  a  new  hardwood  floor  be  laid  in  the 
waiting  room  and  the  entire  building  be  repainted.

Ada  Depot  Case — On  or  about  June  10,  1914,  a  communication 
was  filed  by  the  president  of  the  Commercial  Club  of  Ada,  on  the 
Great  Northern  railway,  calling  attention  to  the  existing  inadequate 
depot  facilities  at  that  point  and  urging  the  Commission  to  investi- 
gate present  conditions  and  require  the  company  to  erect  an  up- 
to-date  station  building  in  keeping  with  the  importance  of  the  town 
and  its  largely  increased  business.  In  this  connection  the  company 
was  requested  to  furnish  a  statement  showing  the  earnings  "in" 
and  "out"  by  month?  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  covering  pas- 
senger and  freight  earnings  separately.  The  statement  returned  in- 
dicated the  business  for  the  year  ending  February,  1914,  as  showing 
receipts  from  freight  forwarded  to  be  $49,421.85,  from  freight  re- 
ceived $32,500.88,  and  from  passenger  business,  $17,356.63,  or  a  total 
of  $99,279.36. 

After  more  or  less  correspondence  with  the  company  the  Com- 
mission concluded  that  a  hearing  would  be  advisable  and  Commis- 
sioner Jacobson  visited  Ada  on  August  11  and  a  meeting  with  the 
citizens  was  held  in  the  Commercial  Club  headquarters.  Arguments 
showing  the  necessity  for  a  new  station  building  were  presented  by 
a  number  of  the  citizens.    M.  L.  Countryman,  general  attorney  for 
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the  company,  set  forth  its  position  as  one  of  retrenchment  in 
view  of  decreased  business  of  the  road  and  its  reduced  earnings,  af- 
ter which  the  meeting  was  closed. 

Commissioner  Jacobson's  conclusion  and  recommendations  based 
upon  facts  and  conditions  presented  and  from  his  own  personal  ob- 
servations, were  that  the  company  should  be  called  upon  to  provide 
a  new  depot  in  the  near  future  as  the  present  building  is  entirely 
inadequate  for  the  business  of  the  company  and  for  the  reasonable 
accommodation  of  the  public.  The  Commission  made  its  findings 
of  fact  and  order  in  the  case  of  October  15,  1914,  as  follows :

In  the  matter  of  station  facilities  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 

at  Ada,  a  village  on  its  line  in  Norman  county,  Minnesota. 

This  is  an  application  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Ada,  represented  by 
their  Commercial  Club,  for  the  erection  of  a  new  station. 

The  matter  was  heard  before  Commissioner  Jacobson.  Several  of  the 
citizens  appeared  on  behalf  of  a  new  station,  and  Mr.  M.  L.  Countryman, 
its  general  attorney,  on  behalf  of  the  railroad  company. 

From  the  evidence  and  an  examination  of  the  premises  the  Commis- 
sion finds  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  respondent,  is  a  corporation  organized  and  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  and  is  operating  a  railroad  from  St.  Paul, 
Ramsey  county,  Minnesota,  all  in  said  state,  to  its  northern  boundary  in 
Kittson  county;  that  said  railroad  passes  through  Norman  county  and 
through  the  village  of  Ada,  which  is  a  village  of  1,422  inhabitants  at  the 
time  of  the  taking  of  the  last  United  States  census;  today  it  probably  has 
a  population  of  nearly  2,000;  it  is  situated  in  a  prosperous  farming  com- 
munity where  the  land  is  being  divided  into  smaller  farms  and  better  culti- 
vated year  by  year;  it  is  the  county  seat  of  Norman  county. 

Respondent's  business  at  this  station  for  the  year  ending  February  28, 
1914,  was  $99,279.36,  and  will  probably  increase  from  year  to  year  and  aver- 
age at  least  for  the  next  ten  years  $100,000.00  a  year.  In  the  last  twenty 
years  the  village  has  impioved,  and  wooden  buildings  have  been  replaced 
by  brick  until  nearly  the  whole  business  portion  of  the  village  is  of  brick 
construction ;  it  has  a  water  and  sewer  system  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
respondent's  depot.  Respondent's  depot  was  erected  about  forty  years  ago, 
and  although  it  has  received  some  repairs  and  enlargements  since  that  time, 
it  is  at  the  present  time  entirely  inadequate  for  the  business  of  the  station 
and  out  of  keeping  with  its  surroundings  and  for  the  proper  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  respondent  with  the  public  at  such  station,  it  is  rea- 
sonably necessary  that  respondent  should  erect  a  new  depot  at  this  sta- 
tion. 

The  Commission  has  examined  the  plans  of  respondent's  present  sta- 
tion at  Warren,  Marshall  county,  Minnesota,  and  it  finds  that  a  depot  of  the 
size  and  plan  of  that  station  is  reasonable  and  sufficient  for  the  station  of 
Ada  and  that  said  station  should  be  provided  with  platform  of  the  same 
material  as  is  provided  at  the  station  of  Warren,  except  that  the  depot 
at  Ada  should  be  built  of  brick  or  some  other  material  that  will  comply 
with  the  fire  ordinancps  of  the  village. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  respondent,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December,  1915,  erect  and  complete  at  the  village  of  Ada,  Norman 
county,  Minnesota,  on  the  site  where  respondent's  depot  is  located,  a  new 
depot  of  the  same  style  and  capacity  as  its  depot  at  Warren,  in  Marshall 
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county,  except  that  the  depot  at  Ada  be  built  of  brick  or  some  other  mate- 
rial that  will  comply  with  the  fire  ordinance  of  the  Tillage  of  Ada;  that 
said  depot  be  provided  with  sufficient  platform  of  the  same  material  as  is 
used  in  the  platform  at  Warren  and  be  provided  with  inside  toilets  for  both 
men  and  women,  connected  with  the  water  and  sewerage  of  said  village.

Due  returns  were  made  by  the  Com- 
mission to  the  above  named  court  on  the  same  day  and  date  by 
mailing  a  certified  copy  of  its  findings  of  fact  and  its  order  in  ac- 
cordance with  law. 


TRAIN  SERVICE. 

Train  service  between  Fond  da  Lac  and  Duluth — On  December 
3,  1913,  Hon.  F.  H.  Cutting,  of  Duluth,  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mission and  made  complaint  regarding  the  time  the  Northern  Pacific 
train  leaves  Duluth  for  Fond  du  Lac  in  the  evening  which  had  re- 
cently been  changed  from  5 :20  p.  m.,  to  5 :00  o  'clock  p.  m.,  causing 
considerable  inconvenience  to  a  large  number  of  people  who  desire 
to  use  the  5:20  train  and  are  now  debarred  from  so  doing  on  ac- 
count of  change  in  schedule. 

The  complaint  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  General  Manager 
O.  A.  Goodell,  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  in  an  in- 
formal manner,  to  ascertain  if  the  former  schedule  of  5:20  p.  m. 
could  not  be  reinstated.  His  reply  set  forth  that  the  service  as 
now  maintained  is  an  advantage  to  about  three  hundred  laborers 
employed  at  the  new  steel  plant  at  or  near  the  station  of  Spirit  Lake 
and  who  make  their  homes  to  a  large  extent  in  Duluth  and  West 
Duluth;  that  the  only  way  this  service  can  be  given  is  by  having 
the  train  leave  Duluth  at  5:00  o'clock  p.  m.  instead  of  5:20  p.  m., 
as  heretofore  maintained. 

Complainants  were  advised  by  the  Commission  that  under  a  for- 
mal order  made  in  January,  1907,  the  leaving  time  from  Duluth  was 
fixed  at  5 :30  p.  m.  and  was  subsequently  changed  to  5 :20  p.  m.  for 
the  accommodation  of  numerous  people  who  desired  such  change; 
that  in  view  of  the  dissatisfaction  now  prevalent  by  reason  of  the 
change  in  leaving  time  from  Duluth  to  5:00  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  Com- 
mission would  undertake  to  have  the  old  time  of  5:30  p.  m.  restored 
by  the  company. 
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On  January  3,  1914,  the  Commission  gave  notice  of  hearing  on 
the  question  to  take  place  at  the  Spalding  hotel  at  Duluth  on 
Friday,  January  9,  1914,  which  came  on  at  the  appointed  time  be- 
fore Commissioner  Ira  B.  Mills.  Mr.  Alfred  Jaques  appeared  as 
counsel  for  the  petitioners,  a  number  of  whom  were  present.  C.  L. 
Nichbls,  general  superintendent,  and  A.  V.  Brown,  division  superin- 
tendent, were  present  for  the  company.  After  the  evidence  had  been 
received  the  matter  was  taken  under  advisement.  The  conclusions 
and  order  of  the  Commission  were  given  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
January,  1914,  as  follows:

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  citizens  of  New  Duluth  and  Fond  du  Lac,

This  matter  was  heard  on  January  9,  1914,  at  the  Spalding  hotel,  Duluth, 
Minn.  The  railway  company  appeared  by  C.  L.  Nichols,  general  superin- 
tendent, and  A.  V.  Brown,  division  superintendent.  The  petitioners  were 
represented  by  Mr.  Alfred  Jaques,  their  counsel,  and  a  number  of  them  in 
person.  After  hearing  the  evidence,  the  matter  was  taken  under  advise- 
ment. 

The  Commission  has  received  from  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany its  promise  to  put  back  the  service  which  was  required  by  the  order 
of  the  Commission  of  January,  1907.  The  Commission  believes  that  this 
will  furnish  reasonable  service  to  the  citizens  of  New  Duluth  and  Fond  du 
Lac,  and  it  further  finds  that  at  the  present  time,  it  would  be  unreasonable 
to  order  on  another  train  between  Duluth  and  Fond  du  Lac.  The  Northern 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  however,  is  hereby  required  to  put  in  reasonable 
service  to  take  care  of  the  passenger  business  at  the  steel  plant,  and  re- 
port to  the  Commission  what  such  arrangements  are.

Petition  to  stop  passenger  train  No.  514  at  Lewiston,  Chicago  & 
NorthrWestern  Railway — A  petition,  subscribed  to  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  business  men  and  other  citizens  of  the  village  of  Lewiston, 
Minn.,  was  received  on  December  8,  1913,  asking  that  it  be  required 
that  passenger  train  No.  514,  due  in  Lewiston  at  9:05  p.  m.,  shall 
stop  at  said  station  for  the  convenience  and  welfare  of  its  business 
interests,  considerable  loss  having  been  experienced  by  reason  of  be- 
ing deprived  of  such  service. 

A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  forwarded  to  Mr.  H.  J.  Wagen, 
general  agent  of  the  company,  with  the  request  that  the  matter  he 
investigated  and  the  Commission  advised  of  the  company's  atti- 
tude on  the  subject.     In  its  reply  the  company  demurred  to  the 
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proposition  for  the  alleged  reason  that  it  is  difficult  to  maintain 
the  present  schedule  and  also  make  important  connections  in  Wis- 
consin and  at  Chicago,  consequently,  any  additional  stops  for  the 
train  in  question  would  result  in  a  serious  detriment  to  the  serv- 
ice. 

Notices  were  served  on  interested  parties  that  a  hearing  on  the 
matter  would  take  place  at  the  Lewiston  hotel,  Lewiston,  Minn., 
on  Tuesday,  March  25,  1914,  at  5 :30  p.  m. 

The  hearing  came  on  at  the  time  appointed.  The  railway  com- 
pany was  represented  by  its  general  agent,  H.  J.  Wagen,  and  peti- 
tioners by  Praser  &  Fraser,  attorneys,  of  Rochester,  Minn.  The 
testimony  having  been  received,  the  hearing  was  closed  and  the 
matter  taken  under  advisement.  The  findings  and  order  of  the 
Commission  followed  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1914, 
to-wit :

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  citizens  of  the  village  of  Lewiston,  on 
the  line  of  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  railway,  for  an  order  requiring 
the  regular  stopping  of  passenger  train  No.  514,  due  at  9:05  p.  m. 
This  petition  was  heard  in  Lewiston,  March  25,  1914,  by  Commissioner 
Staples.  The  petitioners  were  represented  by  Mr.  Frazier  of  Rochester. 
The  railway  company  was  represented  by  H.  J.  Wagen',  general  agent;  C.  T. 
Dike,  general  superintendent,  and  W.  J.  Jackson,  division  engineer.  The 
testimony  taken  has  been  reviewed  by  the  Commission,  which  finds  as 
follows:  The  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway  Company  operates  a  line 
of  railway  between  the  towns  of  Mankato  and  Winona,  upon  which  Lewiston 
is  located.  At  present,  Lewiston  has  passenger  trains  west  bound  at  7:17 
a.  m.t  2:51  p.  m.  and  6:42  p.  m.  East  bound  at  10:47  a.  m.,  5:20  p.  m.  and 
train  No.  514  arriving  at  9:05  p.  m.  stops  on  signal  to  take  on  passengers 
destined  to  La  Crosse  and  points  east,  and  regularly  on  Sunday.  Train 
514  stops  regularly  at  St.  Charles,  the  next  regular  stop  b3ing  Winona,  a 
distance  of  twenty-eight  miles.  This  train  affords  a  very  desirable  accom- 
modation to  the  people  along  the  line.  Those  residing  at  Dover  and  Utlca, 
four  and  six  miles  respectively  from  St.  Charles,  can  be  accommodated  at 
that  station,  while  the  people  of  Lewiston  have  nine  miles  to  go  to  St. 
Charles  and  nineteen  miles  to  Winona. 

Lewiston  is  a  prosperous  village  of  about  five  hundred  people  sur- 
rounded by  a  well  settled  and  prosperous  farming  community.  The  pas- 
senger business  "in"  and  "out"  for  the  year  1913  amounted  to  $18,328.94. 
Total  passenger  and  freight  was  $62,599.88,  thus  demonstrating  that  it  is 
practicable  to  make  this  stop.  The  grade  from  St.  Charles  to  Winona  Is 
practically  a  down  grade,  which  should  assist  In  making  up  for  the  loss 
caused  by  the  stop.  Testimony  showed  that  for  the  past  several  weeks,  un- 
der the  present  rules,  the  train  had  stopped  on  an  average  of  six  days  per 
week.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  It  Is  practicable  to  make  this  stop 
and  reasonable  service  to  the  community  requires  that  it  toe  made  a  regular 
stop. 
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It  is  Therefore  Oidered,  That  beginning  with  May  1,  1914,  the  Chicago 
&  North-Western  Railway  Company  stop  passenger  train  No.  514  due  at 
Lewiston  at  9:06  p.  m.,

Petition  for  train  service  at  Duquette,  on  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way— On  February  17,  1914,  a  petition  was  received  from  numerous 
farmers  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  station  of  Duquette,  in  Pine 
county,  for  an  order  requiring  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany to  stop  its  train  No.  20  leaving  St.  Paul  at  9:00  o'clock  a.  m 
and  arriving  at  Duluth  at  2:25  p.  m.,  on  flag  at  said  station  of 
Duquette,  setting  forth  that  if  said  service  is  granted  it  will  ac- 
commodate a  considerable  number  of  farmers  in  that  vicinity.  It 
was  further  alleged  that  the  amount  of  business  at  Duquette  was 
entitled  to  consideration  and  was  steadily  increasing  in  volume. 

A  copy  of  the  petition  was  forwarded  to  General  Superintendent 
Bell  of  the  railway  company,  his  attention  being  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  the  train  in  question  is  a  local  and  stops  at  nearly  all  stations 
and  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  it  would  not  work  a 
hardship  on  the  company  to  accommodate  the  petitioners  in  this 
case.  The  company  demurred  to  the  proposition  on  the  ground 
that  the  present  schedule  of  said  train  barely  enabled  them  to  make 
time  and  further  stops  would  only  increase  the  difficulty,  therefore, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  decline  the  application. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  Commission  issued  its 
order  in  the  premises  on  the  third  day  of  April,  1914,  requiring 
the  company  to  make  the  stop  requested  and  setting  forth  its  rea- 
sons therefor  as  hereinafter  shown :

In  the  matter  of  petition  to  have  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  stop 
passenger  train  No.  20  at  Duquette,  Pine  county,  Minnesota. 
Petition  having  been  filed  by  residents  of  Duquette,  asking  to  have 

passenger  train  No.  20  stop  at  that  station  on  flag,  and  the  Commission 

having  investigated  the  same  finds  as  follows. 
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1.  That  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  is  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  and  is  a  common  carrier  oper- 
ating a  line  of  railway  from  St.  Paul,  through  Pine  county,  to  Duluth,  Minne- 
sota, and  that  Duquette  is  a  station  on  the  line  of  said  railway. 

2.  That  this  station  was  voluntarily  established  by  the  railway  com- 
pany and  that  freight  and  passenger  business  has  been  handled  to  and 
from  said  station  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

3.  That  Nickerson  is  located  three  (3)  miles  to  the  north  and  Kerrick 
two  and  one-half  (2%)  miles  to  the  south,  and  that  both  are  stations  on 
the  line  of  said  railway. 

4.  That  Duquette  is  now  served  by  three  passenger  trains,  viz.:  No. 
23  at  9:40  a.  m.  south  bound,  No.  17  at  1:00  a.  m.  south  'bound,  and  No.  18 
at  4:40  a.  m.  north  bound,  and  that  there  is  no  northbound  passenger  service 
In  the  day  time;  that  train  No.  20  is  a  local  passenger  train  leaving  St.  Paul 
at  9:00  a.  m.,  arriving  at  Duluth  at  2:25  p.  m.,  and  that  it  either  makes 
regular  or  flag  stops  at  all  stations  on  the  line  excepting  Duquette,  and  that 
the  additional  stop  at  this  station  would  not  interfere  with  said  train 
running  on  schedule  time. 

5.  That  the  passenger  service  now  furnished  at  Duquette  is  unreason- 
able, and  that  it  is  reasonable  and  necessary  that  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  stop  north  bound  passeuger  train  No.  20  at  said  station  on 
flag,  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers  and  business  at  said  place. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ordered  to  stop  passenger  train  No.  20,  north 
bound,  at  Duquette,  on  flag,  and  that  said  order  be  effective  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1914.

On  April  18th  complaint  was  received  from  the  petitioners  that 
the  company  up  to  that  time  had  failed  to  carry  out  the  instructions 
contained  in  the  order.  The  attention  of  the  company  being  called 
to  the  situation,  replied  through  its  legal  department  that  after 
due  consideration  it  had  concluded  to  take  an  appeal  from  the  or- 
der of  the  Commission  in  this  case  and  papers  were  being  prepared 
to  that  end. 

Notice  of  appeal  from  the  foregoing  order  to  the  district  court 
of  Pine  county,  str.te  of  Minnesota,  was  filed  with  the  Commission 
on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  April,  1914,  by  the  Great  Northern 
Railway  Company.  Certified  returns  of  the  findings  of  fact  and 
the  order  of  the  Commission  therein  was  sent  to  said  court  on  the 
same  day  by  mailing  a  copy  thereof  to  Mr.  A.  W.  Gunn,  clerk  of 
said  court,  at  Pine  City,  Minn.,  in  accordance  with  law. 

On  May  6,  1914,  notice  was  received  from  the  general  attorney 
of  the  railway  company  that  after  due  consideration  it  had  con- 
cluded to  recall  its  appeal  and  had  given  instructions  to  stop  train 
No.  20  at  Duquette  on  flag  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the 
Commission,  which  disposed  of  the  case. 
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Application  to  abandon  passenger  trains  on  the  Chicago,  Milwau- 
kee &  St.  Paul  railway  between  Preston  and  Bridge  Switch— On 

March  4,  1914,  an  application  was  filed  by  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

(Application.) 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota. 
Whereas,  On  the  twenty-third  day  of  September,  1912,  pursuant  to 
order  of  this  Commission,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  petitioner  herein,  installed  certain  additional  passenger  train  serv- 
ice 'between  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin,  and  Preston,  Minnesota,  on  its  line  of 
road;  and, 

Whereas,  The  said  railway  company  was  by  said  Commission  directed 
to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  expenses  and  receipts  of  such  train  serv- 
ice; and, 

Whereas,  It  was  provided  by  said  Commission  that  the  said  railway 
company,  if  it  deemed  advisable,  might,  after  the  operation  of  said  train 
service  for  not  less  than  ninety  days,  apply  to  the  Commission  for  a  dis- 
continuance thereof. 

The  said  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  hereby  re- 
spectfully petitions  the  Commission  that  it  make  its  order  permitting  the 
said  railway  company  to  discontinue  such  train  service,  for  the  reason, 
among  others,  that  the  record  of  expenses  and  receipts  of  such  train  service 
conclusively  shows  that  such  service  is  unnecessary  and  unreasonable  and 
unwarranted.

On  the  reading  and  filing  of  the  above  petition,  the  company 
was  requested  to  file  a  statement  with  the  Commission  showing 
the  earnings  of  each  station  located  on  the  Preston  branch  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  up  to  the  latest  date  available,  giving 
freight  and  passenger  business  separately  by  months.  In  the  mean- 
time notices  were  sent  to  the  president  of  the  village  councils  of 
tlm  vjirions  villages  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed  action,  that  a 
hearing  upon  said  petition  would  take  place  at  the  village  hall  in 
Caledonia,  Minn.,  on  Thursday,  the  seventh  day  of  April,  A.  D. 
1914,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  at  which  time  and  place  all  parties  in- 
terested would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  offer  testimony  for  or 
against  the  granting  of  said  petition. 

The  hearing  in  tne  above  entitled  matter  came  on  as  ordered,  at 
the  time  appointed.  Commissioners  Staples  and  iSlmquist  were 
present.  Appearances  were  as  follows:  For  the  railway  company, 
F.  W.  Root,  general  counsel,  Minneapolis;  W.  S.  Cooper,  general 
superintendent,  Chicago;  J.  W.  Stapleton,  superintendent,  Dubuque, 
Iowa.  For  the  objectors,  0.  K.  Dahle,  attorney,  Caledonia,  Minn.; 
R.  E.  Thompson,  attorney,  Preston,  Minn. ;  J.  E.  Higbee,  attorney  for 
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jobbers  and  merchants,  La  Crosse,  Wis.  The  hearing  was  attended 
by  nearly  six  hundred  citizens  from  pornts  along  the  branch  line 
as  well  as  interested  parties  from  La  Crosse,  Wis. ;  Winona,  Minn., 
and  Dubuque,  Iowa.  Considerable  evidence  was  received,  after 
the  receipt  of  which  the  Commission  took  the  matter  under  advise- 
ment. 

Considerable  statistical  information  was.  also  filed  by  the  rail- 
way company  showing  revenue  from  the  operation  of  nassenger 
trains  33,  34,  433,  434,  422  and  423,  for  the  months  of  September, 
1912,  to  February,  1914,  inclusive. 

The  findings  and  order  were  published  on  May  13,  1914,  as 
hereinafter  shown:

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway 
Company  to  abandon  passenger  trains  Nos.  433  and  434  operating  be- 
tween Preston  and  Bridge  Switch,  Minnesota. 

This  case  was  duly  heard  by  the  Commission  at  Caledonia,  Minn.,  on 
the  seventh  day  of  April,  1914.  F.  W.  Root,  general  counsel;  W.  S.  Cooper, 
general  superintendent,  and  J.  W.  Stapleton,  superintendent,  appeared  for 
the  railway  company,  and  Attorneys  O.  K.  Dahle,  R.  E.  Thompson,  and  J.  E. 
Higbee,  appeared  for  defendants.  Large  delegations  were  present  from  La 
Crosse,  Winona  and  Dubuque,  and  all  the  villages  along  the  Reno-Prestdn 
line. 

In  September,  1912,  the  Commission,  after  a  hearing,  ordered  the  rail- 
way company,  among  other  things,  to  install  additional  train  service  on 
the  Reno-Preston  line  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  railway.  In 
the  order  it  provided  "that  the  company  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the 
expenses  and  receipts  of  said  trains  and  if  it  deems  it  advisable  it  may, 
after  the  operation  of  same  for  not  less  than  ninety  days,  apply  to  the 
Commission  for  discontinuance  thereof." 

This  order  was  complied  with.  The  account  has  been  kept  as  directed 
and  the  company  now  makes  application  to  withdraw  said  service  upon 
the  ground  that  the  record  of  expenses  and  receipts  of  such  train  service 
conclusively  shows  that  it  is  unnecessary,  unreasonable  and  unwarranted. 
At  the  former  hearing  it  was  shown  that  the  passenger  service  consisted 
of  a  daily  passenger  train  each  way  and  a  daily  mixed  train  each  way, 
Sundays  excepted.  The  freight  service  was  unsatisfactory,  both  as  to  time 
as  well  as  the  condition  of  delivery.  Proper  equipment  was  furnished  for 
the  handling  of  freight,  but  the  service  was  interfered  with  because  it  fre- 
quently became  necessary  to  detach  the  passenger  coach  and  carry  it  for- 
ward to  Isinours  to  make  connections  with  the  train  on  the  Southern  Min- 
nesota division.  The  passenger  trains  operated  upon  a  schedule  that  seri- 
ously interfered  with  local  travel  along  that  branch  and  the  travel  to  or 
from  outside  points.  The  Commission  felt  that  some  relief  should  be 
granted  and  ordered  in  additional  passenger  trains  as  an  experiment. 

The  company  supports  its  application  for  abandonment  with  the  claim 
that  the  additional  train  service  has  not  increased  the  passenger  business 
on  the  branch  line,  and  that  since  the  order  was  made  passenger  rates 
have  been  fixed  at  two  cents  per  mile,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  additional 
train  service  is  an  unreasonable  burden  upon  the  railroad  company. 

Tables  were  presented  which  show  the  revenue  of  all  passenger  trains 
from  September  23,  1912,  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  February,  1914. 
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These  tables  show  the  amount  received  for  handling  passengers,  mall,  ex- 
press,  milk  and  excess  baggage.  The  average  passenger  revenue  per  mile 
for  all  the  trains  shown  is  seventy-one  cents,  the  total  revenue  from  all 
sources  being  $54,475.35.  This  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  actual  opeiating 
expenses  of  the  passenger  trains.  For  the  year  beginning  January,  1911, 
and  ending  June,  1912,  the  revenue  for  freight  received  at  all  points 
amounted  to  $173,184.82,  and  for  freight  forwarded  from  all  points,  $205,- 
240.78,  making  a  total  of  $378,425.60. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  determine  what  proportion  of  these  earnings 
should  be  applied  to  the  branch  line.  The  freight  service  is  generally  con- 
fined to  one  freight  train  per  day  each  way.  It  is  apparent  that  the  earn- 
ings from  all  sources,  freight  and  passenger,  is  remunerative.  This  being 
so,  the  only  question  to  determine  is  whether  the  railroad  company  will 
afford  reasonable  passenger  service  by  the  operation  of  a  single  daily  pas- 
senger train. 

This  branch  was  built  about  thirty-five  years  ago  and  ovef  $100,000.00 
was  contributed  by  the  people  along  the  line  to  aid  in  its  construction. 
Originally  the  people  were  served  by  a  single  daily  passenger  train,  which 
was  at  a  time  when  that  section  of  the  state  was  undeveloped.  The  terri- 
tory along  the  line  is  now  highly  developed  and  is  occupied  by  a  thrifty 
people,  and  there  has  been  a  vast  increase  in  freight  and  passenger  busi- 
ness. Substantial  and  enterprising  villages  have  been  built,  and  the  rea- 
sonable demands  of  the  public  requires  the  operation  of  two  daily  passenger 
trains  each  way.  Since  the  present  service  was  installed  there  has  been 
no  complaint  of  any  kind  about  the  manner  in  which  the  company  handles 
passenger,  express,  baggage,  mail  or  freight  business,  and  as  a  matter  of 
fact  it  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  railroad  that  the  people  have 
been  satisfied  with  the  service. 

After  considering  all  the  facts  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  railway  company  cannot  discharge  its  obligation  as  a  common  carrier 
by  withdrawing  from  service  passenger  trains  Nos.  433  and  434,  and  that 
it  is  reasonable  and  necessary  for  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Rail- 
way Company  to  continue  the  present  train  service. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  petition  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
denied.

SIDE  TRACKS. 

Petition  for  a  side  track  at  Isle  Station — Mr.  Charles  Malone, 
president  of  the  village  of  Isle,  Mille  Lac  county,  filed  on  December 
3,  1913,  a  petition  in  behalf  of  numerous  farmers  residing  in  the 
territory  tributary  to  Isle  station,  in  which  the  following  alleged 
facts  were  set  forth : 

State  of  Minnesota, 
County  of  Mille  Lacs, ss' 

Charles  Malone  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  that  he  is  a  resi- 
dent and  freeholder  in  the  village  of  Isle,  Mi'le  Lacs  county,  Minnesota; 
that  Isle  is  an  incorporated  village,  and  is  a  prosperous  and  growing  hamlet 
located  along  the  line  of  the  Soo  railway;  that  it  is  an  important  summer 
resort  on  Mille  Lacs  Lake,  and  is  the  natural  point  for  the  location  of  a 
station. 

That  the  only  railroad  service  given  this  village  and  community  is  the 
stopping  of  a  passenger  train  on  flag,  and  that  no  freight  service  of  any  kind 
is  afforded;  that  the  surrounding  country  is  fast  settling  up,  and  that  the  soil 
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is  fertile,  and  immense  quantities  of  timber  and  forest  products  are  ready 
to  be  cut  and  marketed;  that  an  aggregation  of  farmers  stand  ready  and 
willing  to  build  a  potato  warehouse  at  this  point  when  freight  facilities  are 
afforded. 

That  it  is  necessary  that  the  people  of  this  community  be  given  some 
freight  service. 

The  petitioner  therefore  prays  that  the  Railroad  &  Warehouse  Com- 
mission will  order  and  require  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
Railway  Company  to  build  a  spur  track  off  its  main  track  at  Isle,  upon 
which  to  receive  and  discharge  carload  and  less  than  carload  freight.

Upon  the  receipt  and  filing  of  the  petition  a  copy  of  same  was 
sent  to  the  railway  compay  for  its  consideration  with  a  request  that 
it  advise  the  Commission  of  its  attitude  in  the  premises. 

On  December  8,  1913,  pending  the  receipt  of  the  company's  re- 
ply, a  supplementary  petition  was  received  by  the  Commission  in 
which  was  presented  many  additional  facts  in  support  thereof,  sub- 
scribed to  not  only  by  the  officers,  property  owners  and  citizens  of 
the  village  of  Isle,  but  by  the  settlers  of  the  country  tributary  there- 
to, setting  forth  numerous  additional  reasons  and  facts  to  indicate 
the  necessity  for  the  improvements  desired. 

The  petitioners,  in  order  to  show  their  good  faith  in  the  prem- 
ises, gave  assurance  that  they  were  ready  and  willing  to  furnish  all 
labor  free  of  charge  that  would  be  necessary  in  the  grading  up  of 
a  suitable  road  bed  to  receive  the  ties  and  iron  required  for  the 
proposed  side  track  for  any  distance  up  to  six  hundred  feet.  The 
railway  company  filed  its  answer  in  due  course,  entering  general 
denial  as  to  the  essential  allegations  contained  in  the  complaint; 
whereupon  an  order  for  a  hearing  wTas  issued  to  take  place  on 
Thursday,  January  29,  A.  D.  1914,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
at  the  office  of  the  Commission  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.  Copies  of  the 
order  were  sent  to  O.  R.  Huntington,  general  manager  of  the  com- 
pany, M.  D.  Munn,  its  attorney,  and  to  Charles  Malone,  petitioner, 
Isle,  Minn. 

The  matter  came  on  for  hearing  at  the  time  and  place  appointed. 
The  following  appearances  were  made:  M.  D.  Munn,  as  attorney 
for  the  railway  company ;  Charles  Malone,  L.  A.  Mater  and  Henry 
Swanson  for  the  petitioners.  Considerable  evidence  was  received 
and  numerous  affidavits  were  filed  by  the  petitioners  to  indicate  the 
amount  of  forest  products  to  be  cut  and  delivered  to  the  railway 
company  for  shipment.  The  company  was  requested  by  the  Com- 
mission to  furnish  a  statement  showing  the  freight  and  passenger 
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business  at  the  adjoining  stations  of  Ked  Top  and  Wahkon,  also  the 
present  volume  of  passenger  business  at  Isle,  with  the  understanding 
that  upon  receipt  of  same  the  Commission  would  furnish  its  conclu- 
sions in  the  matter.  The  findings  and  order  were  published  on 
April  7,  1914,  as  hereinafter  set  forth:

Application  for  Spur  Track  on  Which  to  Receive  and  Discharge  Carload  and 
Less  than  Carload  Freight. 

This  is  an  application  for  a  spur  track  on  which  to  receive  or  ship  car- 
load and  less  than  carload  freight.  The  hearing  was  duly  held  on  the  29th 
day  of  January,  1914,  the  petitioner  being  represented  in  person,  and  the 
railway  company  by  Mr.  M.  D.  Munn,  its  counsel. 

Isle  is  a  small  village  located  oil  Mille  Lacs  Lake,  fouf  miles  from 
Wahkon,  and  three  and  one  half  miles  from  Red  Top.  At  the  present  time, 
passenger  trains  stop  there  on  flag  for  receiving  and  discharging  passengers 
and  mail.  No  freight  service  is  given  this  point,  and  it  is  not  recognized 
by  the  railway  company  as  a  regular  station.  It  is  situated  on  a  natural 
harbor  of  the  lake,  and  in  the  course  of  time,  if  properly  supported,  should 
become  a  promising  village.  At  the  present  time,  but  little  freight  is 
received  by  the  people  at  this  point.  It  was  shown  that  considerable 
forest  products  can  be  cut  and  shipped  from  Isle  if  railroad  facilities  are 
furnished,  and  that  the  farmers  in  and  around  this  place  will  make  a  special 
effort  to  raise  potatoes  and.  other  farm  products  for  shipment.  The  amount 
of  freight  that  may  be  shipped  from  this  place  is  entirely  problematical, 
but  the  Commission  feels  that  the  community  should  be  met  half  way  and 
given  a  fair  chance  to  develop.  Under  present  conditions,  it  seems  reason- 
able to  require  the  company  to  build  a  spur  track  having  three  car  capacity, 
for  the  handling  of  freight  in  carload  lots. 

At  the  hearing,  Mr.  Malone,  who  is  president  of  the  village  of  Isle, 
stated  that  the  settlers  would  do  the  grading  and  furnish  the  ties  if  the 
railway  company  would  supply  the  steel  and  the  labor  of  laying  the  same. 
This  is  a  fair  ofTer. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  Railway  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  required,  to  construct 
and  maintain  a  spur  from  its  track  at  Isle,  Minn.,  with  a  capacity  of  three 
cars,  and  that  the  same  be  used  by  the  public  for  the  handling  "in"  and 
"out"  of  carload  shipments  of  freight;  that  the  railway  company  supply  the 
steel  and  track  connections  and  the  labor  of  laying  the  same,  and  that  the 
petitioner  furnish  the  ties  and  grading,  and  that  said  work  be  done  on  or 
before  the  1st  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1914.

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Application  by  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Rail- 
way Company  for  permission  to  remove  unused  side  tracks  at  Brad- 
ley and  Caroline  on  said  railway — In  making  this  application  the 
railway  company  alleges  that  the  tracks  in  question  had  not  been 
in  use  for  a  number  of  years  and  were  not  likely  to  be  needed  in 
the  future  unless  conditions  arise  which  are,  at  the  present  outlook, 
improbable. 

The  Commission  detailed  Mr.  W.  Kearton,  of  its  engineering  de- 
partment, to  make  an  investigation  of  the  conditions  at  the  two 
points  in  question,  which  was  done  and  the  detailed  report  of  the 
results  thereof  was  filed  on  March  6,  1914.  The  Commission  there- 
upon gave  notice  that  a  hearing  in  this  matter  would  take  place 
at  its  office  in  the  state  capitol,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  on  March  12,  1914, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  notices  thereof  were  mailed  to  all 
parties  interested.  The  hearing  came  on  before  the  Commission  as 
appointed.  Mr.  J.  R.  Welch,  division  superintendent  of  the  railway 
company  was  present,  but  not  other  appearances  were  made. 

The  matter  was  taken  under  advisement  and  the  hearing  closed. 
The  Commission  made  its  order  in  the  premises  on  March  21,  1914, 
which  follows  herewith :

Hearing  having  ibeen  duly  held  upon  this  application  on  the  12th  day 
of  March,  A.  D.  1914,  at  which  J.  R.  Welch,  division  superintendent,  repre- 
senting the  railway  company  was  present,  and  no  objectors  appeared  on  be- 
half of  the  public,  thp  Commission  finds: 

That  the  sidetrack  at  Bradley  was  built  about  fifteen  years  ago  to 
serve  a  lime  kiln,  and  that  no  business  has  been  taken  to  or  from  that  spur 
for  many  years,  and  that  the  connection  with  the  main  line  was  discon- 
tinued three  years  ago,  and  that  there  is  at  the  present  time  no  public  de- 
mand for  the  use  of  said  track. 

That  the  track  at  Caroline  was  installed  a  good  many  years  ago,  and 
the  only  public  business  handled  upon  said  track  within  the  past  five  years 
is  one  car  of  drain  tile  and  one  car  of  hay;  that  the  switch  connection  was 
taken  out  two  years  ago,  and  that  at  the  present  time,  there  is  no  demand 
for  public  service  upon  said  track. 

The  value  of  the  metal  in  the  two  sidetracks  is  $3,500.00,  and  the  com- 
pany desires  to  use  the  same  on  other  parts  of  its  line. 

That  the  abandonment  of  said  tracks  will  not  result  in  injury  of  any 
kind  to  the  public,  and  that  the  application  is  hereby  granted.

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Felton,  on  Great  Northern  Railway — Application  for  extension 
of  loading  track— This  was  a  formal  petition  by  Amenia  Elevator 
Company  ©t  al  for  an  extension  of  the  loading  track  at  said  station 
to  an  extent  sufficient  to  accommodate  at  least  twenty-five  addi- 
tional cars,  on  the  ground  that  the  present  trackage  is  practically  all 
occupied  by  elevators,  coal  sheds,  a  lumber  yard  and  a  potato  ware- 
house. It  was  further  set  forth  that  in  the  fall  months  there  are 
approximately  six  hundred  cars  of  grain,  potatoes  and  hay  shipped 
from  this  station  and  it  is  at  this  time  that  the  company  does  not 
maintain  sufficient  trackage  to  enable  shippers  to  load  their  prod- 
ucts, resulting  in  many  cases  in  a  serious  loss. 

This  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  railway  company 
on  June  18,  1914,  by  service  of  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  a 
request  for  a  reply  as  to  their  attitude  on  the  question,  resulting  in 
the  company's  denial  of  the  alleged  necessity  for  additional  track- 
age. 

A  hearing  being  deemed  necessary,  the  Commission  issued  its 
order  that  such  hearing  would  take  place  at  the  Arlington  hotel, 
Felton,  Minnesota,  on  Tuesday,  August  4,  1914,  at  nine  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon.  It  was  subsequently  found  necessary  to  postpone  said 
hearing  to  Tuesday,  August  11, 1914,  which  came  on  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed,  before  Commissioner  Jacobson. 

The  petitioners  were  represented  by  Mr.  August  Stiening  and 
other  citizens.  Mr.  M.  L.  Countryman  appeared  as  counsel  for  the 
railway  company.  After  the  evidence  had  been  received,  the  hear- 
ing was  closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advisement. 

The  findings  and  order  of  the  Commission  were  published  Au- 
gust 13, 1914,  as  follows:

A  copy  of  the  petition  was  mailed  to  the  presidents,  respectively, 
of  the  village  councils  of  Browerville  and  Clarissa,  with  a  request 
for  information  as  to  existing  public  sentiment  on  the  subject  of  the 
proposed  abandonment  of  the  tracks  in  question. 

A  response  was  received  from  President  Fimon  of  Clarissa  to  the 
effect  that  owing  to  the  abandonment  of  the  brick  plant  there  was 
no  objection  to  the  removal  of  the  spur  as  there  was  no  further  use 
for  it.    No  response  was  received  from  Browerville. 

The  Commission  gave  notice  that  a  hearing  wrould  take  place  at

The  hearing  came  on  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  before 
Commissioners  Mills  and  Jacobson.  The  only  other  appearance 
was  Mr.  E.  W.  McElroy,  for  the  petitioner.    No  objectors  were  pres- 
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ent.    After  a  short  discussion  the  hearing  was  closed  and  the  matter 
taken  under  advisement.

Perth  Siding,  on  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Rail- 
way— Application  for  a  side  track — Copy  of  a  petition,  subscribed 
to  by  a  number  of  land  owners  located  on  the  line  of  the  above 
named  railway  near  Perth,  was  filed  on  July  21,  1914,  asking  the 
good  offices  of  the  Commission  towards  securing  a  small  siding  so 
as  to  enable  petitioners  to  load  and  unload  shipments  of  freight.

in  the  vicinity  intends  to  tile  their  land  more  or  less. 

The  railway  company  wras  represented  by  J.  R.  Welch,  super- 
intendent, and  L.  A.  Mizener,  traveling  freight  agent,  who  expressed 
their  opinion  that  any  stock  or  merchandise  to  be  used  around  Perth 
Siding  should  be  shipped  either  to  Lake  Crystal  or  Madelia. 

After  the  testimony  had  been  taken,  the  hearing  was  closed  and 
the  matter  taken  under  advisement.

Petition  for  side  track  at  Richmond— On  October  9,  1913,  Mr.  F. 
Wurst,  the  proprietor  of  a  flouring  mill  at  Richmond,  Minn.,  filed 
a  communication  soliciting  the  aid  of  the  Commission  in  securing 
a  spur  track  to  the  said  mill,  and  to  this  end  desired  to  be  advised 
as  to  the  conditions  upon  which  this  spur  could  be  secured. 

The  Commission  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  J. 
Lindsay,  division  superintendent  at  Melrose,  Minn.,  requesting  an 
expression  as  to  what  the  attitude  of  the  company  would  be  in  the 
premises.  Reply  followed,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  situation 
and  conditions  would  necessitate  a  track  about  seven  hundred  feet 
long,  which  would  cost  approximately  $725.00,  and  that  the  subject 
had  been  referred  to  the  general  manager  for  his  consideration  and 
reply.  The  Commission  was  subsequently  advised  by  the  company 
that  it  had  arranged  to  put  in  the  track  for  petitioner  but  as  the 
season  was  so  far  advanced  it  had  been  concluded  to  defer  the 
work  until  the  following  spring.  In  the  meantime  the  applicant 
had  made  the  company  an  offer  in  payment  for  the  work,  which 
was  not  accepted,  and  the  matter  was  renewed  with  the  Commis- 
sion by  the  applicant,  who  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  rail- 
way company  was  obliged  under  provisions  of  law  to  construct  the 
track  without  cost  to  applicant.  On  June  23,  1914,  the  complain- 
ant filed  a  formal  petition  as  follows :  •

Richmond,  Minn.,  June  23,  1914. 
To  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission. 

I,  the  undersigned,  Fridolin  Wurst,  the  sole  proprietor  of  the  Richmond 
flour  mill,  at  Richmond,  Minn.,  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body 
to  assist  me  in  obtaining  a  spur  track  from  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
Company  to  the  mill. 

The  Richmond  flour  mill  is  located  one  hundred  fifty  feet  from  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company  industry  track.  The  mill  property  adjoins 
that  of  the  railway  right-of-way,  and  the  mill  is  placed  as  near  to  the 
track  as  the  property  will  permit.  The  mill  is  rated  one  hundred  barrels 
of  flour  per  day  and  the  elevator,  in  connection  with  the  mill,  has  a  capacity 
of  fifteen  thousand  bushels.  The  business  of  the  mill  is  to  buy  grain,  make 
flour  and  feed  and  ship  the  surplus  of  grain,  flour  and  feed.  The  amount 
of  business  for  the  past  year  was  as  follows:  Wheat  shipped  out,  twenty- 
three  carloads;  flour  and  feed  shipped  out,  twenty-four  carloads;  coal,  corn 
and  oilmeal  shipped  in,  six  carloads.    All  the  flour,  feed  and  grain  shipped 
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out  of  the  mill  and  elevator  has  to  be  loaded  on  a  wagon  and  hauled  over 
to  the  tracks  at  the  present  time,  and  everything  that  is  shipped  in  is 
handled  in  the  same  way,  which  makes  it  very  inconvenient  and  requires 
a  great  deal  of  extra  labor  and  time  . 

Your  petitioner  therefore  respectfully  requests  that  you  give  this  mat- 
ter your  due  consideration  and  if  you  find  that  the  facts  set  forth,  come 
within  your  jurisdiction,  that  you  will  take  steps  to  compel  the  Great  North- 
ern Railway  Company  to  construct  a  spur  track,  if  not  at  the  sole  expense 
of  the  company,  at  least  at  reasonable  terms  for  its  construction.

This  matter  came  on  for  hearing  before  Commissioner  Mills  on  the

which  is  more  fully  described  in  exhibit  "B,"  hereto  annexed  and  made 
a  part  of  this  order;  it  is  practicable  to  construct  a  track  from  respondent's 
industry  or  house  track  entirely  upon  the  right-of-way  of  the  railway  com- 
pany so  as  to  serve  complainant's  elevator  and  mill;  complainant  never  ap- 
plied to  the  company  for  a  site  on  its  industry  or  house  track  for  the  erec- 
tion of  either  the  mill  or  the  elevator;  if  a  side  track  was  constructed  the 
complainant  would  probably  ship  out  from  said  mill  and  elevator  about  fifty 
cars  a  year;  he  shipped  forty  last  year,  most  of  these  shipments  going  to 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  where  he  finds  a  market  for  his  product;  the  station 
of  Richmond  is  surrounded  by  a  farming  country  producing  wheat,  rye  and 
corn,  principally  wheat,  and  the  products  are  sufficient  to  keep  a  mill  of 
the  capacity  of  complainant's  in  constant  operation,  and  if  it  had  side  track 
facilities  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  complainant's  business 
would  grow  and  he  could  operate  his  mill  to  full  capacity  and  probably 
increase  the  same;  respondent  has  at  this  point  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
forty-seven  feet  of  side  track,  commonly  called  industry  or  house  track; 
respondent  has  always  been  ready  and  willing,  and  is  still  ready  and  willing, 
to  give  complainant  the  right  to  erect  his  mill  and  elevator  upon  its  house 
or  industry  track,  whether  it  would  cost  more  to  move  the  mill  and  elevator 
to  the  industry  or  house  track  than  it  would  to  construct  a  track,  as  com- 
plainant requests,  does  not  appear  in  the  evidence;  the  respondent's  con- 
tracts for  sites  of  elevators  or  other  industries  on  its  tracks  allow  it  to 
cancel  the  contract  on  thirty  days'  notice;  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  this  proceeding  there  were  three  elevators  situated  on  the  industry  or 
house  track  of  the  respondent  at  this  station  and  since  that  time  there 
has  been  one  of  them  removed;  outside  of  serving  complainant's  mill  and 
elevator  there  is  no  use  for  extra  trackage  as  the  tracks  already  at  this 
station  are  sufficient  to  do  all  the  .business  that  respondent  has  there  or  that 
can  reasonably  be  expected  at  that  station  for  a  number  of  years;  the  proper 
plan  for  a  side  track  to  complainant's  elevator  is  shown  in  exhibit  "B," 
hereto  attached,  and  it  will  cost  $782.54  to  construct  the  same,  the  items 
thereof  being  as  follows:

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This  application  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  289  of  the 
General  Laws  of  1913,  which  is  an  amendment  of  section  42&4  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1913,  and,  so  far  as  this  case  is  concerned,  they  are  the 
same.  Respondent  claims  that  the  statute  is  unconstitutional,  but  the 
Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  position  is  not  well  taken.  See 
State  vs.  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  115  Minn.  51, 
Union  Lime  Company  vs.  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway  Company  233 
United  States  211.  But  the  facts  in  this  case  do  not  warrant  requiring 
the  railroad  company  to  pay  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  expense  of  this  track. 
The  Commission  finds  that  a  fair  division  of  the  expense  would  be  for  the 
complainant  to  pay  $500.00  and  the  railroad  company  the  balance  and  to 
require  said  railway  company  to  operate  said  track  and  to  keep  it  in 
repair.  If  any  other  industries  should  be  located  upon  said  track  they 
should  be  required  to  pay  complainant  a  reasonable  proportion  of  what  he 
has  paid  for  its  construction,  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  or, 
if  they  cannot  agree,  the  amount  fixed  by  the  Commission. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  if  the  complainant  at  any  time  within 
ninety  (90)  days  fater  the  service  of  this  order  pay  to  the  respondent  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  or  satisfactorily  secure  payment  thereof 
on  the  completion  of  the  track  hereby  provided  for,  and  secure  respondent 
the  right  to  maintain  its  tracks  in  the  street,  that  respondent  shall  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  payment  or  securing  of  said  sum,  construct 
a  track  from  its  industry  or  house  track  to  the  elevator  and  mill  of  com- 
plainant in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  provided  in  exhibit 
"B;"  that  respondent  operate  said  track  to  complainant's  mill  and  elevator 
and  after  its  construction,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  said  track  in  good  repair 
and  fit  for  operation,  and  if  other  industries  shall  be  allowed  to  use  said 
track,  they  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  complainant  a  reasonable  part  of 
the  expense  that  he  has  paid  for  securing  the  same,  as  may  be  agreed  be- 
tween the  parties,  and  in  case  the  parties  cannot  agree,  the  amount  to  be 
fixed  by  this  Commission  upon  application  of  either  party.

Citizens'  Ice  &  Fuel  Company  vs.  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway  Company — Application  for  spur  track— This  matter  came 
before  the  Commission  on  October  22,  1914,  by  petition  from  the 
above  named  petitioner,  in  which  it  is  set  forth,  in  substance,  that 
said  petitioner  is  the  owner  of  part  of  lot  sixteen  (16)  and  part  of 
lot  twelve  (12),  Kittsondale,  being  Auditor's  subdivision  No.  27,  an 
addition  to  St.  Paul,  Ramsey  county,  Minnesota ;  that  said  property 
contains  over  one  acre  of  land  and  was  purchased  several  years  pre- 
viously by  complainant  for  the  purpose  of  operating  thereon  build- 
ings and  other  facilities,  for  the  unloading  from  cars  of  coal  and 
wood  shipped  to  said  petitioner  and  for  delivering  it  to  customers 
purchasing  same;  that  said  property  is  situated  about  seventy-six 
(76)  rods  north  of  said  railway,  commonly  known  as  Milwaukee 
Short  Line,  on  St.  Anthony  avenue  between  Pascal  avenue  and  Al- 
bert avenue,  extending  through  said  addition. 

That  prior  to  the  purchase  of  said  property  by  complainant,  said 
respondent  constructed  and  has  since  maintained  a  spur  track  con- 
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nected  with  the  said  Milwaukee  Short  Line  and  extending  therefrom 
over  and  across  complainant's  property  to  what  is  known  as  the 
White  Enamel  Refrigerator  Company  plant;  that  this  track  was 
constructed  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  freight  and  coal  along 
said  spur  track  and  is  so  used;  that  it  was  understood,  and  com- 
plainant so  believed,  that  it  could  connect  with  and  use  said  spur 
track  of  respondent  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  its  own  business 
as  aforesaid. 

That  notwithstanding  repeated  demands  by  complainant  that 
respondent  permit  it  to  use  said  spur  track  in  carrying  on  its 
business  as  aforesaid  by  connecting  its  own  spur  track  therewith, 
thus  according  to  the  complainant  similar  rights  and  privileges  as 
have  already  been  extended  to  other  and  competing  companies  en- 
gaged in  the  same  line  of  business  in  the  vicinity  of  said  property  as 
aforesaid. 

"Wherefore,  complainant  solicits  the  good  offices  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  requiring  said  respondent  to  transport  and  permit  to  be 
transported  over  its  said  line  of  railway  and  side  and  spur  tracks 
to  and  upon  said  complainant's  property,  all  cars  of  coal  and  wood 
that  may  be  directed  thereto  or  requested  to  be  delivered  thereto  by 
complainant  and  further  to  require  said  respondent  to  connect  and 
permit  to  be  connected  with  its  spur  track  mentioned  in  said  peti- 
tion, a  side  or  spur  track  extending  out  and  upon  said  property, 
for  the  use  of  said  complainant,  and  place  thereon  and  allow  to  be 
placed  thereon  all  cars  of  coal  and  wood  shipped  to  complainant  as 
required  by  it:  also  for  such  other  relief  to  which  complainant  may 
be  legally  entitled  under  the  allegations  contained  in  its  complaint 
and  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  Minnesota. 

Upon  the  reading  and  filing  of  the  petition  herein  described,  a 
copy  was  served  on  the  respondent  with  an  order  to  satisfy  same  and 
grant  the  relief  demanded  therein  or  show  cause  by  answer  wThy 
such  relief  should  not  be  granted.  Answer  was  duly  filed  by  re- 
spondent, entering  general  denial  to  the  allegations  contained  in 
the  complaint.  The  Commission  thereupon  gave  notice  of  a  hearing 
to  take  place  at  its  office  in  the  state  capitol  on  Saturday,  November 
10,  1914,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  which  came  on  as  appointed. 

Appearances  were  as  follows :  For  the  Commission,  Hon.  C.  E. 
Elmquist.  For  the  complainant,  A.  R.  Moore,  attorney,  and  F.  W. 
Fooshe,  president  of  Citizens  Ice  &  Fuel  Company;  C.  E.  Tuttle, 
Carnegie  Coal  Company;  Gebhart  Bohn.  White  Enamel  Refrigerator 
Company.  For  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company, 
J.  W.  Foster,  general  superintendent;  F.  W.  Root,  attorney;  J.  T. 
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Conley,  general  freight  agent;  F.  E.  Otis,  assistant  general  freight 
agent ;  G.  A.  Van  Dyke,  superintendent. 

The  matter  was  presented  to  the  Commission  in  an  informal 
manner  by  Mr.  Root,  who  stated  as  his  belief  that  the  issues  in- 
.  volved  in  the  case  under  consideration  could  be  settled  in  an  amic- 
able manner  and  without  any  formal  action  by  the  Commission,  pro- 
vided the  complainants  were  willing  to  give  reasonable  and  proper 
assurances  that  it  is  their  intention,  in  good  faith,  to  make  use  of  the 
proposed  track  and  the  property  for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  disposing  of  same ;  that  they  intend  to  operate  it  them- 
selves as  a  coal  and  wood  yard,  or,  in  other  words,  to  confine  the 
business  in  accordance  with  the?  purpose  set  up  in  their  applica- 
tion. 

This  proposition  was  met  by  Mr.  Moore,  attorney  for  the  peti- 
tioner, in  the  statement  that  there  is  no  hesitation  on  the  part  of  the 
petitioner  to  give  assurance  that  the  application  is  made  in  good 
faith  and  with  the  intention  of  improving  the  property  as  a  coal 
and  wood  yard;  that  arrangements  were  already  under  way  for 
the  erection  of  buildings  at  a  cost  of  $12,000.00  and  that  the  peti- 
tioner would  be  willing  to  enter  into  any  agreement  which  will  give 
evidence  of  their  good  faith  in  this  particular.  There  was  additional 
discussion  with  reference  to  the  conditions  under  which  the  pro- 
posed spur  track  should  be  constructed,  the  matter  being  finally  dis- 
posed of  by  stipulation  between  the  parties  that  the  petition  would 
be  granted  by  the  railway  company  provided  the  petitioner  would 
furnish  the  spur  track  and  connections  upon  its  property  and  will 
pay  for  the  same  in  the  usual  manner  and  further  that  the  facilities 
furnished  shall  be  limited  to  handling  coal  and  wood.  This  proved 
to  be  an  acceptable  adjustment  of  the  matter  and  the  hearing  was 
thereupon  closed.  The  entire  stipulation  was  made  a  matter  of 
record  by  the  Commission. 

CROSSINGS. 

Grove  City — Complaint  of  dangerous  crossing — On  May  29,  1914, 
the  Great  Northern  railway,  in  which  attention  was  called  to  the 
existence  of  a  dangerous  grade  crossing  at  Second  Street  in  said 
village;  further,  that  on  July  7,  1913,  four  persons  were  killed  at 
said  crossing,  which  accident  might  have  been  avoided  had  proper 
protection  been  maintained.  The  Commission,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  ths  crossing  is  the  pubic  thoroughfare  between  the  north  and 
south  portions  of  the  village  and  across  the  railway  rifht-of-way, 
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is  requested  to  require  the  company  to  install  and  maintain  an  elec- 
tric signal  bell  for  the  protection  of  the  public  at  said  crossing. 

The  Commission  being  well  advised  as  to  al  lthe  essential  facts 
in  the  matter,  did  not  deem  a  formal  hearing  necessary  and  accord- 
ingly made  its  order  on  July  21,  1914,  as  herein  stated. 

Twin  Valley  Eailroad  Crossing— On  June  6,  1914,  a  complaint 
was  filed  by  the  village  authorities  of  Twin  Valley,  Norman  county, 
on  the  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway,  with  reference  to  an 
alleged  dangerous  railroad  crossing  intersecting  Main  street  in 
said  village,  this  being  alleged  to  be  a  much  traveled  highway  or 
village  street  used  by  the  residents  cf  the  village  and  also  by  farm- 
ers and  others  coming  to  the  village  from  the  east  for  the  purpose 
of  transacting  business.  It  was  further  stated  that  on  the  south 
side  of  said  intersection  there  are  warehouses,  elevators  and  other 
buildings  obstructing  the  view  of  the  railroad  track.  In  view  of  the 
facts  stated  petitioners  suggested  that  some  provision  for  warning 
persons  of  approaching  danger  should  be  adopted. 

A  hearing  took  place  at  Twin  Valley  on  the  twenty-fourth  day 
of  July,  1914,  before  Commissioners  Mills  and  Jacobson.  Appear- 
ances for  the  village  were  as  follows:  C.  A.  Presting,  recorder; 
V.  E.  Smith,  member  of  the  council ;  II.  N.  Bentley,  lumber  dealer. 
F.  C.  Huntington,  East  Grand  Forks,  appeared  for  the  railway  com- 
pany. 

The  evidence  having  been  received,  the  hearing  was  closed  and 
the  matter  taken  under  advisement.  The  Commission  made  its 
order  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  October,  1914,  as  hereto  appended : 

(Order.) 

BEFORE   THE   RAILROAD   AND   WAREHOUSE   COMMISSION  OF   THE 
STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  village  of  Twin  Valley  for  the  installa- 
tion of  safety  devices  at  an  alleged  dangerous  crossing  on  Main  street 
in  said  village,  on  the  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company 
in  Norman  county. 

This  matter  was  heard  at  Twin  Valley  on  July  24,  1914,  before  Com- 
missioners Mills  and  Jacobson.  V.  E.  Smith,  mayor;  P.  A.  Presting,  village 
recorder,  and  H.  N.  Bentley,  appeared  for  the  village  of  Twin  Valley,  and 
Mr.  F.  C.  Huntington,  trainmaster,  appeared  for  the  railway  company. 

After  hearing  the  testimony  the  Commission  finds,  that  Twin  Valley  is 
a  regularly  incorporated  village  located  on  the  tracks  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railway  Company  in  Norman  county,  Minnesota;  that  the  tracks 
of  said  company  are  situated  four  and  one-half  or  five  feet  below  the  sur- 
face of  Main  street,  which  is  the  only  street  in  the  village  crossing  the  rail- 
way tracks;  that  the  track  at  this  point  runs  north  and  south  and  the  street 
crosses  it  east  and  west;  that  on  the  south  side  of  said  street  there  is  a 
park  on  the  company's  right-of-way,  and  next  to  that  some  coal  houses, 
then  an  elevator;   that  there  is  a  track  upon  which  the  elevator  and  coal 
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houses  are  located,  and  the  view  ig  somewhat,  but  not  entirely,  obstructed, 
of  trains  coming  from  the  south. 

There  are  two  passenger  trains  and  two  freight  trains  each  way  in 
the  day  time.  One  of  the  passenger  trains  is  between  midnight  and  morn- 
ing and  the  other  passenger  trains  are  in  the  afternoon.  All  of  the  trains 
stop  at  Twin  Valley,  except  occasionally  what  is  known  as  the  time  Winni- 
peg freight  train.  There  may  be  times  when  that  train  does  not  stop  entirely 
here.  West  bound  trains  as  a  rule  take  water  at  this  point.  There  are 
no  trains  that  go  over  the  crossing  that  are  not  etnirely  under  control 
and  able  to  be  stopped  within  a  very  short  distance.  Passenger  trains 
do  not  run  over  this  crossing  to  exceed  ten  miles  an  hour,  as  they  stop 
for  water  from  the  south  and  again  at  the  depot,  and  from  the  north  they 
all  stop  at  the  depot,  which  is  not  over  two  hundred  feet  from  the  cross- 
ing. Cars  in  front  of  the  park  sometimes  obstruct  the  view  of  trains  com- 
ing from  the  south.  The  company  has  increased  its  trackage  and  it  will 
not  be  as  necessary  to  use  this  space  for  storage  in  the  future  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past.  The  complainants  suggested  that  the  Commission  require 
a  flagman  to  be  put  in  at  this  crossing.  That  would  entail  the  employment 
of  an  extra  man  and  the  only  other  device  that  suggests  itself  would  be  a 
crossing  bell.  A  hotel  is  located  about  one  hundred  fifty  feet  from  the 
depot,  and  where  this  bell  would  have  to  go  in,  if  one  was  installed,  also 
residences  and  business  houses  are  in  the  near  vicinity.  A  bell  is  not 
entirely  satisfactory  as  a  crossing  protection.  In  some  instances  complaints 
have  been  made  that  they  are  a  nuisance.  It  would  be  particularly  dis- 
agreeable at  this  crossing  on  account  of  the  proximity  of  the  hotel,  resi- 
dences, and  business  houses. 

Considering  the  number  of  trains  and  the  fact  that  they  all  slow  up  at 
this  crossing,  the  passenger  trains  not  going  over  ten  miles  per  hour,  and 
the  freight  trains  probably  not  over  four  or  five  miles,  the  Commission  is 
of  the  opinion  that  this  is  not  such  a  dangerous  crossing  as  would  warrant 
it  in  requiring  its  protection  either  by  a  flagman  or  by  other  device.  The 
application  is  therefore  denied.

PLATFORMS. 

Application  for  a  stopping  station  for  passenger  trains  between 
Janesville  and  Waseca  or  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway— 

This  application  was  received  on  November  10,  1913,  from  Mr.  "Wal- 
ter K.  Ostreich,  of  Janesville,  representing  a  number  of  residents 
tributary  to  said  railway  between  Janesville  and  Waseca.  The  peti- 
tioners desired  to  have  a  platform  erected  and  passenger  trains 
stopped  at  said  location  for  the  accommodation  of  people  living 
tributary  to  same,  the  platform  to  be  located  four  miles  east  of 
Janesville. 

The  Commission  arranged  for  a  hearing  on  the  matter  to  take 
plaee  on  Tuesday,  March  24,  1914,  at  7  -.30  a.  m.,  at  the  Commercial 
hotel,  Janesville,  which  came  on  pursuant  to  notice.  The  railway 
company  was  represented  by  II.  J.  Wagen,  its  general  agent ;  C.  T. 
Dike,  superintendent,  and  W.  J.  Jackson,  division  engineer.  Sev- 
eral witnesses  offered  testimony  in  support  of  the  petition,  after 
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which  the  hearing  was  closed  and  the  matter  taken  under  advise- 
ment. The  order  of  the  Commission  followed  on  the  fourteenth  day 
of  April,  1914,  to-wit :

BEFORE   THE   RAILROAD  AND   WAREHOUSE   COMMISSION   OF   THE 
STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  W.  K.  O&treich  and  others,  for  a  small 

passenger  platform  at  a  point  about  four  miles  east  of  Janesville,  at  a 

wagon  road  crossing  further  described  as  opposite  the  Conway  farm, 

on  the  line  of  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  railway. 

Hearing   was   held   in   Janesville,    March    25,    1914,   by   Commissioner 

Staples.    The  petitioners  were  represented  by  W.  K.  Ostreich  and  others. 

The  railway  company  was  represented  by  H.  J.  Wagen,  general  agent;  C.  T. 

Dike,  general  superintendent,  and  W.  J.  Jackson,  division  engineer. 

The  testimony  taken  has  boen  reviewed  by  the  Commission.  The  facts 
found  are  as  follows.  The  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway  Company 
operates  a  line  of  railway  between  the  towns  of  Mankato  and  Winona. 
Between  the  stations  of  Janesville  and  Waseca,  about  ten  miles  apart,  there 
is  no  station.    Six  witnesses  offered  testimony  in  support  of  the  petition. 

The  country  between  Janesville  and  Waseca  is  a  good  farming  district 
and  appears  to  be  fairly  well  settled.  There  is  no  store  or  other  industry 
of  any  kind.  The  farmers  at  present  find  a  market  at  one  or  the  other 
of  the  two  towns.  Most  of  the  testimony  was  directed  to  the  desire  for  a 
freight  shipping  station,  but  not  sufficient  testimony  was  offered  to  warrant 
making  an  order  nor  was  any  testimony  given  to  show  the  proper  place 
to  locate  a  station  if  one  is  ordered.  Little  testimony  was  given  to  support 
the  necessity  for  a  passenger  platform. 
The  petition  is,  therefore,  denied.

STOCKYARD  FACILITIES. 

Long  Siding— Mille  Lac  County — Petition  for  stockyards — Mr. 
Henry  Uglum,  of  Long  Siding,  in  behalf  of  himself  and  numerous 
other  stock  shippers  at  said  point,  called  upon  the  Commission  on 
July  23,  1914,  and  solicited  its  good  offices  toward  securing  the  in- 
stallation of  slockyards  with  proper  facilities  at  said  location. 

It  was  set  forth  that  there  were  no  such  facilities  at  present,  al- 
though there  were  about  one  hundred  farmers  in  that  territory 
who  are  interested  in  the  raising  of  stock  and  in  need  of  the  facili- 
ties requested. 

The  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Great  Northern 
Railway  Company  with  a  request  for  investigation  with  a  view  to 
granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners.  The  attitude  of  the  com- 
pany being  adverse  to  the  petition,  the  Commission  deemed  a  hear- 
ing necessary,  and  to  that  end  it  was  ordered  to  take  place  at 
Princeton,  Minn.,  on  Thursday,  August  13,  1914,  at  seven  o'clock 
p.  m.    Notice  of  such  hearing  having  been  given  to  parties  inter- 
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ested,  Commissioner  Mills  was  present  for  the  Commission  and  met 
the  petitioners  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  whereupon  it  was 
arranged  to  drive  over  to  Long  Siding,  a  distance  of  five  miles, 
where  the  investigation  took  place. 

The  citizens  were  represented  by  Mr.  Henry  Uglum  and  others 
interested  in  the  matter,  who  offered  testimony  bearing  on  the  situ- 
ation, after  which  the  hearing  was  closed  and  the  matter  taken  un- 
der advisement. 

The  findings  and  order  of  the  Commission  were  submitted  on 

September  9,  A.  D.  1914,  as  herein  set  forth: 

(Order.) 

BEFORE   THE   RAILROAD  AND   WAREHOUSE   COMMISSION   OF   THE 
STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  station  facilities  furnished  by  the  Great  Northern  railway 
at  its  station  at  Lone  Siding. 

This  matter  was  heard  before  Commissioner  Mills  on  the  13th  day  of 
August,  1914,  at  Long  Siding.  The  citizens  were  represented  by  Henry 
Uglum  and  several  other  patrons  of  the  railroad  and  the  company  by  M.  L. 
Countryman,  general  attorney,  and  J.  Lindsay,  superintendent.  After  hear- 
ing the  evidence  the  Commissioner  made  the  following  report: 

"Long  Siding  is  situated  4.21  miles  from  Princeton  and  9.80  miles 
from  Milaca,  the  business  done  at  said  station  being,  according  to  the 
report  made  by  the  company,  for  twelve  months  ending  May  31,  1914, 
as  follows: 

"Freight  forwarded,  $3,202.07;  freight  received,  $973.25;  passenger 
receipts,  $1,047.41;   making  a  total  of  $5,222.73. 

"This  passenger  business  represents  only  business  from  said  station 
and  not  business  into  it.  In  such  cases  the  Commission,  under  the 
statute,  always  consider  the  'In'  business  to  be  equal  to  the  'out'  and 
double  the  amount  of  passenger  receipts  reported,  which  makes  the 
business  of  that  station,  $6,270.14.  Said  station  now  has  custodian  serv- 
ice and  the  station  facilities  consist  of  a  small  building  twelve  feet 
by  eight  feet — a  mere  shack — and  in  very  bad  condition. 

"The  evidence  shows  that  an  association,  consisting  of  about  ninety 
members,  wish  to  ship  stock  from  this  point  and  they  would  probably 
ship  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  cars  a  year.  It  was  claimed  stock  that 
properly  belong  to  this  station  was  now  taken  to  Princeton  and  Milaca 
and  some  to  St.  Cloud.  The  station  of  Princeton  received  ninety-three 
carloads  of  stock  during  the  twelve  months  ending  May  31,  1914,  and 
the  station  of  Milaca,  one  hundred  one.  The  company  states  that  there 
has  been  no  stock  offered  at  Long  Siding.  There  naturally  would  lie 
none,  for  there  has  never  been  a»iy  'acilities  at  that  station  to  ship 
stock,  not  even  a  loading  chute.  In  my  opinion  it  is  necessary  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  its  business,  and  to  give  reasonable  service  to  the 
public,  the  company  should  provide  at  this  station  a  new  standard  port- 
able depot  'building  and  a  one-pen  stockyard  and  loading  chute." 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  was  adopted  by  the  Commission  and, 
It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company, 
by  December  1,  1914,  erect  and  maintain  at  the  station  of  Long  Siding  a 
new  standard  portable  depot  buillding  and  a  one-pen  stockyard  with  a  suffi- 
cient loading  chute  to  load  cattle  into  cars  for  shipment  and  that  the  cus- 
todian service  at  the  statior  be  continued.

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COMPLAINTS  AGAINST   COMMISSION  MERCHANTS. 

L.  H.  Nelson,  Kerkhoven,  vs.  Minnesota  Hay  &  Grain  Company, 
Minneapolis — Failure  to  make  proper  returns  on  two  cars  of  hay. — 

On  December  16,  1913,  a  complaint  was  received  from  L.  H.  Nelson, 
of  Kerkhoven,  in  which  it  was  alleged  that  on  or  about  November 
1,  1913,  he  had  consigned  two  carloads  of  hay  to  R.  Smith,  St.  Paul, 
doing  business  as  the  Minnesota  Hay  &•  Grain  Company,  said  cars 
being  described  as  G.  N.  127331  and  G.  N.  136274;  that  up  to  the 
time  of  rendering  the  complaint  he  had  received  $80.00  on  account 
of  said  consignment,  but  no  further  payment  had  since  been  received. 
The  assistance  of  the  Commission  towards  securing  the  amount  of 
balance  due  was  therefore  solicited. 

The  Commission  made  a  demand  on  the  consignee  for  an  im- 
mediate settlement  and  an  explanation  for  failure  to  so  do  up  to 
the  present  time.  Nothing  satisfactory  having  resulted,  the  Com- 
mission issued  its  order  on  February  4,  1914,  as  hereto  attached, 
whereby  the  license  of  said  defendant  was  cancelled  and  the  matter 
of  the  claim  referred  to  bondsmen  of  the  defendant,  resulting  in 
a  satisfactory  settlement  being  secured.

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  L.  H.  Nelson  of  Kerkhoven,  Minnesota, 
against  the  Minnesota  Hay  &  Grain  Company,  commission  merchants, 
for  Improper  handling  of  a  consignment  of  hay. 

L.  H.  Nelson  of  Kerkhoven,  Minnesota,  having  complained  in  writing 
about  the  unsatisfactory  returns  received  for  a  car  of  hay  which  he  had 
shipped  to  the  Minnesota  Hay  &  Grain  Company,  to  be  handled  on  consign- 
ment, and  the  Commission  having  caused  an  investigation  to  be  made,  it 
is  found: 

1.  That  R.  T.  Smith,  L.  J.  Smith,  and  Roderick  Smith,  are  co-partners, 
and  are  engaged  under  the  firm  name  of  Minnesota  Hay  &  Grain  Company, 
in  the' business  of  handling  agricultural  products  and  farm  produce  in  the 
city  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota. 

2.  That  on  the  second  day  of  June,  1913,  the  said  Minnesota  Hay  & 
Grain  Company,  was  duly  licensed  by  the  State  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  as  a  commission  merchant,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 2114  and  2120  inclusive,  of  the  General  Revised  Statutes  of  1905,  and 
the  said  company  filed  its  bond  and  proceeded  to  solicit  and  receive  for  sale, 
for  account  of  the  consignor,  certain  agricultural  products  and  farm  prod- 
uce. 

3.  That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  November,  1913,  the  said  L.  H. 
Nelson  consigned  to  said  Minnesota  Hay  &  Grain  Company,  one  car  o*  hay 
in  Great  Northern  car  No.  136274,  and  that  the  said  hay  was  received  in 
Minneapolis  on  or  about  the  fifth  day  of  November  and  sold  by  said  company 
for  the  account  of  the  said  shipper. 

4.  That  while  frequent  demands  have  been  made,  the  said  Minnesota 
Hay  &  Grain  Company  has  failed  and  refused  to  make  a  return  showing  the 
disposition  of  the  car,  the  price  received,  the  charges  against  the  car  and 
expense  of  handling,  and  has  failed  to  remit  money  received  for  said  hay. 
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5.  That  the  conduct  herein  described  is  prejudicial  to  the  interest 
of  the  said  L.  H.  Nelson,  and  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  duties  imposed 
upon  a  person  or  firm  occupying  a  fiduciary  relation  to  the  shipper. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  license  heretofore  issued  to  the 
Minnesota  Hay  &  Grain  Company  on  the  second  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1913, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  cancelled.

E.  L.  Olinger,  Northfield,  vs.  Northern  Commission  Company,  St. 
Paul — On  June  14th,  1914,  the  above  named  complainant  filed 
charges  against  Paul  Konopatzki,  doing  the  business  of  a  commis- 
sion merchant  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  under  the  name  of  Northern  Com- 
mission Company.  Complainant  alleged  that  on  March  11th,  1914, 
he  consigned  from  Castle  Rock,  Minnesota,  to  said  Northern  Com- 
mission Company,  St.  Paul,  a  carload  of  baled  hay,  containing  20,- 
000  pounds,  to  be  sold  for  his  account  on  commission,  said  car  being 
numbered  27382,  N.  P.;  that  up  to  the  time  of  making  this  com- 
plaint and  notwithstanding  repeated  efforts  on  his  part  to  secure  a 
settlement,  no  returns  had  been  made  by  .said  Northern  Commis- 
sion Company  nor  any  satisfactory  explanation  received  to  show 
the  reason  for  failure  on  defendant's  part  to  remit  the  proceeds 
due  complainant.  Subsequently,  an  account  of  sale  was  received, 
showing  a  net  balance  due  complainant  of  $34.68,  but  up  to  the 
time  of  filing  the  complaint  no  proceeds  had  been  remitted.  Com- 
plainant therefore  solicits  the  assistance  of  the  Commission  for  a 
settlement. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  defendant,  who  stated  that 
he  had  remitted  a  check  for  $34.68  in  full  settlement  of  the  amount 
due  on  April  2nd,  1914.  It  developed  that  the  bank  against  which 
the  check  was  drawn,  had  refused  to  honor  same,  and  on  continued 
refusal  of  the  defendant  to  make  proper  settlement  the  Commission 
issued  its  order  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  1914,  cancelling  the  license 
of  the  defendant.  Complainant  was  advised  to  take  the  matter  up 
with  the  surety  company  on  the  bond  of  the  defendant,  which  re- 
sulted in  settlement  of  the  claim. 

The  Commission  thereupon  made  an  order  for  the  cancellation  of 
the  license  of  the  Northern  Commission  Company,  copy  of  same  be- 
ing hereto  attached.

4.  That  notwithstanding  that  frequent  demands  have  been  made  there- 
for, the.  said  Northern  Commission  Company  has  failed  and  refused  to  remit 
to  the  consignor  the  money  received  and  due  for  said  hay,  amounting  to 
$34.68. 

5.  That  the  conduct  herein  described  is  prejudicial  to  the  interests 
of  the  said  E.  L.  Olinger,  and  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  duties  imposed  upon 
the  person  or  firm  occupying  a  fiduciary  relation  to  the  shipper. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  license  heretofore  issued  to  the 
Northern  Commission  Company  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  1914,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  cancelled.

4.  That  the  rate  or  tariff  on  saw  logs  and  bolts  charged  by  said  com- 
pany is  7c  per  cwt.  from  said  Holdingford,  Minnesota,  while  in  Wisconsin 
said  company  only  charges  3.5c  per  cwt.  for  hauling  same  kind  of  ma- 
terial. 

5.  That  said  rate  charged  in  Minnesota  as  aforesaid  by  said  company 
is  unreasonable,  unequal  and  unjust  to  this  complainant. 

Wherefore,  Complainant  demands  that  said  rate  of  said  respondent  from 
Holdingford,  Minnesota,  be  adjusted  and  made  to  conform  to  the  rate 
charged  in  Wisconsin  by  said  respondent  for  same  class  of  material  trans- 
ported the  same  distance.

The  complainant  filed  complaints  with  the  Commission  against  the  above 
named  railway  companies  challenging  their  rates  on  wood  pulp. 

The  legislature  in  1913,  passed  what  is  known  as  the  "Distance  Tariff 
Law,"  chapter  90,  requiring  a  revision  of  all  tariffs  in  this  state  on  every 
commodity.  The  complaints  in  these  matters  were  pending  when  the  Com- 
mission was  obliged  to  undertake  the  adjustment  of  these  tariffs;  in  fact 
the  Commission  commenced  its  work  on  the  revision  required  by  chapter 
90,  by  collecting  data  and  making  comparisons  of  rates  in  this  state  and 
other  states,  soon  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  and  in  the  adjustment  of  the 
rates  it  was  necessary  to  decide  the  questions  involved  in  these  cases,  and

to  determine  what  relation  existed  between  rates  on  wood  bolts  and  other 
forest  products.  The  Commission's  final  order  determined  the  issues  pre- 
sented by  the  complainants  in  these  cases,  and  made  a  considerable  re- 
duction in  the  rates  of  the  carriers  on  this  product. 

Now  the  complainant  files  with  the  Commission  a  demand  for  repara- 
tion, claiming  that  it  should  be  allowed  the  difference  between  the  rates 
established  by  the  Commission  and  the  rates  that  it  has  been  charged 
from  the  date  of  filing  of  its  complaint. 

In  making  a  full  adjustment  of  the  rates  in  the  state,  some  had  to  be 
slightly  increased  and  others  were  materially  lowered,  and  the  Commission 
decided  what,  in  its  opinion,  was  a  reasonable  rate,  at  the  date  of  the 
order,  without  allowing  reparation  to  any  parties,  and  is  of  the  opinion  that 
this  is  not  a  case  in  which  reparation  should  be  granted. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  application  for  reparation  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  denied.

Bates  on  Logs  from  Falls  Junction  to  International  Faila — 

On  May  16th,  1913,  the  Bradley  Timber  &  Railway  Supply  Com- 
pany asked  the  Commission  to  quote  rates  on  logs  from  Falls 
Junction  to  International  Palls,  but  as  no  tariffs  of  the  Minne- 
sota, Dakota  &  Western  Railway  Company  on  file  with  the  Com- 
mission carried  rates  between  the  points  named,  the  matter  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  company,  resulting  in  the  publi- 
cation of  a  rate  of  2y2  cents  per  100  pounds  on  saw  logs  from 
Falls  Junction  to  International  Falls;  this  rate  on  being  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Duluth  Log  Company  was  objected  to  as 
being  too  high  for  the  service  performed,  wrhich  it  was  claimed 
was  only  a  switching  service. 

As  no  satisfactory  settlement  could  be  reached,  a  formal 
complaint  was  filed  by  the  Bradley  Timber  &  Railway  Supply 
Company  on  December  19th,  1913,  and  a  hearing  was  ordered  to 
take  place  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m. 
December  22nd,  1913.  Subsequently  the  Commission  made  »an 
order  in  the  matter  of  rates  to  be  applied  on  class  "A,"  "B" 
and  "C"  roads  under  th*  Distance  Tariff  Law,  and  on  January 
22nd,  1914,  a  copy  of  the  schedule  provided  for  the  Minnesota, 
Dakota  &  Western  Railway  Company  was  sent  to  complainant 
as  a  final  adjustment  of  the  matter. 

Request  was  subsequently  made  for  further  hearing  in  the 
case,  when  the  question  of  reparation  could  be  passed  upon  by 
the  Commission.     A  hearing  was  ordered  to  be  held  at  the  office 
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of  the  Commission  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  20th  day  of  March, 
at  which  time  the  case  came  on  for  hearing,  all  Commissioners 
being  present.  Appearances  were  made  as  follows:  W.  A.  An- 
derson, of  the  Bradley  Company,  and  B.  G.  Dahlberg,  for  the 
Minnesota,  Dakota  &  Western  Railway  Company.  After  testi- 
mony had  been  received  the  matter  was  taken  under  advise- 
ment. The  order  of  the  Commission  followed  on  the  same  day 
as  herein  shown.

This  matter  came  on  for  hearing  today.  V.  A.  Anderson  representing 
the  Bradley  Timber  &  Railway  Supply  Company,  and  B.  G.  Dahlberg  appear- 
ing for  the  Minnesota,  Dakota  &  Western  Railway  Company.  All  Commis- 
sioners were  present 

The  complainant  challenges  the  reasonableness  of  the  rate  charged  on 
logs  between  Falls  Junction  and  International  Falls,  a  distance  of  three 
and  one-half  (3^)  miles,  and  asks  for  reparation  for  the  freight  paid  on 
shipments  of  logs  moving  between  said  points  in  the  months  of  September, 
October  and  November,  1913. 

The  Minnesota,  Dakota  &  Western  Railway  Company  is  a  common  car- 
rier and  operates  a  line  of  Tailroad  from  Falls  Junction  to  Loman,  with  a 
branch  running  from  International  Falls  to  Fort  Francis.  The  company 
filed  a  tariff  September  6,  1913,  effective  Septem/ber  16, 1913,  fixing  a  rate  of 
2^c  per  100  lbs.  on  logs  from  Falls  Junction  to  International  Falls.  Com- 
plainant protested  at  that  time  that  the  rate  was  too  high,  but  paid  the 
freight  bills  under  protest,  and  on  December  18,1914,  filed  a  petition  with 
this  Commission,  charging  that  the  rate  was  unreasonable,  and  asking  for 
reparation. 

During  this  same  period,  the  railway  company  was  shipping  logs  from 
Loman  to  International  Falls,  a  distance  of  twenty-five  (25)  miles,  for  a 
rate  of  $12.00  per  car.  Complainant  shipped  12  carloads  of  logs  from  Falls 
Junction  to  International  Falls,  having  a  total  weight  of  1,148,000  pounds, 
upon  which  the  freight  was  assessed  at  the  rate  of  2*&c  per  100  lbs. 

On  December  10,  1913,  this  Commission  made  a  schedule  of  reasonable 
maximum  rates  for  all  freight  moving  in  carload  and  less  than  carload  lots, 
for  class  "A"  railroads,  and  on  January  13,  1914,  the  Commission  made  a 
schedule  of  freight  rates  upon  all  class  "B"  and  "C"  railroads,  and  found 
In  said  order  that  the  Minnesota,  Dakota  &  Western  Railway  is  a  class  "C" 
railroad.  In  that  tariff,  the  five  mile  rate  for  logs  is  1.2c  per  100  lbs.,  and 
the  railway  company  has  duly  published  and  is  now  charging  said  rate  be- 
tween Falls  Junction  and  International  Falls.  That  must  stand  as  a 
reasonable  rate  until  the  railway  company  can  show  that  it  is  too  low,  and 
no  evidence  was  presented  upon  that  question  at  the  hearing  today. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  rate  of  1.2c  per  100 
lbs.  is  just  and  reasonable,  and  that  the  same  should  be  applied  to  the  ship- 
ments of  the  cars  involved  in  this  controversy,  made  in  the  months  of 
September,  October  and  November,  1913,  and  that  reparation  should  be 
made  to  conplainant  upon  the  basis  of  a  rate  of  1.2c  per  100  lbs. 
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It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  Minnesota,  Dakota  &  Western  Rail- 
way Company  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  required  to  make  reparation  to  the 
complainant,  the  Bradley  Timber  &  Railway  Supply  Company,  for  all  freight 
charged  in  excess  of  1.2c  per  100  lbs.,  upon  the  shipment  of  the  twelve  car- 
loads of  logs  moved  between  Falls  Junction  and  International  Falls,  in  the 
months  heretofore  stated.

The   petition   in   this   case   was   filed   with   the   Commission  on 
June  12th,  1913,  and  is  as  follows: 

PETITION. 

The  petition  of  the  above  named  complainants  respectfully  shows: 

I. 

That  it  is  an  association  composed  of  individuals,  co-partnerships  and 
corporations  doing  business  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  and  engaged  in  the 
sale,  at  retail,  of  farm  machinery,  wagons,  vehicles  and  kindred  lines.  The 
purpose  of  the  association,  among  others,  being  to  protect  the  interests  of 
its  membership  in  such  ways  as  can  be  best  handled  by  the  association, 
rather  than  the  individual  firm,  co-partnership  or  corporation,  and  in  the 
regular  course  of  the  business  of  its  members,  carloads  of  implements  and 
vehicles  are  purchased  for  shipment  from  points  in  the  state  of  Minnesota 
to  other  points  situated  on  the  lines  of  the  defendant  named  above. 

II. 

That  the  above  named  defendant  is  a  corporation  organized  and  exist- 
ing by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  various  states  and  Is  engaged  in  the  'business 
of  a  common  carrier  and  as  such,  transports  carloads  and  less  than  car 
shipments  of  agricultural  implements,  vehicles,  wagons,  etc.,  in  the  state 
of  Minnesota,  from  Minneapolis  and  other  points  on  its  line  to  various 
stations  and  towns  situated  on  its  line,  and  as  such  common  carrier,  is 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Minnesota  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission. 

III. 

That  the  above  named  defendant  in  publishing  their  tariff  insert  a  ruling 
absorbing  the  switching  to  points  on  their  line  reached  by  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company,  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Rail- 
road Company  and  other  lines,  which  lines  absorb  switching  not  only  to 
competing  points,  but  to  exclusive  points  on  their  rails. 

IV. 

That  the  co-partnership  of  James  Bros.,  doing  business  at  the  towns 
of  Madelia  and  Lake  Crystal,  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  members  of 
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the  association  above  named  as  complainant,  purchased  a  carload  of  imple- 
ments and  vehicles,  in  the  regular  course  of  its  business,  to  t>e  trans- 
ported from  Minneapolis,  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  to  Madelia  in  the  state 
of  Minnesota,  both  stations  being  situated  on  the  lines  of  the  above  named 
defendant. 

That  on  March  18,  1913,  car  No.  126846  was  loaded  by  Deere  &  Webber 
Company  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  on  track  situated  in  the  yards  of  the 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Railway.  Said  car  was  switched 
from  the  lines  of  said  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Railway 
to  the  lines  of  said  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway  and 
transported  by  such  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway  over 
its  lines  to  Madelia,  Minnesota,  charges  on  same  being  assessed  on  Madelia 
expense  bills  pro  492,  waybill  3402,  amount  $42.40. 

That  said  charges  included  the  sum  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  for  switch- 
ing at  Minneapolis,  which  amount  is  in  excess  of  the  lawfully  published 
maximum  rate  on  the  weight  included  in  said  car,  for  shipment  from  'Min- 
neapolis to  Madelia,  Minnesota. 

V. 

Wherefore,  Complainant  prays  that  defendant  may  be  required  to 
answer  the  charges  herein,  and  that  an  order  may  be  made  by  your  honor- 
able body  demanding  such  defendant  to  refund  to  said  complainant,  all 
moneys  collected  upon  said  shipment  in  excess  of  the  lawful,  reasonable 
and  proper  charges  that  should  be  made,  collected  and  retained  on  such 
shipments  with  interest  thereon  to  date,  said  excessive  amount  being  the 
sum  of  $3.00. 

Complainant  further  prays  that  said  defendant,  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis &  Omaha  Railway  Company  be  ordered  to  amend  and  correct 
their  tariffs  applying  upon  the  movement  of  carloads  of  agricultural  imple- 
ments, vehicles,  etc.  to  be  transported  from  one  point  in  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota to  other  points  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  providing  that  switching 
charges  shall  be  absorbed  by  said  defendant  on  such  shipments,  whether 
consigned  to  points  exclusively  on  the  line  of  said  defendant,  or  to  competing 
points  on  the  line  of  said  defendant. 

Complainant  further  prays  for  such  other  relief  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary in  the  premises.

granted  and  file  said  answer  with  the  Commission  at  its  office  in 
the  Capitol  Building,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  and  mail  a  copy  to  the 
Minnesota  Retail  Implement  Dealers  Association,  Owatonna,  Minn. 

Answer  was  duly  filed  by  the  respondent,  entering  general  de- 
nial of  the  essential  allegations  contained  in  the  complaint.

ABSORPTION  OF  SWITCHING  CHARGES  ON  AGRICULTURAL  IMPLE- 
MENTS. 

A  hearing  in  the  above  entitled  matter  was  held  on  September  30,  1913, 
all  Commissioners  being  present.    The  following  named  persons  appeared:

The  complainant  is  an  association  composed  of  individuals,  co-partner- 
ships and  corporations,  doing  business  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  en- 
gaged in  the  sale  of  retail  farm  machinery,  and  this  complaint  is  made  on 
behalf  of  the  association,  and  on  behalf  of  James  Brothers,  doing  business 
in  Madelia  and  Lake  Crystal,  in  the  state  of  Minnesota.  The  allegations  of 
paragraph   two   (2)    of  the  complaint  are   true. 

The  complaint  is  aimed  at  the  rules  of  the  respondent,  which  provides, 
except  where  the  contrary  is  specifically  provided  for  therein,  that  the 
Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway  Company  will  absorb 
switching  charges  of  other  carriers  when,  under  the  tariff  of  other  carriers 
handling  traffic  from  point  of  origin  Id  destination,  such  traffic  is  not  sub- 
ject to  switching  charges.  In  other  words,  the  company  will  absorb  switch- 
ing charges  at  competitive  points  and  will  not  absorb  them  where  there  is 
no  competition.    This  rule  applies  on  all  traffic,  including  farm  implements. 

On  the  18th  of  March,  1913,  a  carload  of  agricultural  implements  was 
shipped  from  Minneapolis,  loaded  by  Deere  &  Webber  Company  from  their 
warehouse  on  the  Soo  Line,  to  James  Brothers  at  Madelia,  Minn.     This 
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car  was  switched  from  the  Soo  Line  to  respondent's  line,  and  a  switching 
charge  of  $3.00  was  assessed  and  paid  by  James  Brothers,  besides  the 
regular  freight  charges. 

Madelia  is  not  a  competitive  point. 
The  complainant  asks  that  respondent  may  be  required  to  pay  James 
Brothers,  the  three  dollar  switching  charge  collected,  and  also  that  the 
respondent  be  ordered  to  amend  and  correct  its  tariff  applying  upon  move- 
ment of  carloads  of  agricultural  implements,  vehicles,  etc.,  to  be  trans- 
ported from  one  point  to  another  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  provided  that 
the  switching  charges  shall  be  absorbed  by  the  respondent  on  all  such 
shipments,  whether  consigned  to  points  exclusively  on  the  line  of  the 
respondent,  or  to  competing  points  on  such  line. 

It  is  a  common  practice  with  carriers  to  absorb  switching  charges  on 
competitive  business,  and  not  absorbing  them  where  the  business  is  not 
competitive,  and,  generally  speaking,  and  in  this  case,  such  practice  does 
not  result  in  an  unequal  or  unreasonable  preference  and  advantage,  for- 
bidden by  section  4332,  general  statutes  of  1913,  section  2009,  revised  laws  of 
1905. 

Curtis  Bros.  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Ry.  Co.,  23  I.  C.  C,  372. 
There  was  no  evidence  to  show  the  charge  was  unreasonable  in  and  of 
itself.  Switching  is  absorbed  at  competitive  joints,  so  that  the  carrier  may 
share  in  the  business  at  that  station.  If  this  was  not  done,  the  business 
would  all  move  over  the  line  where  there  was  no  switching  charge  to  pay, 
and  the  company  having  the  charge  would  be  obliged  to  go  out  of  business 
at  that  station,  while  the  shipper  at  the  non-competitive  point  would  gain 
nothing. 

Switching  is  no  part  of  the  line  haul,  but  an  incidental  charge  paid  to  a 
connecting  carrier  to  get  the  business,  and  is  neither  an  unlawful  or  un- 
reasonable charge.  Respondent  i?  carrying  agricultural  implements  from 
Minneapolis  to  Madelia  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the  Commission,  and  the  Madelia 
shipper  is  not  injured  by  the  absorbing  of  the  charge  at  competitive  sta- 
tions. If  the  carrier  is  required  to  absorb  all  switching  charges,  as  a 
penalty  for  absorbing  on  competitive  business,  it  may  lead  to  a  refusal  to 
absorb  even  at  competitive  stations,  and  prevent  competition  between 
carriers.  This  was  not  the  intention  of  chapter  90,  general  laws  of  1913 
section  3448  general  statutes  of  1913,  for  the  Commission  is  given  authority 
to  allow  the  long  line  to  meet  the  short  line  rate.  The  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  while  holding  that  the  absorbing  of  a  switching  charge 
was  a  violation  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  to  regulate  commerce,  laid 
down  the  following  rule: 

"Owing,  however,  to  the  very  general  practice  of  absorbing  switch- 
ing charges  from  competitive  and  not  from  non-competitive  stations, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  much  benefit  and  little  complaint  results, 
the  Commission  will,  by  general  order,  permit  the  continuance  of  this 
practice,  reserving  for  consideration  and  determination,  the  individual 
cases  which  may  require  special  consideration." 

The  Commission,  in  this  case,  finds  that  the  practice  of  the  respondent, 
is  neither  unlawful  nor  unreasonable. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  this  proceeding  be  and  it  is  herehy  dis- 
missed.

ABSORPTION  OF   SWITCHING  CHARGES  ON  AGRICULTURAL  IMPLE- 
MENTS. 

This  case  was  first  decided  on  March  2,  1914,  but  on  May  29th  a  petition 
for  rehearing  was  filed  and  the  request  granted.  Upon  said  rehearing  the 
following  appearances  were  made:

It  is  claimed  by  complainants  that  the  fact  that  respondent  joined  in  a 
tariff  of  the  Chicago  &  North  Western  Railway  Company,  which  absorbs 
switching  charges  on  agricultural  Implements  from  Chicago,  Peoria,  Mil- 
waukee and  Omaha  to  respondent's  Minnesota  territory  where  the  earnings 
are  $15.00  or  over,  renders  the  refusal  of  respondent  to  absorb  switching 
charges  on  business  from  Minneapolis — and  in  this  case  a  shipment  from  the 
city  to  Madelia  from  a  house  located  on  the  "Soo  Line"  tracks — an  unequal 
and  unreasonable  preference  in  favor  of  shippers  from  Peoria,  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  and  Omaha,  against  shippers  at  Minneapolis.  This  is  the  only 
question  in  the  case  that  was  not  decided  in  the  Commission's  order  of 
March  2nd.  In  that  order  the  Commission  held  that  it  was  not  an  unlawful 
discrimination  for  a  carrier  to  absorb  switching  charges  on  competitive 
business  and  refuse  to  absorb  on  non-competitive.  It  is  not  the  respondent 
that  absorbs*  the  charges  In  question,  but  the  Chicago  &  North  Western 
Railway  Company,  an  entirely  independent  carrier,  as  held  by  this  Commis- 
sion under  the  advice  of  the  attorney  general  in  another  matter  (In  re  joint 
rate  order,  dated  July  27,  A.  D.  1914).  The  rate  of  the  Chicago  &  North 
Western  Railway  Company  and  respondent  from  Chicago,  Peoria,  Milwau- 
kee and  Omaha,  is  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission.  The 
circumstances  and  conditions  that  cause  the  Chicago  &  North  Western 
Railway  Company  to  absorb  switching  charges  where  the  net  revenue  is 
over  $15.00  does  not  appear  in  the  record,  but  this  Commission  is  of  the 
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opinion  that  the  mere  fact  that  it  has  such  a  rule  and  that  it  applies  to 
business  on  respondent's  line  in  this  state  from  the  stations  heretofore 
mentioned  on  the  Chicago  &  North  Western  Railway  Company's  line,  does 
not  constitute  an  unequal  or  unreasonable  preference  forbidden  by  the  Min- 
nesota statutes.  It  is  respondent's  duty  to  receive  and  carry  any  intrastate 
shipment  originating  at  any  station  on  its  line  in  this  state  to  any  other 
station  on  its  line  in  this  state  and  to  deliver  it  at  such  station  on  its  own 
rails  or  to  a  connecting  carrier  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the  Commission,  which 
is  now  respondent's  published  tariff.  It  is  bound  to  treat  all  shippers 
alike,  but  it  is  not  its  duty  to  pay  the  switching  charges  of  another  carrier 
originating  the  tariff  and  delivering  it  to  respondent  to  carry  or  receiving 
it  from  respondent  to  be  delivered  to  some  industry  or  track  on  its  line. 
Banner  Grain  Company,  vs.  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  119  Minn.  71. 

The  Commission  adheres  to  Its  former  order  and  the  proceedings  herein 
are  dismissed.

Simpson,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  filed  a  petition  writh  the  Commission 
for  authority  to  increase  its  then  existing  rates,  and  on  November 
1st,  1913,  the  attorneys  for  the  company  substituted  therefor  an 
amended  petition,  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

Petition. 

BEFORE    THE    RAILROAD  AND   WAREHOUSE    COMMISSION   OP   THE 
STATE  OP  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minneapolis  &  Rainy  River  Railway 

Company  for  an  increase  in  rates. 

The  Minneapolis  &  Rainy  River  Railway  Company,  for  an  amended 
petition  herein,  respectfully  shows  and  states: 

1.  That  your  petitioner  is  a  corporation,  duly  created,  organized  and 
existing  under  and  hy  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and 
for  some  years  last  past  has  been,  and  now  is,  a  common  carrier  engaged 
in  the  operation  of  a  line  of  railway,  extending  northerly  from  the  village 
of  Deer  River,  in  the  county  of  Itasca  therein,  and  a  connection  thereat  with 
the  line  of  railway  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  through  said 
last  named  county,  toward  the  Canadian  boundary  line,  a  distance  of  more 
than  sixty  miles. 

2.  That  the  line  of  your  petitioner  was  originally  constructed  as  a 
logging  railway  by  the  Itasca  Lumber  Company,  a  manufacturing  and 
trading  corporation  created  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
Illinois,  and  was  used  by  said  last  nameu  corporation  in  the  conduct  of  its 
business  until  the  purchase  thereof  by  your  petitioner,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

That  said  Itasca  Lumber  Company,  at  the  time  of  the  constiuction  of 
said  railroad,  was  engaged  in  lumbering,  and  was  the  owner  of  large 
amounts  of  pine  and  other  timber,  which  said  Itasca  Lumber  Company  was 
then  engaged  in  cutting  and  transporting  to  its  mills,  at  the  city  of  Min- 
neapolis, in  said  state,  and  that  said  railway  was  used  during  the  time 
that  same  was  owned  by  said  Itasca  Lumber  Company,  in  connection  there- 
with, and  in  the  transportation,  as  a  private  carrier  for  hire,  of  the  property 
of  other  persons  along  the  line  thereof. 
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3.  That  thereafter,  and  on  or  about  July  20,  1904,  said  Itasca  Lumber 
Company  sold  and  disposed  of  the  main  line  of  said  railway,  and  certain 
sidetraoks  and  appurtenances  used  in  connection  therewith,  to  your  peti- 
tioner, and  since  said  last  date  mentioned,  your  petitioner  has  been  the 
owner  and  operator  thereof,  as  a  common  carrier  for  hire. 

That  immediately  upon  said  purchase  of  said  railway,  your  petitioner 
established  a  published  schedule  of  rates  thereover,  and  has  since  main- 
tained the  same  and  modifications  thereof;  that  the  same,  and  all  thereof, 
at  all  of  said  times,  was  done  under  the  direction  and  with  the  knowledge 
and  consent  of  your  honorable  body  and  that  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  and  conformably  to  the  statutes  and  law  in  such  case  made 
and  provided. 

4.  That  during  the  month  of  September,  1911,  one  George  H.  Herreid, 
with  others  filed  their  certain  petition  before  your  honorable  body,  charging, 
in  effect,  that  the  schedule  of  rates  then  in  force  over  the  lines  of  your 
petitioner  was  discriminatory,  unfair  and  unreasonable,  and  praying  an 
investigation  in  relation  thereto,  and  praying  further  that  your  honorable 
body  would  determine  the  rates  that  your  petitioner  might  thereafter  be 
allowed  to  charge  for  service  upon  its  said  lines;  Uiat  thereafter  such 
proceedings  were  had  therein,  that  your  honorable  bod>  entered  its  certain 
order  of  date  July  2,  1912,  prescribing  the  rates  which  your  petitioner 
might  thereafter  lawfully  charge  upon  said  line,  which  said  petition  and 
order  is  hereby  referred  to  and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof,  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  the  same  were  herein  recited  in  full. 

5.  That  thereafter  your  petitioner  proceeded  in  good  faith  to  abide  by 
said  order;  did  not  appeal  therefrom  or  take  any  further  action  in  relation 
thereto,  and  at  once  proceeded  to  put  into  effect  the  rates  prescribed  there- 
by. That  said  rates  so  prescribed,  became  effective  upon  the  lines  of  your 
petitioner  on  or  about  the  2nd  day  of  August,  1912. 

6.  That  said  rates  so  prescribed  by  your  honorable  body  are  con- 
fiscatory and  amount  to  a  taking  of  the  property  of  your  petitioner  and  its 
stockholders  without  just  compensation  and  without  due  process  of  law,  in 
violation  not  only  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  but  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America;  in  that 

(a)  The  present  value  and  cost  of  reproduction  of  the  line  of  railway 
of  your  petitioner,  including  main  tracks,  side  tracks,  turntables,  switches, 
ties,  spikes,  rails,  engines,  cars,  depots,  stations,  telephone  line,  round 
houses,  right-of-way,  and  all  other  necessary  equipment  and  appurtenances 
proper  to  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  same,  exceeds  one  million 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars;   and 

(b)  In  that  between  the  1st  of  September,  1912,  and  the  31st  day  of 
August,  1913,  inclusive,  your  petitioner  received,  In  the  operation  of  said 
line  of  railway,  from  all  sourcesi  under  the  rates  so  prescribed  by  your 
honorable  body,  the  sum  of  $124,815.29,  and  no  more,  of  which  $16,388.93 
was  received  from  passenger  travel  thereover.  That  between  said  dates  last 
mentioned,  inclusive,  there  was  necessarily  expended  in  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  lines  of  railway  of  your  petitioner,  the  sum  of  $111,478.76, 
and  .no  less,  leaving  a  balance  to  your  petitioner  and  the  stockholders  therein, 
for  a  like  period,  of  $13,336.53,  and  no  more. 

7.  That  your  honorable  body  further  provided  in  said  order  of  date 
July  2,  1912,  in  effect,  that  If  the  rates  therein  prescribed,  after  the  same 
should  have  been  in  effect  one  year,  should  be  found  not  to  yield  sufficient 
revenue,  your  honorable  body  would  entertain  a  petition  for  a  modification 
of  such  order.  That  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  the  rates  prescribed  by  your 
honorable  hody  therein  did  not  yield,  during  the  year  that  the  same  have 
been  in  effect,  a  sufficient  revenue,  and  that  there  is  hereto  attached,  marked 
"Exhibit  A,"  and  hereby  made  a  part  hereof,  a  proposed  schedule  of  rates 
for  the  transportation  of  freight  over  the  lines  of  your  petitioner,  which  said 
proposed  schedule  of  rates,  if  the  same  become  effective  thereon,  as  applied 
to  the  same  volume  of  traffic  transported  over  the  lines  of  your  petitioner 
during  the  year  ending  October  31,  1913,  will  increase  the  revenues  to  bo 
derived  therefrom  by  your  petitioner. 
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8.  That  in  connection  with  said  logging  operations  said  Itasca  Lumber 
Company  constructed  certain  spurs,  extending  from  the  main  line  of  what 
is  now  the  railway  of  your  petitioner.  That  said  Itasca  Lumber  Company,  at 
all  times  herein  mentioned  has  been  and  now  is  the  owner  of  the  grade 
of  each  thereof.  That  subsequent  to  the  purchase  by  your  petitioner  of 
the  lines  of  railway  of  said  Itasca  Lumber  Company,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  your  petitioner  laid  rails  on  said  grades,  and  then  became,  ever 
since  has  been  and  now  is  the  owner  of  such  rails,  and  all  ties,  spikes  and 
other  instrumentalities  used  in  the  operation  and  maintenance  thereof. 
That  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  line  of  railway  of  your  peti- 
tioner, the  latter,  for  some  years  last  past,  has  operated  said  spurs,  and 
that  up  to  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  order  of  your  honorable  body,  of  date 
July  2,  1912,  your  petitioner  was  required  by  said  Itasca  Lumber  Company, 
as  the  agent  of  the  latter,  to  charge  and  collect  from  any  person  using  said 
spurs  for  the  transportation  of  property  thereover,  and  pay  to  said  Itasca 
Lumber  Company  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  car.  That  in  said  order  of 
your  honorable  foody,  of  date  July  2,  1912,  the  same  is  denominated  as 
"unlawful  and  unreasonable"  and  in  effect  prohibited".  That  in  truth  and 
in  fact  the  collection  of  said  sum  of  one  dollar  per  car  was  lawful  and 
reasonable,  and  that  the  finding  and  conclusion  by  your  honorable  body 
to  the  effect  that  the  same  was  unlawful  and  unreasonable,  was,  as  your 
petitioner  is  informed  and  believes,  inserted  in  said  finding  and  order  by 
mistake  and  inadvertence.  That  said  charge  of  one  dollar  per  car  was  made 
and  collected  in  accordance  with  the  printed  and  published  tariffs  of  your 
petitioner  on  file  with  your  honorable  body,  as  prescribed  by  law,  and  as 
your  petitioner  believes,  and  therefore  states  the  fact  to  be,  with  the 
knowledge  of  your  honorable  body.  That  nevertheless,  in  accordance  with 
the  order  of  your  honorable  body,  immediately  upon  the  making  of  said 
order  last  mentioned,  your  petitioner  discontinued  the  collection  of  said 
sum  of  one  dollar,  but  thereafter  continued  to  pay  to  said  Itasca  Lumber 
Company  said  sum  of  one  •dollar  for  each  car  so  transported  over  said 
spur  lines. 

9.  That  thereafter,  and  on  or  about  the  8th  day  of  August,  1913,  one 
A.  M.  MoCallum  and  one  John  F.  O'Donnell,  under  the  firm  name  of  Min- 
nesota Cedar  &  Logging  Company,  began  their  certain  action  in  the  district 
court  of  Itasca  county,  Minnesota,  against  your  petitioner,  in  which  the 
language  of  your  honorable  body  above  mentioned  is  quoted,  and  the  same 
made  a  basis  therein,  for  the  attempted  collection  from  your  petitioner  of 
the  sum  of  $1,543.00,  claimed  to  have  been  paid  by  said  plaintiff  to  your 
petitioner  for  the  transportation  of  said  cars  over  said  spur  lines,  the 
grade  of  which  is  so  owned  by  said  Itasca  Lumber  Company,  and  which 
said  sum  Is  therein  claimed  to  have  been  so  paid  prior  to  the  making  of 
the  order  of  your  honorable  body.    That  said  action  Is  now  pending  therein. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioner  prays: 

1.  That  your  honorable  body,  by  its  order  to  be  entered  herein,  au- 
thorize your  petitioner  to  increase  the  rates  which  it  may  lawfully  charge 
upon  the  lines  of  railway  owned  and  operated  by  it,  and  prescribe  what 
rates  may  be  lawfully  charged  thereon;  and  to  that  end,  that  this  petition, 
and  the  matters  therein  contained,  be  brought  on  for  an  early  hearing  before 
your  honorable  body,  at  such  time  and  place  as  your  honorable  body  may 
hereafter  designate. 

2.  That  as  soon  as  may  be  expedient  the  proposed  rates  set  forth  in 
exhibit  "A"  be  declared,  in  conformity  with  law  and  the  practice  of  your 
able  body,  the  rates  which  your  petitioner  may  be  authorized  thereafter  to 
charge  and  collect  for  the  transportation  of  freight  over  the  lines  of  your 
petitioner. 

3.  That  said  order  of  July  2,  1912,  herein  be  set  aside  and  vacated. 

4.  That  said  order  of  July  2,  1912,  be  amended  by  striking  therefrom 
the  finding  therein  contained  to  the  effect  "that  the  charge  made  by 
respondent  of  one  dollar  per  car,  applying  on  shipments  over  its  spur  tracks, 
is  unlawful  and  unreasonable." 
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5.  For  such  other,  further  and  different  order  in  the  premises  as  may 
seem  necessary  and  proper  to  your  honorable  body.

Following  the  hearings  in  the  matter  of  rates  to  be  used  under 
the  provisions  of  the  joint  rate  law,  an  order  was  made  providing 
that  certain  percentages  over  the  rates  prescribed  for  class  "A" 
roads  be  used  in  the  making  of  rates  to  be  applied  on  class  "B" 
and  "CM  roads,  one  of  these  orders  being  directed  against  the  Min- 
uary  13th,  1914,  as  reported  under  the  head  of  "Distance  Tariff 
Rates." 

From  this  order  the  company  appealed  to  the  Commission  on 
January  27th,  1914,  for  further  relief  in  the  form  of  a  petition  for 
permission  to  charge  rates  on  some  commodities  higher  than  would 
be  allowed  under  the  previous  order. 

No  hearing  was  held  on  the  question  of  the  various  applications 
contained  in  the  last  petition  but  the  Commission  had  a  physical 
valuation  made  of  the  property  of  the  company,  also  an  analysis  of 
the  accounts  of  the  company,  and  in  view  of  the  information  dis- 
closed by  these  investigations,  the  Commission  on  February  27th, 
1914,  made  its  order  as  follows: 

(Order.) 

BEFORE   THE   RAILROAD  AND   WAREHOUSE  COMMISSION   OF   THE 
aTATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minneapolis  &  Rainy  River  Railway 

Company  for  increase  in  freight  rates. 

This  application  having  been  duly  heard  and  considered  the  Commission 
flnd«  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  respondent  is  a  railway  corporation  organized  and  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  is  operating  a  line 
of  railway  in  the  counties  of  Itasca  and  Koochiching,  !n  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota, and  that  all  of  its  line  is  within  the  state  of  Minnesota;  that  the 
railway  was  built  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  logs  to  the  mill  of  the  Itasca 
Lumber  Company  at  Deer  River,  Minnesota; 
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E.  That  in  the  year  11)12  the  Commission,  upon  the  complaint  of  George 
H.  Herried,  and  others,  caused  an  investigation  to  be  made  of  the  freight 
rates  -charged  by  the  said  railway  company,  and  did  on  the  2nd  day  of 
August,  1912,  make  an  order  fixing  the  reasonable  maximum  rates  for  all 
classes  of  freight  to  be  hauled  upon  said  railway  and  that  said  rates  be- 
came effective  on  the  first  day  of  September,  1912;  that  in  said  order  the 
following  language  is  found.  "If  after  these  rates  have  been  in  effect  one 
year  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  company  that  they  do  not  yield  sufficient  rev- 
enue, the  Commission  will  entertain  a  petition  for  modification  of  the 
order"; 

3.  That  upon  the  11th  day  of  September,  1913,  the  said  railway  com- 
pany filed  a  petition  asking  for  an  increase  in  its  rates  upon  the  ground  that 
the  rates  fixed  in  the  Herried  order  did  not  yield  a  sufficient  return  upon 
the  fair  value  of  the  property; 

4.  That  chapter  90  of  the  laws  of  1913  required  the  Commission  to 
make  reasonable  schedule  of  maximum  rates  for  all  class  "A,"  "B,"  and 
"C"  railroads;  that  upon  the  10th  day  of  December,  1913,  the  Commission 
held  a  hearing  upon  the  question  of  adopting  a  schedule  of  reasonable 
maximum  rates  for  class  "C"  railroads  am*  that  at  said  time  the  said  rail- 
way companies  and  shippers  and  their  counsel  were  duly  heard; 

5.  That  upon  the  13th  day  of  January,  1914,  the  Commission  made  an 
order  fixing  reasonable  maximum  rates  for  class  "C"  railroads  and  the  same 
was  duly  served  upon  this  railway  company;  that  thereafter,  and  upon  the 
27th  day  of  January,  1914,  the  said  railway  company  by  petition  duly  filed, 
claimed  that  the  rates  made  for  said  railroad  were  unreasonable  and  con- 
fiscatory and  renewed  its  application  for  an  increase  in  rates  and  asked 
that  the  question  be  considered  upon  the  testimony  formerly  presented; 

6.  That  the  Commission  has  caused  a  physical  valuation  to  be  made 
of  the  railway  property  and  equipment  and  has  also  applied  the  rates  fixed 
in  said  class  '*C"  order  to  the  movement  of  traffic  from  all  points  on  said 
line  for  the  year  beginning  September  1,  1912,  and  ending  August  31,  1913, 
and  finds  that  the  rates  fixed  in  the  Herried  order  and  also  in  the  order 
dated  January  13,  1914,  are  unreasonably  low  and  that  said  railway  com- 
pany is  entitled  to  an  increase  in  rates; 

7.  That  the  rates  to  be  fixed  for  said  class  "C"  railroads  shall  tear 
a  fixed  percentage  relation  to  the  rates  fixed  for  class  "A"  railroads  in  the 
order  made  by  the  Commission  on  the  10th  day  of  December,  1913,  and 
that  the  schedule  of  rates  for  said  railroad  when  made  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed shall  be  regarded  as  reasonable  maximum  rates  for  all  classes  and 
commodities  to  be  hauled  upon  said  railway;  that  the  rates  for  said  rail- 
way shall  be  made  upon  the  following  basis: 

Classes  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  "A,"  "B,"  "C,"  "D,"  and  "E,"  shall  be  one  hundred 
thirty  per  cent  of  the  rates  prescribed  for  class  "A"  railroads;  carload  -com- 
modity rates  in  classes  15,  16,  20,  29,  30,  31,  32,  33,  34,  and  35  shall  be 
one  hundred  thirty  per  cent:  classes  11,  12,  and  21  shall  be  one  hundred 
twenty -five  per  cent;  classes  17,  18,  and  19  shall  be  one  hundred  twenty 
per  cent;  classes  13,  14,  22,  23,  25,  26,  27,  and  28  shall  be  one  hundred  fifteen 
per  cent;  and  class  24  shall  be  one  hundred  ten  per  cent  of  the  rates  pre- 
scribed for  class  "A"  railroads. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  That  the  said  Minneapolis  &  Rainy  River  Rail- 
way Company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  required  to  publish  and  put 
into  effect  a  schedule  of  rates  no  higher  than  the  schedule  of  reasonable 
maximum  class  and  commodity  rates  herein  prescribed,  but  no  lower  than 
the  rates  fix*d  for  class  "A"  railroads,  and  that  the  said  schedule  be  filed 
on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  March  A  D.,  1914,  and  that  the  said  rates  shall 
apply  to  the  movement  of  intrastate  shipments  of  freight  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota.

Dated  at  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  February  27,  A.  D.  1914. 
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On  March  18,  1914,  G.  T.  Simpson,  Esq.,  representing  the  Minne- 
apolis &  Rainy  River  Railway  Company,  made  a  verbal  request  for 
the  vacation  of  the  order  of  July  2nd,  1912,  (see  Annual  Report 
1912),  so  far  as  it  referred  to  rates  and  for  certain  other  modifica- 
tions of  said  order. 

The  Commission  appointed  Monday,  March  23rd,  1914,  as  the 
time  for  the  hearing  on  this  question,  pursuant  to  which  the  mat- 
ter came  on  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  in  the  office  of  the  Commission,  the 
case  being  heard  by  Commissioners  Staples  and  Elmquist,  and  the 
company  being  represented  by  G.  T.  Simpson  and  F.  C.  Gerhard. 
The  objectors  to  the  proposed  changes  were  represented  by  Mr. 
G.  H.  Spear.  Considerable  evidence  wras  introduced  by  both  sides 
and  the  hearing  was  then  continued  to  March  31st,  at  ten  o'clock 
a.  m.  at  which  time  the  taking  of  testimony  was  completed  ami  the 
case  taken  under  advisement,  with  the  understanding  that  each  side 
was  at  liberty  to  file  briefs,  which  wrere  later  received.  At  the 
request  of  counsel  for  the  shippers,  no  order  has  been  issued  in  this 
matter  pending  the  result  of  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  in 
the  case  of  the  Minnesota  Cedar  &  Logging  Company  versus  Minne- 
apolis &  Rainy  River  Railway  Company. 

Note — This  case  has  been  set  for  argument  during  the  February 
term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  February  19,  1915,  and  overs  the 
same  question  that  is  involved  in  the  order  of  the  Commission  in 
re  Geo.  H.  Herried,  et  al.,  vs.  Minneapolis  &  Rainy  River  Railway 
Company,  reported  on  page  176,  Annual  Report  of  1912. 

Washed  Sand  &  Gravel  Company,  Minneapolis,  vs.  Great  North- 
ern Railway  Company — Application  for  Restoration  of  Switching 
Charge  of  $5.00  Per  Car — The  passage  by  the  Legislature  .>f  Chap- 
ter 90,  General  Laws  of  1913,  and  the  making  of  a  schedule  of 
rates  by  the  Commission  to  be  applied  under  its  provision,  was 
rssumed  by  the  various  carriers  operating  in  the  state,  to  be  suf- 
ficient grounds  for  the  cancellation  of  certain  switching  charges, 
which  under  their  interpretation  of  the  law,  were  considered  as 
line  hauls. 

Among  these  switching  charges  was  one  of  fo.OO  per  car  «>n 
sand  and  gravel  from  Henry's  Spur  on  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way, to  the  tracks  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  in  Minneapolis. 
The  cancellation  of  this  charge  immediately  brought  on  a  formal 
complaint  from  the  Washed  Sand  &  Gravel  Company,  which  was 
filed  with  the  Commission  on  February  20th,  1914,  and  in  which  it 
was  alleged,  among  other  things,  that  the  company  had  expended

about  $70,000.00  in  the  construction  of  its  plant;  that  Tor  nirny 
years  they  had  enjoyed  a  switching  charge  of  $5.00  per  car;  that 
this  rate  had  now  been  advanced  to  approximately  $16.00  per  car, 
whereas  its  principal  competitor;  the  Blue  Limestone  Company,  is 
shipping  its  product  a  greater  distance  for  $2.00  per  car;  hence 
the  complainant  was  being  discriminated  against  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  make  it  certain  that  its  investment  would  be  wiped  out  un- 
less relief  is  granted. 

The  complaint  was  taken  up  in  an  informal  manner  with  the 
traffic  department  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  but  as  no  satis- 
factory adjustment  was  offered,  the  Commission  served  an  order  on 
the  company  on  March  10th,  1914,  requiring  it  to  satisfy  the  sakl 
complaint.  On  receipt  of  an  answer  denying  the  relief  asked  for, 
the  Commission  designated  Wednesday,  April  15th  at  ten  o'clock 
a.  m.  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  as  the  time  and  place  for  hear- 
ing in  the  said  matter.  Pursuant  to  this  order  the  question  came 
on  for  hearing  at  the  specified  time,  all  members  of  the  Commission 
being  present. 

The  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  was  represented  by  E.  C. 
Lindley,  general  solicitor,  P.  L.  Clarity,  superintendent,  and  P.  H. 
Burnham,  assistant  general  freight  agent.  The  complainant  ap- 
peared by  S.  R.  Childs,  attorney,  F.  M.  Henry,  president,  and  W. 
Wheaton,  general  manager  of  the  Washed  Sand  &  Gravel  Com- 
pany. Considerable  testimony  was  offered  and  a  lengthy  discus- 
sion was  carried  on  with  reference  to  the  distance  tariff  law  and  its 
effect  on  the  case  at  issue.  At  the  close  of  the  hearing  the  matter 
was  taken  under  advisement. 

On  May  6th  the  Commission  made  its  order  as  follows :

ALLEGED  EXCESSIVE  SWITCHING  RATES  AT  MINNEAPOLIS 

This  case  was  duly  heard  by  the  Commission,  April  15,  1914.  The  facts 
are  as  follows: 

The  Washed  Sand  &  Gravel  Company,  a  corporation,  is  engaged  in  the 
business  of  producing  and  selling  washed  sand  and  gravel,  a  material  used 
in  the  building  of  concrete  roads  and  other  concrete  construction.  It  located 
it3  plant  at  a  cost  of  about  $70,000,  in  January,  1909,  on  what  is  known  as 
Henry's  'Spur,  which  connects  with  the  Great  Northern  Railway  tracks  at  a 
point  seven  hundred  feet  west  of  the  city  limits  of  Minneapolis,  and  began 
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shipping  large  quantities  of  material  into  Minneapolis  and  other  points 
within  the  -state.  Originally  the  railway  company  gave  it  a  rate  of  one  cent 
per  hundred  pounds  into  Minneapolis.  This  was  continued  until  April  25, 
1911,  when  it  was  given  the  Hopkins  switching  rate  of  $5.00  per  car,  because 
the  industry  was  at  an  intermediate  point.  This  switching  rate  remained  in 
effect  until  January  15,  1914,  when  the  railway  company,  without  the  author- 
ity of  the  Commission,  cancelled  the  tariff  and  applied  the  five  mile  distance 
rate  of  1.6c  per  hundred  pounds.  This  is  the  five  mile-rate  fixed  by  the  Com- 
mission in  its  schedule  of  maximum  freight  rates,  established  December  10, 
1913.  Most  of  the  shipments  into  Minneapolis  moved  in  forty  thousand 
pound  cars,  which  makes  a  rate  of  $6.40  per  car.  No  shipments  have  fceen 
made  to  the  city  since  this  new  rate  went  into  effect.  As  a  general  rule  the 
shipping  of  this  material  is  not  made  during  the  winter  season.  Shipments 
into  this  industry  have  been  heavy,  as  indicated  in  the  following  figures: 

1910—  665  cars. 

1911—1471  cars. 

1912—1268  cars. 

1913—1114  cars. 
Of  the  business  moving  by  rail  during  the  past  year  392  cars  went  to 
points  outside  of  Minneapolis.  No  competing  industry  is  located  on  the 
Great  Northern  tracks  in  Minneapolis.  Its  chief  competitor  is  the  Blue 
Limestone  Company,  located  on  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  within  the  city 
of  Minneapolis,  and  the  Nelson  Paving  Company,  located  on  the  Minneapolis 
&  St  Louis  tracks,  within  the  city.  The  Northern  Pacific  gives  the  Blue 
Limestone  Company  a  switching  rate  of  $4.00  per  car  to  points  on  its  own 
line  in  Minneapolis,  and  supplied  equipment  of  one  hundred  thousand  pounds 
capacity,  and  if  same  is  shipped  to  points  on  the  Great  ^Northern  tracks  the 
rate  is  $4.00  per  car,  each  company  taking  $2.00.  The  difference  in  the  rate 
and  the  tonnage  per  car  give*  the  Blue  Limestone  Company  an  unequal  and 
unreasonable  advantage  over  its  competitor. 

The  carrier  refuses  to  modify  the  rate,  claiming  that  it  is  reasonable  in 
and  of  itself;  that  no  discrimination  is  practiced,  and  that,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Distance  Tariff  Law  (Chapter  90  of  the  Laws  of  1913),  it 
must  charge  the  five  mile  rate  fixed  by  the  Commission  in  its  schedule  of 
maximum  rates  or  else  reduce  all  other  five  mile  hauls  for  the  same  class  of 
traffic  to  .the  basis  of  the  rate  charged  from  this  industry  into  Minneapolis. 
The  Distance  Tariff  Law  required  the  Commission  to  make  a  schedule 
of  maximum  rates  upon  a  distance  basis  for  the  transportation  of  all  car- 
load and  less  than  carload  freight  within  the  State  of  Minnesota.  The  Com- 
mission complied  with  the  law  and  fixed  reasonable  maximum  freight  rates 
for  Class  "A"  railroad-s,  in  its  order  of  December  10,  1913,  and  these  rates 
became  effective  January  1,  1914.  Prior  to  this  date  the  railroad  companies 
were  charging  switching  rates  on  business  moving  between  St.  Paul,  Minne- 
sota Transfer  and  Minneapolis;  between  Minneapolis  and  Hopkins,  and  St. 
Paul  to  South  St.  Paul  and  North  St.  Paul.  Upon  the  theory  that  the  law 
forbade  the  continuance  of  these  switching  rates  the  companies  cancelled 
the  same  and  applied  the  rates  fixed  in  the  Commission's  schedule  upon  the 
movement  of  all  traffic  between  the  points  mentioned. 

So  the  precise  question  to  be  determined  in  this  case  is,  whether  the 
distance  rates  shall  be  applied  to  what  is  known  as  switching  or  drayage 
movements,  and  whether  the  rate  charged  for  such  a  movement  shall  be- 
come the  basis  for  all  hauls  for  the  same  distance  for  the  same  class  of 
trafllc  upon  the  line  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  within  the  state. 

The  distance  tariff  act  deals  with  transportation  or  "line  haul"  rates 
and  with  switching  charges.  It  directs  the  Commission  to  make  a  schedule 
of  reasonable  maximum  rates  for  the  transportation  of  freight.  The  act 
provides  that  "if  a  railroad  company  shall  charge,  collect  or  receive  for  the 
transportation  of  any  freight  of  any  description  over  Its  railroad  a  greater 
amount  as  freight,  toll  or  compensation  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time 
charge,  collect  or  receive  for  the  transportation  of  a  like  quantity  of  freight 
of  the  same  clas-s  being  transported  over  any  portion  of  the  same  railroad  of 
equal  distance"  it  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  unjust  discrimination. 
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It  also  provides  that  "if  it  shall  charge,  collect  or  receive  from  any  per- 
son a  higher  or  greater  amount  of  freight,  toll  or  compensation  than  it  shall 
at  the  same  time  charge,  collect  or  receive  from  any  other  person  for  receiv- 
ing, handling  or  delivering  freight  of  the  same  class  and  like  quantity  at  the 
same  point  upon  its  railroad"  it  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  unjust  discrimina- 
tion. 

In  the  first  instance  the  law  deals  with  a  transportation  charge,  and  in 
the  second  with  a  switching  movement.  For  transportation  movements  a 
railroad  company  must  charge  the  same  rate  for  hauling  freight  of  the  same 
class  for  the  same  distance  over  any  part  of  its  railroad.  Equality  based 
upon  distance  is  the  controlling  thought. 

For  a  switching  movement  the  carrier  must  charge  the  same  rate  for 
performing  the  same  service  at  the  same  point  upon  its  railroad.  The  dis- 
tinction between  transportation  and  switch  movements,  together  with  the 
injunction  imposed  upon  the  Commission  to  make  a  schedule  of  transporta- 
tion rates,  clearly  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  carrier  may  make  a  different 
rate  for  a  switching  movement  than  it  charges  for  a  line  haul. 

Section  4  provides  that  the  act  shall  apply  to  the  shipment  of  property 
made  from  any  point  within  the  state  to  any  other  point  within  the  state 
over  or  upon  any  railroad  therein.  It  has  been  earnestly  contended  that  a 
"point"  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  means  the  place  where  freight  is 
received  and  placed  into  the  car  for  shipment  and  the  place  at  which  it  is 
unloaded;  in  other  words,  each  side  track,  spur  track,  industry  track,  billing 
station  or  freight  depot  shall  be  considered  as  a  "point"  and  that  the  rate 
must  be  based  upon  the  exa^t  distance  between  the  point  of  shipment  to  the 
point  of  delivery.  If  this  view  of  the  law  is  accepted  it  means  that  there 
may  be  as  many  different  rates  from  a  station  in  Minnesota  to  the  city  of 
Minneapolis,  as  there  may  be  side  tracks,  team  tracks,  industries,  billing 
stations  or  freight  depots  upon  the  line  of  any  railroad  within  the  city.  This 
would  lead  to  hopeless  and  inextricable  confusion  and  no  rate  man  would  be 
in  position  to  know  what  the  rate  should  be  from  "point"  to  "point"  within 
the  state.  A  person  shipping  a  car  of  wheat  from  an  industry  located  upon 
the  Great  Northern  at  Fergus  Falls  to  a  point  on  the  Great  Northern  in  the 
city  of  Minneapolis,  should  be  able,  at  a  glance,  to  figure  the  correct  freight 
charge.  It  has  always  been  the  practice  to  base  the  rate  upon  the  distance 
from  a  regular  station  to  a  regular  station.  The  Commission  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  this  practice  is  correct  and  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Distance 
Tariff  Law  a  "point"  means  a  station  on  the  line  of  the  railroad. 

A  railroad  station  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  is  not  confined  to  the 
depot,  but  it  includes  the  station  building,  necessary  and  reasonable  side 
tracks,  team  tracks,  industry  tracks,  switching  yards,  and  billing  stations 
that  are  incidental  to  the  operation  of  a  successful  railroad.  Necessarily  it 
is  not  confined  within  certain  distances.  The  limits  of  a  station  may  be 
large  or  small,  depending  upon  existing  conditions.  It  would  be  unreason- 
able to  hold  that  a  station  must  be  confined  to  the  geographical  limits  of  a 
municipality,  because  it  frequently  happens  that  the  facilities  for  switching 
and  handling  traffic  extend  beyond  the  dividing  line.  This  is  necessarily  so 
because  it  has  now  become  the  aim.  as  well  as  the  duty  of  carriers,  to  extend 
their  switching  and  industrial  limits  beyond  the  congested  terminals  in  the 
largo  centers. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  industry  of  the  Washed  Sand 
&  Gravel  Company  is  within  the  switching  limits  of  the  station  of  Minne- 
apolis, a  point  on  the  line  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  and  that  the  car- 
rier has  the  right  to  establish  a  reasonable  switching  charge  for  the  move- 
ment of  carloads  of  freight  from  this  industry  to  any  points  on  the  line  01 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  within  the  said  station. 

Since  this  interpretation  is  placed  upon  the  statute,  it  is  unnecessary 
for  the  Commission  to  determine  whether  the  five  mile  rate  of  1.6c  per  hun- 
dred pounds  is  reasonable  in  and  of  itself,  or  whether  any  discrimination  is 
actually  practiced  against  this  industry  by  the  carrier.  It  rests  its  decision 
upon  the  ground  that  the  carrier  did  not  have  the  right  to  cancel  the  switch- 
ing charge  which  it  had  voluntarily  established  and  that  under  all  the  cir- 
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cumstances  in  the  case  the  Industry  is  entitled  to  the  old  rate  until  such 
time  as  a  reasonable  switching  rate  has  been  established  for  the  movement 
of  all  kinds  of  traffic  within  the  station  of  Minneapolis. 

It  is  Therefore  Ordered,  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  be, 
and  the  same  is,  hereby  required  to  publish  a  switching  rate  of  five  (5) 
dollars  per  car  for  the  movement  of  washed  sand  and  gravel  from  the  indus- 
try operated  by  the  Washed  Sand  &  Gravel  Company  located  at  Henry's 
Spur  to  all  points  within  the  City  of  Minneapolis,  upon  the  Great  Northern 
Railway.

On  May  13th  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  filed  notice 
of  appeal  from  this  order  to  the  District  Court  of  Hennepin  county 
and  the  case  was  tried  by  Judge  Jelley  on  Thursday,  October  15th, 
1914,  but  up  to  the  writing  of  this  report  no  decision  has  been  ren- 
dered. 

"Whatever  decision  is  handed  down  in  this  case  will  go  a  long 
way  towards  defining  the  scope  of  Chapter  90,  General  Laws  of 
1913. 


Bates  on  Vegetables  in  Brine — On  July  11th,  1914,  a  complaint 
was  filed  by  M.  A.  Gedney  Company  against  the  Minneapolis,  St. 
Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Omaha,  Northern  Pacific,  Great  Northern,  and  the  Minneapolis  & 
St.  Louis  Railway  Companies,  regarding  alleged  excessive  rates  ex- 
isting on  vegetables  in  brine,  and  asking  for  relief  therefrom.  A 
copy  of  the  complaint  was  served  on  each  of  the  above  named  re- 
spondents, requiring  them  to  satisfy  same  within  twenty  (20)  days, 
or  show  cause  by  answer  why  such  relief  should  not  be  granted 
and  to  file  said  answer  with  the  Commission  and  mail  copy  to 
complainant's  attorney,  Mr.  George  T.  Simpson,  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

Answers  were  duly  received  from  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  & 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Great  Northern,  and  Northern  Pacific  Railway 
Companies  in  denial  of  the  essential  allegations  contained  in  the 
complaint. 

The  Commission  served  notice  that  a  hearing  on  the  matter 
would  take  place  at  its  office  in  the  Capitol  building,  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  on  Monday,  August  17th,  1914,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, copies  of  said  notice  being  served  by  mail  on  each  of  the 
respondents  named,  also  to  the  complainant  and  its  attorney. 

Pursuant  to  notice  the  hearing  came  on  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed.  In  addition  to  the  Commission  the  following  parties 
were  present:    For  the  complainant,  George  T.  Simpson,  attorney.

The  railway  companies  were  represented  by  John  P.  Finerty,  Jr., 
Great  Northern,  Mr.  Kenneth  Taylor,  attorney  for  the  Soo  Line, 
P.  II.  Burnham,  A.  G.  F.  A.,  of  the  Great  Northern,  and  Henry 
Blakeley,  G.  F.  A.  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Companies.  The 
testimony  was  taken  by  the  official  stenographer,  and  the  following 
named  parties  offered  testimony  in  the  ease:  I.  V.  Gedney,  C.  S. 
Callender,  Henry  Blakeley,  P.  H.  Burnham.  Several  exhibits  were 
filed,  which  were  attached  to  the  case,  and  at  the  conclusion  the 
attorneys  present  advised  that  they  were  prepared  to  abide  by  the 
order  of  the  Commission.  The  case  was  thereupon  taken  under 
advisement  with  the  understanding  that  an  order  would  be  issued 
at  a  later  date.

This  case  was  duly  heard  by  the  Commission  the  17th  day  of  August, 
1914.  Hon.  George  T.  Simpson  appeared  for  the  complainant,  J.  T.  Finerty, 
Esq.,  attorney,  for  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  and  K.  Taylor,  Esq.,  attor- 
ney, for  the  Soo  Line. 

The  M.  A.  Gedney  Company  seeks  a  lower  rate  on  cucumbers  in  brine 
in  carload  lots  and  also  reparation.  This  company  is  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  manufacturing  pickles,  vinegar,  food  products  and  table  condiments, 
both  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  It  ships  cucumbers  in  brine  from  its  own 
salting  stations  located  in  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota  into  its  plants  at  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  frequently  has  occasion  to  ship  the  same  frqm  its 
plant  In  St.  Paul  to  Minneapolis.  It  has  twelve  salting  stations  in  Wis- 
consin, varying  in  distance  from  62  to  139  miles  from  St  Paul.  The  com- 
modity rates  from  these  stations,  62  to  139  miles  from  St.  Paul,  range  from 
5^  to  6  cents  per  100  pounds,  and  in  the  year  1913,  12,445,370  pbunds  of 
cucumbers  in  brine  were  shipped  from  these  Wisconsin  points.  The  com- 
pany likewise  ships  from  three  stations  in  Minnesota,  viz:  Annandale,  Del- 
ano and  Chaska,  located  53,  29  and  23  miles  from  St.  Paul,  respectively. 
Prior  to  the  first  day  of  January  commodity  rates  were  published  to  the 
Twin  Cities  upon  the  following  basis:  6>^  from  Annandale,  5l,£  from  Delano 
and  5  cents  from  Chaska,  and  in  the  year  1913,  2,282,290  pounds  of  cucum- 
bers in  brine  were  shipped  from  these  three  points.  Commodity  rates  into 
the  Twin  Cities  upon  the  same  article  were  published  from  eight  stations  on 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  from  thirteen  stations  upon  the  Great  Northern, 
located  within  the  state  of  Minnesota.  The  rates  published  by  all  the  car- 
riers were  as  low  and  in  many  cases  decidedly  lower  than  class  "C"  rates. 

On  the  first  day  of  January,  1914,  class  "A"  railroads  published  a  sched- 
ule of  class  and  commodity  rates  wihch  had  been  prescribed  by  this  Corn- 
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mission.  The  publication  of  said  tariffs  cancelled  all  of  the  commodity 
rates  under  which  cucumbers  in  brine  had  been  carried  between  all  points 
in  Minnesota.  The  only  carriers  in  Minnesota  which  carry  cucumbers  in 
brine  are  those  made  parties  to  this  proceeding.  While  the  western  classi- 
fication does  not  specifically  mention  cucumbers  in  brine,  yet  the  carriers 
have  given  to  said  freight  the  fifth  class  rating  and  this  had  the  effect  of 
substantially  increasing  the  rates  on  that  article.  Winter  vegetables  are 
carried  at  class,  "C,"  and  in  Western  Trunk  Line  Circular  1-K,  Rule  275, 
there  is  a  provision  for  carrying  as  class  "C"  cucumbers  in  brine,  carload, 
minimum  weight  36,000  pounds,  between  points  in  Michigan  and  Wisconsin, 
state  or  interstate.  The  commodity  tariffs  in  Minnesota  carried  a  minimum 
of  50,000  pounds  and  no  criticism  of  this  weight  was  made  at  the  hearing. 
After  considering  all  the  facts  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
fifth  class  rating  for  cucumbers  in  brine  is  too  high,  and  that  a  rating  of 
class  "C"  is  reasonable  and  necessary. 

Reparation  was  asked  for  the  difference  between  the  fifth  class  and  com- 
modity rates  upon  shipment  ssubsequent  to  January  1st,  1914.  The  Com- 
mission has  given  careful  consideration  to  this  question  and  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  same  should  be  denied. 

It  Is  Therefore  Ordered,  that  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  Railway  Company,  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway 
Company,  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  Great  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany and  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  required  to  classify  as  class  **C"  cucumbers  in  brine,  carloads,  mini- 
mum weight  50,000  pounds,  and  to  apply  this  rating  to  the  movement  of  said 
freight  between  points  in  Minnesota.  This  order  shall  take  effect  ten  days 
from  date  of  order.

The  petition  of  the  above  named  respectfully  shows: 

1.  That  the  above  named  firms  are  engaged  in  the  sale  of  agricultural 
implements  at  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

2.  That  the  above  named  railroad  companies  are  common  carriers, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  property  by  railroad  to  points  in  the  state 
of  Minnesota,  and  that  as  such  common  carriers,  said  railroad  companies  are 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  Minnesota. 

3.  That  the  above  named,  defendants,  through  their  joint  agents,  have 
published  a  freight  classification  described  as  "Western  Classification  No. 
51,  I.  C.  C,  No.  9"  and  made  same  effective  upon  traffic  between  points  in 
the  State  of  Minnesota;  that  the  said  classification  provides  on  pages  70-72, 
inclusive,  for  agricultural  implements,  hand,  which  includes  broadcast  seed- 
ers, corn  huskers,  corn  planters,  cultivators  wheeled  with  or  without  drill 
or  seeder  attachments,  potato  cutters,  fanning  mills,  feed  and  ensilage  cut- 
ters, wheelbarrow  grass  seeders,  grass  seeders  other  than  wheelbarrow,  pea 
hullers,  potato  planters,  potato  sorters,  seed  drills,  weeders  and  mnlchers, 
etc.  Although  these  are  listed  as  agricultural  implements  and  are  distinctly 
agricultural  Implements,  yet  said  defendants  will  not  permit  them  to  mix 
In  cars  of  "agricultural  implements  other  than  hand." 

4.  That  on  page  128,  item  17  of  said  classification  provides  for  cream 
separators.  These  are  used  exclusively  by  farmers  and  dairy  men  and 
are  sold  by  the  firms  that  sell  agricultural  implements  and  should  be  allowed 
to  mix  in  cars  with  agricultural  implements. 

5.  That  on  page  278,  item  26  of  said  classification  provides  for  tank 
heaters  and  furnace  kettles.  Tank  heaters  are  used  almost  exclusively  by 
the  farmers,  while  furnace  kettles,  more  commonly  known  as  feed  cookers, 
are  used  exclusively  by  them  and  both  are  sold  by  the  firms  that  sell  agri- 
cultural implements  and  should  be  allowed  in  cars  of  agricultural  imple- 
ments. 

6.  That  on  page  163,  items  28  and  29,  and  page  164,  item  1,  provides  for 
scrappers  wheeled  and  other  than  wheeled  (drag).  These  are  items  that 
are  sold  almost  exclusively  by  the  implement  dealer  and  should  be  allowed 
to  mix  in  cars  of  agricultural  implements. 

7.  That  on  page  10,  item  23  of  said  c1  ossification  provides  for  carriers, 
feed  or  litter.  These  are  used  almost  exclusively  by  the  farmer  and  are 
used  extensively  for  carrying  fertilizer  to  the  fields,  thereby  entitling* them 
to  mixture  in  cars  of  agricultural  implements. 

Wherefore,  the  petitioners  pray  that  the  aforesaid  railroad  companies 
be  commanded  by  an  order  to  permit  the  above  mentioned  items  to  be  in- 
cluded in  cars  of  agricultural  implements.

After  hearing  the  evidence  the  Commission  finds: 

That  all  of  the  respondents,  through  their  joint  agent,  have  published  a 
freight  classification  described  as  "Western  Classification  No.  51,  I.  C.  C  No. 
9,"  same  being  effective  upon  intrastate  traffic  in  the  state  of  Minnesota; 

That  among  the  agricultural  implements  described  in  said  classification 
are  the  following:  Broadcact  seeders,  potato  cutters,  feed  and  ensilage  cut- 
ters, wheelbarrow  grass  seeders,  and  grass  seeders,  other  than  wheelbarrow, 
potato  sorters,  fanning  mills,  seed  drills,  cream  separators,  scrapers,  drag 
and  wheel,  feed  and  litter  carriers.  All  these  articles  the  Commission  finds 
are  distinctly  agricultural  implements  and  should  be  allowed  to  be  shipped 
in  mixed  carload  lots  with  agricultural  implements. 

It  Is  Therefore  Ordered,  that  the  above  named  carriers  allow  agricul- 
tural implements  hereinbefore  described  to  be  shipped  in  mixed  carload  lots 
with  other  agricultural  implements  that  are  now  and  hereafter  may  be 
allowed  to  be  shipped  in  mixed  carloads  by  Western  Classification  No.  51; 
this  order  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1914,  applying 
only  on  Minnesota  intra-state  shipments.

MISCELLANEOUS  COMPLAINTS. 

Prospect  Fuel  &  Transfer  Company,  Minneapolis,  vs.  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company— Alleged  Discrimination— 

On  July  24th,  1913,  a  complaint  was  filed  by  the  Prospect  Fuel  & 
Transfer  Company,  of  Minneapolis,  in  which  it  was  set  forth  that 
in  the  year  1911  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Com- 
pany built  a  spur  track  off  its  main  track  in  Minneapolis,  Minn., 
through  Blocks  25,  29  and  33  of  Regent's  Addition  to  the  City  of 
Minneapolis,  said  track  being  known  and  designated  as  ''East  Side 
Spur";  that  after  the  construction  of  said  track  complainants  on 
the  1st  day  of  March,  1912,  became  the  owners  by  purchase  of  Lots 
3  and  4  in  Block  33  of  said  Addition  and  did  thereafter  engage  in 
the  coal  and  fuel  business  upon  said  location,  where  it  installed  a 
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scale  and  erected  buildings  with  the  full  knowledge  of  the  rail- 
way company ;  that  all  freight  originating  on  the  lines  of  said  rail- 
way company  was  switched  to  this  property  without  charge,  the 
company  refusing,  however,  to  give  switching  service  to  any 
freight  originating  upon  a  foreign  line;  that  this  constitutes  a  dis- 
crimination against  complainant  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
three  other  industries  that  are  served  by  this  spur  and  that  all  cars, 
regardless  of  the  origin  or  destination  of  the  freight,  are  switched 
to  and  from  these  industries ;  that  the  Hammond  Fuel  Company,  at 
Minneapolis,  is  a  competitor  of  complainant  and  is  located  two 
blocks  north  of  the  said  spur  and  this  company  is  carried  on  the 
switching  list,  this  fact  constituting  a  discrimination  in  its  favor 
and  against  complainant. 

On  October  13th,  1913,  a  formal  complaint  was  filed,  embodying 
the  substance  of  the  foregoing  matter  and  such  additional  facts  as 
were  pertinent  thereto,  copy  of  which  was  served  on  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  with  an  order  to  satisfy 
same  or  file  answer  thereto  with  the  Commission  within  twenty 
days  after  the  service  thereof  and  to  mail  a  copy  of  said  answer  to 
complainants  at  Minneapolis. 

Answer  having  been  duly  filed  and  a  hearing  being  deemed 
necessary,  notice  was  served  on  parties  interested  that  such  hearing 
would  take  place  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the  state 
capitol  building,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  on  Wednesday,  January  14th,  1914, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  At  request  of  complainant's  coun- 
sel, the  date  for  hearing  was  postponed  to  March  11th,  1914,  at 
the  same  time  and  place. 

The  hearing  came  on  as  appointed  before  Commissioners  Mills 
and  Elmquist.  J.  H.  Foster,  general  superintendent,  and  A.  D. 
Emery,  assistant  engineer,  appeared  for  the  respondent  company, 
and  John  A.  Nordin,  Esq.,  for  the  complainant.  After  testimony 
and  argument  had  been  received,  the  matter  was  taken  under  ad- 
visement. 

The  order  of  the  Commission  followed  on  March  18th,  1914,  as 
hereinafter  set  forth.

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This  application  was  duly  heard  by  the  Commission  on  the  11th  day  of 
March,  A.  D.  1914.  Mr.  J.  H.  Foster,  general  superintendent,  an<I  Mr.,  A.  D. 
Emery,  assistant  engineer  appeared  for  the  respondent,  and  Mr.  John  A. 
Nordin,  attorney,  appeared  for  the  complainant. 

It  appears  that  in  the  summer  of  1911,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  Railway  Company  built  what  is  known  as  the  East  Side  Spur,  off  its 
main  track  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  through  Blocks  25,  29  and  33  of  Regent's 
Addition  to  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  and  that  one  George  H.  WaUon  was  the 
owner  of  Lots  3  and  4  in  said  Block  33.  The  usual  division  of  expense  be- 
tween the  owners  of  the  property  and  the  railway  company  was  observed, 
and  the  cost  was  apportioned  to  the  different  lots  and  paid  to  the  railway 
company. 

After  the  construction  of  the  track,  the  complainant  bought  Lots  3  and 
4  of  Block  33,  and  did,  thereafter,  engage  in  the  coal  and  fuel  business  upon 
said  location.  It  installed  a  scale  and  erected  buildings  with  the  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  railway  company.  All  freight  originating  upon  the  lines  of  the 
said  railway  company  was  switched  to  this  property  without  charge,  but  the 
company  has  persistently  refused  to  give  switching  service  to  any  freight 
which  originates  upon  a  foreign  line.  This  complainant  can  purchase  its 
soft  coal  and  considerable  wood  from  points  on  the  Milwaukee  line,  but  all 
of  its  hard  coal  must  originate  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  and  must  be  hauled 
to  Minneapolis  by  some  other  railway  company.  The  company  is  willing  to 
have  a  spur  built  off  the  present  one,  upon  the  usual  terms,  and  place  the 
complainant  upon  the  switching  list. 

Three  other  industries  are  served  by  this  spur,  and  all  cars,  regardless 
of  the  origin  or  destination  of  the  freight,  are  switched  to  and  from  these 
industries.  The  Hammond  Fuel  Company  is  a  competitor  of  the  complain- 
ant, and  is  located  along  the  Milwaukee  tracks  about  two  blocks  north  of 
the  spur  in  question,  and  this  company  is  on  the  switching  list. 

From  a  consideration  of  the  foregoing  facts,  the  Commission  finds  that 
the  service  given  to  the  Hammond  Fuel  Company  is  a  discrimination  against 
the  Prospect  Fuel  &  Transfer  Company;  that  the  building  of  an  additional 
spur  upon  Lots  3  and  4  is  unnecessary,  and  that  the  Prospect  Fuel  &  Trans- 
fer Company  is  entitled  to  the  same  service  as  that  which  is  given  to  the 
other  industries  upon  this  spur  track. 

It  Is  Therefore  Ordered,  that  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Rail- 
way Company  do,  and  it  is  hereby  required  to  place  the  Prospect  Fuel  & 
Transfer  Company  upon  its  switching  list,  and  to  switch  all  carloads  of  coal 
and  wood  to  said  industry,  regardless  of  where  the  shipments  originated.

Application  for  Railroad  Track  Scales — An  application  was  filed 
with  the  Commission  on  December  1st,  1913,  by  E.  E.  Petteys,  secre- 
tary of  the  Farmers'  Co-operative  Elevator  Company,  at  Faribault, 
Minn.,  in  which  it  was  set  forth  that  said  company  is  a  corporation 
and  has  been  doing  business  at  Faribault  for  many  years;  that  its 
business  consists  of  the  operation  of  an  elevator  for  buying  and  re- 
ceiving grain  for  storage,  sale  and  shipment;  that  it  also  deals  in 
coal,  wood  and  feed  by  purchase  and  sale,  all  of  which  is  shipped 
into  Faribault  over  the  lines  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
Railway,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  and  the  Chi- 
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cago  Great  Western  Railroad,  which  railways  are  connected  with 
each  other  by  transfer  tracks,  so  that  shipments  are  received  by 
petitioner  and  also  sent  out  upon  the  three  lines  of  railway  men- 
tioned. 

Further,  it  is  stated  that  complainant's  grain  elevator  is  located 
on  the  land  eontiguous  to  the  line  of  the  Chicago  Great  Western 
Railroad  Company,  and  its  fuel  and  feed  business  is  contiguous  to 
the  said  line,  also  to  the  spur  track  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  that  all  such  shipments  received  by 
petitioner  over  said  railways  are  in  carload  lots. 

It  is  further  alleged  that  none  of  the  railway  companies  men- 
tioned have  or  maintain  any  track  scale  at  their  connections  with 
each  other  or  at  any  point  in  said  city  convenient  to  the  tracks  of 
the  petitioner  or  at  any  point  except  at  the  Sheffield-King  Milling 
Company  property  on  the  line  of  the  Chicago  Great  Western  Rail- 
road, two  miles  distant  from  petitioner's  place  of  business. 

Petitioner  therefore  asks  that  the  several  railway  companies 
hereinbefore  mentioned  be  each  required  to  furnish  and  install 
track  scales  upon  their  respective  lines  at  some  point  nearer  to  the 
property  of  petitioner  for  its  use  and  that  of  the  public. 

Note:  The  Faribault  Co-operative  Creamery  Company,  having 
its  place  of  business  on  Block  70  in  the  city  of  Faribault,  has,  by  its 
president,  William  Carroll,  under  authority  of  its  board  of  direc- 
tors, endorsed  and  subscribed  to  said  petition  for  track  scales  here- 
inbefore mentioned. 

This  matter  was  referred  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Eva,  Chief  Inspector  of 
Grain,  of  the  State  Grain  and  Weighing  Department,  for  his  inves- 
tigation, his  findings  and  report  to  be  furnished  the  Commission  as 
early  as  practicable.  The  facts  in  the  case  having  been  submitted, 
eopies  of  the  complaint  were  served  on  the  respondents  on  February 
17th,  1914,  with  an  order  requiring  them  to  grant  the  relief  de- 
manded therein  within  twenty  days  or  show  cause  by  answer  why 
such  petition  should  not  be  granted  and  file  such  answer  with 
the  Commission  at  its  office  in  St.  *Paul,  Minn.,  and  mail  a  copy 
thereof  to  F.  J.  Orcutt,  president  of  the  Farmers'  Co-operative  Ele- 
vator Company,'  at  Faribault.  Answers  were  duly  filed  by  the  re- 
spondent companies,  which  were  adverse  to  the  petitioner,  where- 
upon the  Commission  issued  notice  of  hearing  to  take  place  on 
Thursday,  April  9th,  1914,  at  11 :30  a.  m.  at  the  Brunswick  Hotel, 
Faribault.  Copies  of  same  were  served  on  the  several  parties  in 
interest. 
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The  hearing  came  on  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed.  The  petitioners  were  present  personally  and  by 
counsel,  and  the  railway  companies  by  their  respective  attorneys. 

On  receipt  of  the  facts  and  the  evidence,  the  hearing  was  closed 
and  the  matter  taken  under  advisement.  The  findings  and  order  of 
the  Commission  followed  on  April  15th,  A.  D.  1914,  as  herein  set

No  witnesses  appeared  for 
the  creamery  company  or  the  Commercial  club. 

The  petitioners  ask  that  an  order  be  made  requiring  each  of  said  rail- 
way companies  to  install  track  scales  within  the  city  of  Faribault,  or  if 
this  cannot  be  arranged,  that  a  joint  track  scale  be  ordered  in  for  the  use 
of  all  roads.  The  petition  is  made  pursuant  to  chapter  129  of  the  laws  of 
1913,  which  authorizes  the  Commission  to  require  the  installation  of  track 
scales  used  by  common  carriers  at  all  points  in  the  state  where  the  same 
are  deemed  to  be  necessary,  and  to  enforce  reasonable  regulations  for  the 
weighing  of  cars  and  of  freight.  This  statute  gives  the  Commission  juris- 
diction over  all  track  scales  and  the  right  to  inspect  the  same.  Within 
the  past  year  the  Commission  has  prepared  specifications  for  track  scales 
and  hereafter  all  new  scales  must  conform  to  the  standard  thus  established. 
A  modern  track  scale  costs  approximately  $3,500,  and  the  inspection  and 
maintenance  each  year  amounts  to  a  considerable  item.  Undoubtedly  the 
Commission  has  the  power  to  order  in  track  scales  when  public  necessity 
exists,  but  the  need  for  a  scale  at  any  point  must  be  real  and  apparent. 

The  three  railroad  companies  involved  in  this  case  have  provided 
track  scales  at  certain*  strategic  points  within  the  state  for  the  weighing 
of  all  carload  shipments,  and  it  is  the  practice  of  the  carriers  to  weigh  cars 
forwarded,  either  at  the  point  of  origin  or  at  the  scale  located  nearest  the 
shipping  point.  Exceptions  to  this  practice  are  made  in  regard  to  carload 
shipments  of  coal  from  Duluth,  which  are  weighed  by  the  state,  and  also 
hay  and  grain,  which  come  to  the  terminals,  and  on  these  articles  the 
weight  is  ascertained  by  the  state  and  freight  charges  based  thereon.  The 
three  railroads  enter  the  city  of  Faribault.  A  private  track  scale  is  located 
at  the  Sheffield-King  Roller  Mills,  1.75  miles  from  Faribault,  which  is  reached 
by  the  C.  M.  &  St.  P.  and  C.  G.  W.  R.  R.  Co.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
for  weighing  cars  upon  those  scales.  No  evidence  was  presented  to  show  the 
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need  for  weighing  any  carload  freight  shipped  out  of  Faribault  Coal  cars 
arriving  at  Faribault  are  the  only  ones  which  need  to  be  reweighed,  and 
then  only  where  there  is  pn  apparent  shortage..  In  such  cases  it  is  the 
practice  to  have  the  cars  weighed  on  the  Sheffield-King  scales.  The  switch- 
ing charge  is  five  dollars  per  car,  and  where  the  shipper  is  correct  in  asking 
for  a  reweighing,  the  railroad  company  absorbs  the  charge.  Only  a  small 
percentage  of  the  coal  cars  need  to  be  reweighed.  Cars  shipped  from 
Duluth  are  weighed  by  the  state  at  points  of  origin,  and  no  complaint  of 
shortage  was  made  as  to  any  of  these  cars.  Cars  arriving  from  the  mines, 
all  rail,  are  bought  on  mine  weights. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  evidence  shows  no  need  for  track  scales 
on  "out"  shipments  from  Faribault,  and  that  a  track  scale  at  the  Sheffield- 
King  mill  can  be,  and  is  being  utilized  for  the  reweighing  of  all  cars  ar- 
riving at  Faribault  where  demand  is  made  by  the  shipper,  the  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  a  public  necessity  for  track  scales,  either  upon  the 
line  of  each  railroad  or  joint  track  scales  for  the  use  of  all  railroads,  has 
not  been  shown,  the  petition  is,  therefore,  denied.

Application  far  the  re-opening  of  cut  for  drainage  on  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  at  Houston — On  the  reading  and  fil- 
ing of  said  application,  copy  of  same  was  served*  on  the  railway 
company  requiring  it  to  satisfy  the  complaint  therein  or  file  answer 
thereto  within  twenty  days  from  date  of  such  service  or  show 
cause  by  answer  why  such  relief  should  not  be  granted  and  to  have 
the  said  answer  filed  with  the  Railroad  &  Warehouse  Commission  at 
its  office  in  the  state  capitol,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  and  mail  a  copy 
thereof  to  James  Ilealy,  one  of  the  complainants,  at  Houston,  Minn. 

On  December  2nd,  1913,  the  answer  was  duly  filed  by  the 
respondent  railway  company,  entering  general  denial  as  to  alleged 
damage  having  been  caused  by  the  filling  of  said  bridge  or  culvert 
or  that  any  one  had  suffered  thereby. 

Pending  the  determination  of  a  date  on  which  a  hearing  could 
be  had  on  the  application,  the  Commission  discovered  there  was  an 
indisposition  on  the  part  of  the  leading  petitioners  to  pursue  the 
matter,  one  or  two  of  them  having  had  their  names  withdrawn  from 
said  petition.  It  also  developed  that  the  Commission  some  time 
previously  had  visited  Houston  to  investigate  the  question  of  drain- 
age. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  hold  a 
formal  hearing  on  the  question.  Upon  careful  consideration  the 
Commission  on  April  8th,  1914,  made  the  following  order,  which 
closed  the  case: 
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(Order.) 

BEFORE   THE    RAILROAD   AND   WAREHOUSE  COMMISSION   OF   THE 
STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  citizens  of  Houston,  to  have  the  fill  or  cut 

reopened  so  as  to  permit  surface  water  to  flow  its  natural  course. 

An  examination  of  the  complaint  and  answer  shows  that  In  1907,  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  filled  a  cut  or  ravine 
crossing  its  right-of-way  in  the  village  of  Houston,  which  was  at  that  time 
spanned  by  a  bridge,  and  thus  preventing  the  overflow  from  Root  river  to 
flow  its  natural  course,  thereby  damaging  property  on  the  north  side  of  the 
railroad  track.  The  petitioners  want  the  Commission  to  order  the  fill  to  be 
re-opened. 

There  is  no  allegation  in  the  complaint  that  this  condition  in  any 
wise  affects  the  safe  operation  of  trains  or  the  public  service.  Chapter  377  of 
the  laws  of  1907  requires  railway  companies  to  keep  clean,  at  all  times, 
between  the  1st  day  of  April  and  the  1st  day  of  November  of  each  year, 
all  ditches  and  culverts  constructed  by  them  for  the  drainage  of  their 
roadbed  or  right-of-way.  The  present  case  does  not  come  within  the  pro- 
vision of  this  statute. 

Under  the  law,  the  Commission  has  not  the  power  to  compel  the  rail- 
way company  to  re-open  this  cut,  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  public  service 
in  some  way  is  affected.  The  remedy  of  the  petitioners  must  be  found  in 
the  district  court,  either  by  an  action  for  damages,  or  by  an  application  for 
an  injunction. 

The  petition  is,  therefore,  dismissed.

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  A  Pacific  Railway  Company  is  a  consolidated  company,  owning  or 
operating  property  located  in  the  states  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  South  Dakota,  Missouri, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  Arkansas,  Tennessee  and  Louisiana,  by 
virtue  of  its  articles  of  consolidation  and  purchased  as  hereinafter  stated. 

As  a  consolidated  organization  its  constituent  companies  are  as  follows: 

"1"  The  Rock  Island  A  La  Halle  Railroad  Company,  created  by  special  charter  granted  by 
the  state  of  Illinois,  February  27,  1847. 

"2"  The  Chicago  A  Rock  Island  Railroad  Company,  successor  to  the  Rock  Island  A  La  Salle 
Railroad  Company  by  amendment  to  the  charter  of  the  former  company  February  7,  1851. 

"3"  On  the  first  day  of  January,  1853,  the  Mississippi  A  Missouri  Railroad  Company  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  the  road  constructed  by  it  sold  under 
foreclosure  to  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  A  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa  on  the  28th  day  of  May,  1806. 

"4"  Peoria  A  Bureau  Valley  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  owning 
a  line  of  railroad  extending  from  Bureau  Junction  to  Peoria,  111.,  was  on  April  14,  1854,  leased  to 
Chicago  A  Rock  Island  Railroad  Company  in  perpetuity.

"11"  Keokuk  A  Des  Moines  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  owning 
a  line  of  railroad  extending  from  Keokuk  to  Dei  Moinen,  Iowa,  was  on  October  1st,  1878,  leased 
to  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  A  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  for  the  balance  of  its  charter  period, 
i.  e.,  until  December  19th,  1923. 

"12"  On  the  4th  day  of  August,  1J<77,  there  was  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state 
of  Iowa  the  Newton  A  Monroe  Railroad  Company,  which  constructed  a  railway  from  Newton, 
in  the  state  of  Iowa,  to  Monroe,  in  said  state,  and  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  1878,  there  was  organized 
under  the  same  laws  the  Atlantic  A  Audubon  Railroad  Company,  which  constructed  a  railroad 
from  Atlantic,  in  said  state,  to  Audubon,  in  said  state,  and  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1879,  there 
was  organized  the  Atlantic  Southern  Railroad  Company,  which  constructed  a  railroad  from  said 
town  of  Atlantic  to  Griswold,  in  said  state,  and  on  the  27th  day  of  October,  1879,  there  was  organised 
under  the  said  laws  the  Avoca.

This  organization  was  incorporated  with  power  to 
build  line  in  both  the  Indian  and  Oklahoma  Territories,   the  name  being  changed  to  Choctaw, 
Oklahoma  and  Western  Railroad  Company.      The  property  and  fram-hises  of  the  latter  corporation 
were  sold  to  The  Chicago,  Rock  Inland  «fc  Pa'iiie  Railway  Company,  March  24th,  1901. 

"20"  On  November  1,  1SS0,  the  Smith  St.  Paul  Roll  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota.  June  11,  1903,  the  roa  1,  property  and  franchises  of  this  cor- 
poration were  sold  to  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Paul  Terminal  Transor  Company.
